Llewellyn Williams Lord Jr. 

1925-2016 

To those of us who had had the privilege of knowing him, the passing of Llew Lord was an irreplaceable loss and indeed "the 
passing of an era." Llewellyn Williams Lord Jr. died in Baltimore, Maryland on the 25th of May, 2016, sadly missed by many 
including his three wonderful daughters; Ginger, Ann and Charlotte who grew up sharing their Dad with his hobby. They are 
happy knowing that other collectors will finally have the opportunity to see his collection fully catalogued for others to now share 
and enjoy. 

Llew had been a longtime resident of Rye, New York but had always wanted to return one day to his native Maryland. This past 
Spring, following the death of his beloved wife, Skip, he did in fact relocate to Baltimore before he died rather suddenly after a 
short illness. Before then, he had the fun and pleasure of furnishing every room of his new home with all his medals and badges, 
military prints, model soldiers, helmets etc. It was a mini museum to his primary love of all things military. 

Prior to a successful career teaching at a Boy's Prep School in New York City, Llew had achieved a BA Degree in History from 
Princeton University and held a commission in the United States Marine Corps. He was spared the proposed invasion of Japan by 
the abrupt ending to the war, but as a reserve "Officer of Marines", he was recalled to duty during the Korean Conflict. 

Many a very pleasant day was spent with Llew, combing and scouring the antique and junk shops of New York City and suburbs, 
always hopeful of finding that one elusive "Rorke's Drift" defender; known but to Llew! (or possibly a Lucknow piper for this 
contributor). 

Llew's primary interest was collecting the medals and research of Welsh regiments of the Victorian period, but he also managed 
to build a substantial collection of medals to Regimental Drummers of any regiment and was busy upgrading this collection to 
bandmasters. Many of these will appear throughout this catalogue. A selection of his outstanding badge collection of related 
Welsh units; including little known militia and volunteer regiments with some rare shako plates worthy of any regimental museum, 
will be noted here as well. 

Although Llew had been a member of the OMRS and the Company of Military Historians his interests were not solely military. 
Llew also had a large collection of children's books, particularly those by well known authors. Post cards, military miniatures and 
prints were another of his endless acquisitions - these latter all to Welsh regiments or Regimental drummers of course! 

Llew was always available and willing to share his time and extensive knowledge with others. Good natured, outgoing and 
friendly, Llew was certainly one of the most respected and admired members of the medal-collecting fraternity. Anyone who had 
known him, may well have considered Llew a friend for life. Our small group of remaining local fellow collectors has taken quite 
a "hit" with the passing of Llew; one of our three originals. We still meet often in each others homes within our NY/CT border area 
to chat and show medals and are all members of the OMRS which aided our fraternity in those pre internet days. Collector friends 
such as Llew are not easily replaced, but his memory, shared with us over many years, will remain forever.

The Collection of Medals to Welsh Regiments formed by the Late 

Llewellyn Lord 



The important Field Officer's Gold Medal for 'Fort Detroit' awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel Peter La Touche "Little 
Otter" Chambers, C.B., 41st Regiment, who shared command of the regiment at the capture of Fort Detroit in August 
1812; taken prisoner in a desperate last stand against General Harrison's American cavalry in October 1813, 
Chambers endured a lengthy period of imprisonment in cells occupied by 'condemned murderers, forgers and coiners' 
and lost the sight of one eye; he afterwards distinguished himself in command of the 41st during the Burma campaign 
of 1824-25 and was speared in the mouth by a Burmese at Rangoon in May 1824 

Field Officer's Gold Medal 1808-14, for Detroit (Captn. P. Latouche Chambers 41st Regt.) complete with gold ribbon 
buckle, suspension post re-fixed and lunettes sometime replacedsome edge bruising , otherwise very fine and extremely 
rare , probably the only Gold Medal for a North American action available to collectors £20000-30000 

Sold with a small archive of original documentation, including a hand-written letter confirming the registration of the marriage of 
'Lieutenant Peter L. Chambers and Ann Warburton' in the Parish Register of St George's Church, Kingston, Canada, dated 24 March 
1814; a letter to his daughter Emily following the action at Rangoon, describing the battle and with news of his gradual recovery, dated 
at Rangoon 22 June 1824; another letter to Emily from India, dated 26 February 1827, shortly before he was stricken with cholera; a 
hand-written copy of extracts from the Despatches of Sir Archibald Campbell for the First Burma War actions between June 1824 and 
December 1825; a number of pages from the recipient's Journal of the Burmese War; together with a large quantity of more recent 
research and typescripts. 



Peter La Touche Chambers was born on 29 December 1 786, probably in County Waterford, and was commissioned Ensign in the 41st 
Foot on 16 June 1803, at the age of 16 years. He joined the regiment in Canada and spent the next nine years serving with detachments 
around the country, being promoted to Lieutenant in April 1806 and to Captain in May 1808. 
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The capture of Fort Detroit 

In the summer of 1812 following the outbreak of hostilities with the United States, the 41st constituted the backbone of the forces 
available to Major-General Isaac Brock, commanding British Forces in Upper Canada, defending some 600 miles of frontier. In June the 
tobacco-chewing Brigadier-General William Hull of Michegan advanced with an invasion force on Fort Detroit, situated on the Detroit 
River, and opposite the British garrisons of Sandwich and Amherstburg. Finding Detroit short of all supplies except whisky and soap, 
Hull crossed the river and entered Sandwich unopposed but then wavered. Instead of advancing on the British garrison at Amherstburg 
he decided to withdraw to Detroit, repair his supply lines and await the arrival of reinforcements before proceeding any further. By this 
time the formidable Brock was hastening to the scene of the incursion, and shortly before midnight on 13 August he reached 
Amherstburg. Next day he inspected the small number of troops at his immediate disposal, these being 300 men of the 41st at Fort 
Malden, 400 Canadian Militia and fluctuating number of lurking red men' under the Shawnee Chief Tecumseh in irregular support. 
That same day Captains Peter Chambers and J. Tallon of the 41 st were 'appointed to the rank of Major' for the duration, and the troops 
divided into three 'Brigades', one of which was placed under Chambers. 

Brock then warned Hull that he could not be held responsible for the actions of the Indians attached to his force if it came to a fight and 
advised him to surrender. But Hull, with a numerically superior force and 26 large cannon and copious amounts of ammunition, 
refused. Accordingly, on the night of the 15th, Brock sent Tecumseh across the river with a file of 600 Indians to cover the main 
crossing by the 41st and Militia at 6 o'clock the next morning. With the flanks covered by the American Indians and the fire from the 
guns of H.M. Ships Queen Charlotte and General Hunter on the river, 'the force advanced with double distance between the sub-units' 
so as to give the impression of larger numbers. Then the supporting British five-gun battery at Sandwich, which had been firing 
ineffectually, suddenly found range and sent an 18-pounder shell hurtling through an embrasure into the American Officers' Mess 
killing four men. This, with numbers of American Militia falling back into the fort in the face of the British advance, proved too much 
for Hull who at once showed a white flag, and shortly agreed to the British terms of surrender as the Union Jack was hoisted over Fort 
Detroit. The American Militia were stripped of their arms and set loose to find their way home while Hull and his 582 regulars were 
shipped to Canada pending future exchange. 

'Little Otter' 

During his service in North America Chambers took a great deal of interest in the local Indians who, under Tecumseh, gave the 41st 
constant support for over a year. They in turn evidently thought highly of Chambers for they named him 'Little Otter', recognised him as 
a Chief and accepted him as an adopted son of the Delewar Nation. 

Fort Meigs and Battle Honour 'Miami' 

In early 1 813 Chambers distinguished himself during General Proctor's attempt to take Fort Meigs on the Miami River. Meigs was held 
by 1300 Americans under General William Harrison (later ninth U.S. President) who was expecting reinforcements of an equal number 
under General Clay. Proctor, with a force of 1,000 men (41st, Militia and Tecumseh's Indians), and with Chambers acting as D.A.Q.M. 
G., left Amherstburg and having reached the Miami River in April, established two batteries on the north bank which proved 
ineffectual. The construction of another battery was ordered on the south bank but while this was underway 800 Americans took 
possession of the batteries on the north bank which had been left unguarded. Three companies of the 41st, together with some Indians, 
were ordered to counter-attack. Major Adam Muir, 41st, attacked the enemy's left and centre, while Chambers commanded the right of 
the assault on the batteries themselves: 'On approaching the battery, Major Chambers threw away his sword and picked up a musket 
and equipment of a man who had just been killed. He called out indignantly to the men following him "Who'll follow me and take the 
battery?" Two Subalterns, Sergeant-Major Keynes and a dozen men, all of the 41st, followed... opened fire. The Sergeant-Major and 
several men were soon wounded but the party pressed on and entered the battery with the bayonet.' A total of 450 prisoners were 
taken, and Chambers' Regiment was subsequently authorised to bear the Battle Honour 'MIAMI' on its colours. 

Chambers taken prisoner 

Owing to the arrival of American reinforcements, harsh climatic conditions and the prevalence of 'ague, dysentery and fever', Proctor 
was forced to raise the siege of Fort Meigs and a painful withdrawal to the north ensued, culminating five months later, on 5 October 
1813, in a last desperate stand a couple of miles outside Moravian Town against General Harrison's cavalry. Tecumseh and his 
staunchest braves were killed; 28 British officers and 606 men were killed or taken prisoner. Chambers survived and was marched back 
with the ragged remains of his regiment in drenching rain to Fort Detroit, which had been recovered by the Americans earlier in the 
year, and was subsequently imprisoned at Frankfort, Kentucky, with his brother officers in cells occupied by 'common criminals', 
identified by one authority as 'condemned murderers, forgers, coiners and other offenders which need not be mentioned on these 
pages'. Hearing of this treatment, the men, who were in a camp outside the town, concocted a plan to escape but were discovered and 
their luckless officers were handcuffed as a further punishment. 

In early 1815 Chambers, having 'lost the sight of one eye' and having been promoted Major by Brevet on 23 February, was finally 
released with the other prisoners on the termination of the War and on 24 June sailed from Quebec for Spithead. No sooner had he 
arrived than the regiment was ordered to Paris for service with the Army of Occupation until November 1815. He was subsequently 
awarded a pension of £200 per annum in compensation for his impaired sight occasioned in America in 1813, to date from 25 
December 1814. 

The Burma Campaign of 1824-25 

After eight years home service Chambers embarked with the 41st for the East and was next present in the opening engagements of the 
First Burmese War, landing at Rangoon on 11 May 1824. On 10 June he was severely wounded in the face at the storming of the Lesser 
Stockade at Kemmedine, and twelve days later described the affair in a letter to one of his daughters at Madras: 'When I wrote to your 
dear Mother I was labouring under much pain from my wounds , but as I am now much better I can give you a more detailed account 
of the occurrences of that day... I was ordered to bring up some 18-pounder guns... [and] after a heavy fire on the enemy's fort I was 
ordered to storm the breach with whilst in the act of encouraging the men a Burmese soldier speared me in the mouth. It must have 
been a desperate weapon as it made five wounds in my mouth and cheek... it had torn the gum from my front teeth and at one point 
separated my upper lip and entered just under my nose. The man who wounded me was shot immediately by one of my men and 
there were a great number of enemy put to death...' 

Attacked with dysentery and rheumatism, Chambers was invalided to Madras but, ignoring medical advice, resumed command of the 
41st in October 1825, and on 1 December was present with Sir Archibald Campbell's force before Prome: General Campbell 'took my 
glass/ wrote Chambers in his personal account of the 1825 Campaign, 'and... said "Well Chambers what say you? Shall we dash 'em?" 
"With all me heart , General" Chambers replied. 7 then brought up the Regiment and never was a more brilliant dash made... At length 
we got in and then the Burmese crowded so close together that they impeded each other. The bayonet was used with murderous effect 
and some hundreds of the enemy were killed in the stockades... never was there a more complete rout...' 

Companion of the Bath and command of his Regiment 

On his return from Burma Chambers was created a Companion of the Bath and 'specially selected' by the Commander-in-Chief in India 
for promotion to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of H.M's 87th Regiment on 12 April 1826, but exchanged back into the 41st as soon as the 
command of his old regiment became available on 5 April 1 827. It was not, however, a distinction that he was able to enjoy for long. 
Just four months later he and his wife were struck down with cholera at Bangapilly, Mysore: 'Ah what a scene/ he wrote to his eldest 
daughter, Emily, four days before the end, 'your poor Mother is on the point of death. I am attacked with the same disease but perhaps 
Almighty God will spare me. If not be a good sister to poor Matilda and a Mother to Selina , to you I bequeath them as the last gift of a 
father who adored you. God bless you...' Peter La Touche Chambers died on Thursday 29 August 1827, his wife predeceasing him by a 
few hours. 
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The medal for Java awarded to Major Charles Lowrie, 69th Foot, who was shot through the body in the attack on Fort 
Cornelis, August 1811 

Military General Service 1 793-1814, 1 clasp, Java (Chas. Lowrie, Lieut. 69th Foot) nearly extremely fine £1800-2200 

Charles Lowrie was appointed Ensign in the 69th Foot on 21 December 1802, and promoted to Lieutenant on 20 July 1804. He served 
with the 69th at the capture of Java in 1811 and was wounded in the attack on Fort Cornelis on 26 August (Despatch of Sir S. 
Auchmuty, London Gazette 1 7 December 1811, refers). 

The History of the Welch Regiment records: 'Attention now had to be directed to Redoubt No.2 [Cornelis], lying on the right. Just at the 
right moment Colonel Gibbs arrived with the Grenadiers of the 14th, 59th, and 69th. He was ordered to carry the redoubt, which was 
done under a severe fire. Hardly had the redoubt been taken when the powder magazine blew up igniting shells and rockets. This 
explosion devastated both friend and foe. Of the four officers in the Grenadier Company of the 69th, 2 were killed and 2 wounded... 
The wounded officers were Lieutenant C. Lowrie, who was shot through the body, and Lieutenant D. M'Pherson, both of the Grenadier 
Company/ 

Lowrie was promoted to Captain on 16 June 1812. He was advanced to Major, by purchase, on 28 August 1826, and exchanged to the 
Unattached List on half-pay on 20 November 1828. Major Lowrie died at Lincoln on 18 November 1 855. Sold with copied research. 
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The medal for Fort Detroit awarded to Private William Arter, 41st Foot, who was taken prisoner at Moravian Town in 
October 1813 

Military General Service 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Fort Detroit (W. Arter, 41st Foot.) fitted with ribbon buckle and privately 
made ribbon bar inscribed with the Battle Honour 'MIAMI', extremely fine £2600-3000 

Private William Artor was taken prisoner at the battle of Moravian Town on 5 October 1813. 

William Arter/Artor first appears on the muster rolls (as 'John' Artor) of the 41st Foot at Montreal from 11 July 1809, a volunteer from 
the Militia. With Regiment at Montreal until June 1811. During March to June 1810 his name is given as 'William'. With Regiment at 
Fort George, June to October 1811. On command at Fort Erie, November, at Chippawa December 1811. Private William Artor on 
command at Chippawa, December 1811 to 24 May 1812. With Regiment at Fort George, June 1812. On command at Amherstburg 
July, Chippawa 23 August 1812 to 24 January 1813 (sometimes given as William Arthur). With Regiment, stations not given, March to 
June 1813. With Regiment at Sandwich, Canada, June to September. Private William Artor, prisoner of war, 5 October 1813. Prisoner 
of war until 28 September 1814. Rejoined Regiment at 29 September 1814, at Three Rivers, Canada, where he continued until 
December 1814. With Regiment at Quebec, December 1814 to March 1815. At sea March to June 1815. With Regiment in France, 
June to December 1815. To Ireland from England, with Regiment, and by February 1816 at Naas. Private William Artor discharged 1 
April 1816, period expired. Sold with muster roll details. 
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The Peninsula War medal awarded to Captain I. W. Harris, 23rd Foot, who was severely wounded through both thighs 
at Albuhera, received a contusion in the head at Pampluna, and was severely wounded in the right thigh at Orthes; he 
was afterwards present at Waterloo 

Military General Service 1793-1814, 3 clasps, Albuhera, Vittoria, Orthes (J. W. Harris, Lieut 23rd Foot.) reverse of clasp 
carriage fitted with brooch pin, light marks , otherwise very fine £2400-3000 


Isaac Watkins Harris was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 23rd Foot on 10 December 1808, and was promoted to Lieutenant on 
20 June 1811. He served in the Walcheren expedition in 1809, and in the Peninsula with the 1st Battalion from December 1810 to 
September 1811, and from December 1812 to April 1814. He was present at the 1 st siege of Badajoz, the battle of Albuhera on 16th of 
May 1811 ('severely wounded through both thighs'), battle of Vittoria on 23rd June 1813, battle of Pampluna in the Pyreness on 28th 
July 1813 ('received a contusion in the head'), and at the battle of Orthes on 27th February 1814 ('severely wounded in the right 
thigh'). He served in No. 8 Company at the battle of Waterloo. 

Promoted to Captain on 7 April 1825, he was placed on half pay on 9 April 1826 and continued so until almost 1850, when he is 
supposed to have died.

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The Peninsula War medal awarded to Lieutenant T. F. Smith, 24th Foot 

Military General Service 1 793-1814, 4 clasps, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Orthes (T. F. Smith, Lieut. 24th Foot) very fine 

£1800-2200 

Thomas Francis Smith was born circa 1792 and served as Ensign in the Royal Westminster and Middlesex Militia from 1808 to 1812. 
He was gazetted Ensign in the 24th Foot on 4 June 1812, became Lieutenant in June 1818, and Adjutant in the month following. He 
served in the Peninsula with the 24th Foot from November 1812 (with the 3rd Provisional Battalion from December 1812) and was 
present at the battles of Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, and Orthes. After service in the Peninsula he accompanied the regiment to the East 
Indies where he served until its return to England in October 1823, when he was placed on half-pay on reduction of the regiment. He 
subsequently lived in Canterbury, Kent, where he died on 28 February 1851, aged 58 years. 

Sold with copied research. 
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The Peninsula War medal awarded to Captain Edward D'Arcey, 43rd Foot, who was wounded at Nivelle in November 
1813, and lost both his legs at New Orleans in January 1815; he was afterwards Captain of Invalids, Royal Hospital, 
Kilmainham 

Military General Service 1793-1814, 5 clasps, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Toulouse (E. D'Arcey, Lieut. 43rd Foot) 
fitted with silver ribbon buckle, carriage buckled between first two clasps , otherwise nearly extremely fine £3000-3600 

Edward D'Arcey was commissioned Ensign in the 43rd (Monmouthshire) Light Infantry, from the East Suffolk Militia, on 18 April 1809, 
at the age of 25 years, and proceeded with the regiment shortly afterwards on the expedition to Walcheren during which he contracted 
fever and ague. He was promoted, without purchase, to Lieutenant on 22 August 1810, and served in the Peninsula with the 1st 43rd 
from April 1 813 to April 1814. He was present at Vittoria, Pyrenees, the assault and capture of St Sebastian, Nivelle, being wounded on 
10 November 1813, and Nive. He accompanied the regiment to North America in late 1814 and was severely wounded at New 
Orleans on 1 7 January 1815, when, whilst laying asleep in camp, he had both legs taken off by an enemy round shot. He received two 
pensions, each for one hundred pounds, commencing 9 January 1816 for loss of both legs' at New Orleans. 

D'Arcey was given a Captaincy in the 60th Foot on 3 August 1815, and one week later transferred to the 6th Royal Veteran Battalion. 
He was later appointed Captain of Invalids at the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, where he died on 25 December 1848. 
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The Peninsula War medal awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel R. P. Holmes, 23rd Foot, who was severely wounded at the 
storming of Badajoz, 6 April 1812, and later fought at Waterloo where he received a contusion in the head from a 
musket ball 

Military General Service 1 793-1814, 6 clasps, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, Toulouse (R. P. Holmes, 
Lieut. 23rd Foot.) naming lightly rubbed overall and a little polishedotherwise toned\ very fine £2400-3000 

Robert Pattison Holmes was born on 3 October 1790 at Alconbury, Huntingdonshire. He was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 
23rd Foot on 14 February 1811, and was promoted to Lieutenant on 12 December 1812. He served in the Peninsula from December 
1811 to May 1812, and from November 1813 to April 1814, including the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, the assault and capture of Badajoz, 
6 April 1812 (severely wounded in the right hand by a musket ball), and at the battles of Nivelle, Nive, Orthes and Toulouse. In respect 
of his wound received at Badajoz he was granted one years pay as First Lieutenant and a permanent pension of £70 per annum. 

He served in France and Belgium from March 1815, was present at the battle of Waterloo in No. 8 Company, where he received a 
contusion in the head from a musket ball, and afterwards at the storming of Cambrai and capture of Paris. He remained with the Army 
of Occupation in France until November 1818. Promoted to Captain on 4 September 1823, he served at Gibraltar from December 
1823 to May 1826. He received further promotion to Major on 17 December 1830 and to Lieutenant-Colonel on 14 April 1846. 

As Senior Major he commanded the Reserve Battalion of the 23rd Foot in Canada and as such, by regimental tradition, held the Spurs 
which had been worn by Lieutenant-Colonel Toby Purcell at the battle of the Boyne in 1690. Whilst in Montreal his house was burned 
down in a disastrous fire and the Spurs were lost. After 38 years in the Regiment he died of cholera at Montreal on 23 July 1849.

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The Peninsula War medal awarded to Drum Major Thomas Watts, 43rd Foot, who volunteered and formed one of the 
Storming Party at Badajoz and at St Sebastian, being wounded on both occasions, and was afterwards wounded in the 
eye at New Orleans 

Military General Service 1 793-1814, 10 clasps, Busaco, Fuentes D'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca, Vittoria, 
Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Toulouse (T. Watts, Drum Major, 43rd Foot) small edge bruise and a few surface marks , 
otherwise very fine £3600-4000 

Only six Drum Majors shown on the medal roll. 

Thomas Watts was born in the Parish of Leominster, Herefordshire, and enlisted for the 43rd Foot at Monmouth on 25 December 1800. 
He was 'under age' for five years but afterwards served as a Private for 2 years 6 months; Bugler, 9 years 9 months; Corporal, 11 
months, and Sergeant, 15 years 3 months. He was discharged at Devonport on 17 June 1829, in consequence of chronic rheumatism 
and the effects of wounds. 

His discharge papers note That his general Conduct as a Soldier has been Good. Served at the Capture of Copenhagen in the year 
1807 , and was present with the 43rd in every siege and action throughout its service in the Peninsula. Volunteered and formed one of 
the Storming Party at Badajoz and St Sebastian , at the former place was Wounded by a Musquet Shot in left thigh (ball still in) at the 
latter in the Right Knee. Served in the Expedition to New Orleans where he was slightly wounded in Left Eye:- Was present at the 
Capture of Paris in 1815 and Served under Sir W. Clinton in Portugal in 1827 & 8 and he is most strongly recommended for Pension/ 

The Surgeon's Report, dated 5 August 1829, states: 'Received a gunshot wound at Badajoz in left thigh and at St Sebastian was again 
wounded below right knee , is slightly lame from the former. Has been affected for a considerable time with rheumatism of right arm 
and shoulder which he declares himself almost incapable of using, has been frequently under medical treatment without benefit. Was 
sent from Gibraltar to Chatham in a state of insanity in the month of June last and joined the Depot of the 43rd Regt in August. Was 
admitted into Military Hospital 21st September , being affected with severe headache and giddiness , was discharged on 25th of same 
month but since that period has not done any military duty being from his length of service and the above mentioned complaints 
incapable of performing it.' 

It would have been unusual for a musician to volunteer, and if so, be allowed to take place in the storming party. The March/June 1812 
muster records him as Drummer/Fifer, and Corporal by September/December of that year. By March/June of the following year he had 
been promoted to Drum Major as a Sergeant, and he continued in that rank until the 1820s when he is recorded as Colour-Sergeant. 
The timing of his rapid rise through the ranks coincides with the three major sieges of the war, promotion at that time being the only 
official means of recognising and rewarding distinguished conduct. He was discharged in the rank of Private, quite probably having 
been reduced on account of his debilities and inability to perform his military duties. Thomas Watts died at Orleton, near Leominster, 
on 16 July 1 867, aged 78.

Flenry Wynne was born in Wales in 1788, son of William Wynn, of Rhagatt, county Merioneth. He served as an unpaid Volunteer for 
nearly eighteen months with the 23rd Foot in the Garrison at Gibraltar before being commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant on 21 April 1803. 
In February 1804 he wrote to the Commander-in-Chief requesting promotion to Lieutenant, which was granted on 10 March following. 
His commanding officer's letter of recommendation stated: 'Wynne bears a very good character and is a very zealous officer.' He 
served as Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion from May 1806 until 29 September 1808, when he was promoted to the rank of Captain. In 
May 1810 he is noted in regimental records as being the most senior Welsh-born officer in the 2nd Battalion. He served with the 1st 
Battalion in the Peninsula from May 1813 to April 1814, and was present at Subijana de Morrillos, Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive 
and Orthes, at which action, on 27 February 1814, he was severely wounded. 

In the Waterloo campaign Wynne is shown as being in command of the Light Company and, although his company is shown on the 
Waterloo medal roll, he himself is not listed. His brigade (23rd, 51st and 3/14th) was stationed near Hall watching the road leading 
from Lille to Brussels. When the 23rd moved up to Waterloo early on the morning of the 18th, it is believed that Wynne remained at 
Hal and, although entitled to the Waterloo medal, probably took no part in the fighting. His Light Company, meanwhile, was deployed 
during the battle as skirmishers in advance of the main allied army just above Hougoumont. 

In February 1817, Captain Wynne was posted to Valenciennes to be instructed in sword exercise, and was placed on half-pay the 
following year. He retired on 6 June 1822, and died of cholera at Flint, North Wales, on 18 June 1832, aged 44. There is a memorial 
tablet to him in St Mary's Church, Flint.

George Dunn was born in London on 1 April 1790, and was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the 23rd Foot, from the 1st Somerset Militia, 
on 20 April 1813. He joined the 1st Battalion in March 1814 at Castera following the battle of Toulouse. He served in No. 8 Company 
at Waterloo and commanded the ladder party of the 23rd at the storming and capture of Cambray, 25 June 1815, and was afterwards 
present at the capture of Paris. He was promoted to 1 st Lieutenant on 18 July 1815. Appointed Paymaster of the 23rd Foot on 15 March 
1831, he died at the age of sixty-one in 1850, tragically 'hanging himself while in an unsound state of mind' in Plymouth on 23rd 
December. He was at that time the only surviving 'wartime' officer still serving in the regiment.

Foot.) fitted with original steel clip and silver bar 
suspension, minor edge bruises and light contact marks , otherwise good very fine £5000-7000 

Henry Lindsay was commissioned Ensign into the 84th Foot on 6 September 1 794; exchanged to The Hon. Robert Ward's Regiment of 
Foot, 4 October 1794; Lieutenant, 98th Foot, 4 July 1795; Captain, 69th Foot, 9 August 1803; Brevet Major, 4 June 1814; half-pay, 16 
December 1819. 

He saw active service with the 69th in the campaign in Travancore, India, in 1809, as related in the regimental history: 'Colonel St 
Leger advanced along the road from Palamcottah arriving before the Arambooly Lines on 6th February. Being unprovided with a 
battering train the Colonel determined to effect a surprise against the redoubt on the hill at the southern extremity of the works. During 
the night of the 9th the escalading party moved silently towards this point. This party was made up of two companies and the picquets 
of the 69th, 150 in all, under Captain W. Symes (the other officers being Captains H. Lindsay and A. N. Cunningham, Lieutenants R. 
Carey, J. Reed, L. Baby, and A. D. Baby), nine companies of Native Infantry, with a party of pioneers carrying scaling ladders; Major 
Welsh of the 3rd Native Infantry was in command.' 

'During the early morning of the 10th, a party of the 69th climbed the steep face of the mountain and after six hours' arduous ascent 
through almost impenetrable jungle reached the foot of the redoubt undiscovered by the enemy, another company of the 69th and 
three of Native Infantry moving up in support. The ladders were quickly placed against the wall; the garrison being taken by surprise 
made a feeble resistance; the redoubt was carried with trifling loss, and its guns turned to enfilade the lines below. By eight o'clock in 
the morning the whole chain of works, including the arsenal, had been stormed in several places, the north flanking redoubt also 
carried, and the Travancoreans, hastily abandoning the rugged mountains, fell back into the open country at the further end of the 
pass.' 

Mention is next made of Lindsay at the capture of Java and the action at Weltervreeden in 1811: 'Gillespie decided to attack in two 
columns, but on finding the ground unsuitable for this, he brought up two guns to deal with the enemy's four, sent his skirmishers into 
the pepper plantation, and deployed both his columns. This evolution was answered by a tremendous fore from the whole of the 
enemy's line. Finding the ground too intricate to advance in line he ordered Major Butler of the 89th to take the battery in flank. This 
was gallantly and successfully done, when the whole of Gillespie's Division poured by companies, and even sections, through thick 
jungle after the retreating enemy, the Light Company of the 69th heading the pursuit. The advance was carried so far as to come under 
the fire of the entrenched camp of Cornelis. As strong reinforcements were coming out of the camp Auchmuty put a stop to Gillespie's 
further advance and brought up Wetherall's Division in support. Gillespie in his account of this affair specially mentions Captain H. 
Lindsay, commanding the Light Company of the 69th.' Gillespie was afterwards entrusted with the principal attack on Fort Cornelis, on 
which occasion Captain Lindsay again commanded the Light Company. 

At Quatre Bras, Sir Colin Halkett 'himself then rode forward to the stream to observe the French positions. From there he saw Kellerman 
with his cavalry preparing to advance and the French artillery re-opening fire. So he sent his A.D.C. back to Colonel Morice ordering 
him to "form square" since a cavalry attack was to be expected, whilst he himself galloped back to the rest of the brigade and gave 
similar orders.' 

'A few minutes later, whilst the regiment was in the process of forming square, the Prince of Orange galloped up and asked the Colonel 
in a loud voice what was the object of his movement. "I am forming square," Colonel Morice replied, "to resist cavalry." "There are 
none coming, deploy at once into line," replied the Prince. The order had to be obeyed; but at that very moment the French artillery 
fire died away into an ominous silence as Kellerman at the head of the 8th and 11th Cuirassiers, 800 strong, crossed the stream and 
advanced through the tall rye. The regiment had by then its three right Companies (Grenadiers, Nos. 1 and 2) in line with the 8th 
company covering the deployment, the remaining companies being in process of formation.' 

'The muffled thunder of hoofs was heard amongst the rye. The steel-clad horsemen, headed by Kellerman, having failed to break the 
33rd then in square, "seeing the 69th in a hollow below, wheeled round and charged down upon them. The Regiment made shift to 
throw itself into square, and apparently, would have succeeded had not the Captain (Lindsay) of the grenadier company wheeled the 
two right hand companies about in order to fire, instead of closing square." The companies actually in position did partially check the 
charge by a sharp discharge of musketry. The two companies were destroyed and the rest were partly broken. The remainder of the 
Regiment saved themselves by taking refuge under the bayonets of the 42nd and 44th of Pack's Brigade. Kellerman, continuing his 
career, charged the 30th, who, having had time to form square, beat the cavalry off.' 

'... in the midst of the confusion thus created [the enemy] captured and carried off one of the Colours, in defence of which Major 
Lindsay, Lieutenant Pigot, and Volunteer Clarke highly distinguished themselves and were desperately wounded.' 

In respect of his wounds received at Quatre Bras, Major Lindsay was granted a pension of £100 per annum. He retired on half-pay in 
December 1819 and his name disappeared from the Army List after 1827.

Brooke Pigot was born at Southwell, Nottinghamshire, in 1789, and was commissioned Ensign in the 69th Foot on 21 July 1810, aged 
20 years 9 months; Lieutenant, 14 May 1811; Captain, 29 August 1826; retired on full-pay, 30 October 1840; Brevet Major, 28 
November 1854. 

Lieutenant Pigot served in Holland, Belgium and France from December 1813 to January 1816, including both actions of Merxem, and 
bombardment of the French fleet at Antwerp. Was severely wounded in [the head] in the action of 16th June at Quatre Bras. Served in 
the East Indies from 1818 to 1825, in the West Indies from 1831 to 1838.

In a letter written to Major-General Siborne in July 1844, and published in Waterloo Letters , Captain Pigot wrote: 1 was wounded at the 
same time with Major Lindsay; he commanded No. 1, I commanded No. 2. Poor man, the loss sustained by the Grenadier, Nos. 1 and 
2, Companies was greatly attributable to him, halting those Companies, making them face to right about, in open Column, and 
commence firing upon the Cuirassiers. But for that we should have got into square, as it was those Companies [that] were really cut 
down. Poor man, to the day of his death he regretted having done so, but at the time he did it for the best.' 

Brevet Major Brooke Pigot died at Exeter, Devon, on 12 January 1856.

He was 
discharged at Colchester on 30 July 1816, in 'consequence of having received a Gun Shot Wound of Left Leg in action with the Enemy 
at Quatre Bras on the 16th June 1815/

He was appointed Cornet, by purchase, in the 8th Light 
Dragoons on 15 April 181 7, and Lieutenant, by purchase, in the same regiment on 21 October 1825. He was promoted to be a Captain 
half-pay of an unattached company in the Infantry on 22 April 1826.

Candahar 1842 (Geoe. Glue, 41st Regt.) fitted with original steel clip and bar suspension, edge bruising and a little

George Glue enlisted into the 6th Foot at Leeds on 19 July 1838, and joined the regiment at Coloba, Bombay, on 3 August 1839. He 
volunteered to the 41st Foot on 17 July 1841 and thereafter appears in the muster rolls as 1544 Private 'John' Glue. The muster for 
September 1842 notes that he was 'murdered 12 Sept. Regt at Isturguch'. 

The regimental history records: '12th. In the evening two privates of H.M. 41st most imprudently strolled unarmed along the river side 
to a considerable distance from camp; they were met by a party of the enemy, cut down and dreadfully mangled. A company was sent 
out upon information, and the bodies brought in and buried.' 
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The Afghan War medal awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel James Eman, C.B., who fought with the British Legion in Spain 
1835-35 and was killed at the head of the 41 st at the storming of the Redan, 8 September 1855 

Candahar Ghuznee Cabul 1842 (Lieut. James Eman, 41st Regt.) fitted with original steel clip and bar suspension, good very 
fine £1400-1600 



James Eman was first commissioned as Ensign in the 41st Regiment on 25 March 1836; Lieutenant, 16 August 1838; Captain, 9 
October 1846; Major, 26 November 1852; Lieutenant-Colonel, 6 November 1854. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Eman served in Spain with the British Legion from July 1835 to January 1836, and was present with the various 
skirmishes with the enemy during that period. He served with the 41st throughout the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan and was 
present in the engagements with the enemy on the 28th March and 28th April in the Risheen Valley, in those of 29th May near 
Candahar, 30th August at Goaine, 5th September before Ghuznee; at the occupation and destruction of that fortress and of Cabool; the 
expedition into Kohistan, storm, capture and destruction of Istaliff, and the various minor affairs in and between the Bolan and Khyber 
Passes (Medal). 

He accompanied the 41st to the Crimea, and was present at the battles of Alma and Inkermann. On Colonel Carpenter's death in the 
latter action, he succeeded to the command of the regiment. He was severely wounded at the storming of the Redan, 8 September 
1855, whilst endeavouring to lead the men into the work, and died the following day. 

'The brave and beloved Commanding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Eman, succeeded in getting many of his men to follow him. Just as he 
was well inside the work, with his sword raised in the air, he was shot through the lungs. Just before he was wounded, Lieutenants 
Lowry and Byam of the 41st had passed him with 30 men, and Colonel Eman had shouted to them 'that's right, Byam, lead them on, 
there are more of our men in.' But when the Colonel was shot the men again resorted to firing and taking up positions behind any 
available cover, until a great body of Russians issued from the trench and drove them with the bayonet into the apex of the Redan.' 

Lieutenant-Colonel Eman, who had been appointed a Companion of the Bath in July 1855, was buried on Cathcart's Hill.

Drum Major Coppin was 
discharged at Birr on 14 August 1858.

Arthur Ernest Harris was born on 31 January 1835, son of William, 2nd Baron Harris of Seringapatam and Mysore, and Isabella Helena 
Temple. He was appointed Ensign in the 55th Foot on 14 April 1854, but exchanged to the 43rd Foot on 5 May following; Lieutenant, 
23 March 1855; Captain, by purchase, 23 July 1861; retired 30 September 1866. 

Harris served throughout the Indian Mutiny campaign of 1857-58, as Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier Macduff. He served in the New 
Zealand war of 1864-65, and was present at Maketu and Te Ranga (despatches); and with the expeditions in the province of Taranaki, 
and in command of outposts, destroying many Pas and fortified villages (despatches). 

Despatch from Major J. M. Colvile, 43rd Light Infantry, Commanding, Maketu, London Gazette 15 July 1864: 'Finding the enemy 
mustering strong, I sent for a further reinforcement of 30 men under the command of Captain Harris, 43rd Light Infantry... My best 
thanks are due to Captains Smith [awarded Victoria Cross for Te Ranga] and Honourable A. E. Harris, 43rd Light Infantry, for the able 
manner they led their companies into action.' 

Despatch from Colonel H. H. Greer, Commanding Taurangra District, London Gazette 16 September 1864: 'Captain the Honourable 
A. Harris, 43rd Light Infantry, who was detached to the right in command of two companies of the 43rd, to enfilade the enemy's 
position, and afterwards brought the companies, at a critical moment, to assist in the assault.' 

Despatch from Major-General Chute, Commanding Forces in New Zealand, dated Wellington, 15 February 1866, London Gazette 15 
May 1866: 'Prior to my departure from Opunaki I instructed Captain the Hon. A. E. Harris, 43rd Light Infantry, to capture and destroy a 
pah near Warea, to which it was reported the rebels from Waikato had retired. In this service he was to be aided by Captain Livesay, 
with a detachment of the 43rd Light Infantry from Opunaki, and the military settlers from Tipoka. This duty was effectually performed, 
the enemy having been driven from the place with loss, and the village destroyed.' 

After his retirement Captain Harris became a Justice of the Peace for County Westmeath. In April 1900 his name was changed by Royal 
Licence to Harris-Temple. He died on 12 August 1906.

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The Crimea medal to Captain Francis Edward Evans, 23rd Foot, killed in action at the battle of the Alma 

Crimea 1854-56, 1 clasp, Alma (Capt. Francis E. Evans. 23rd Regt.) officially impressed naming, light scratching over rank 
and in reverse fields , a little polishedotherwise good very fine £2600-3000 

Francis Edward Evans was born at Dean House, Oxfordshire, on 15 October 1821, son of Thomas Browne Evans, of Tuddenham, 
Suffolk and Dean of Oxford, by Charlotte, his wife, the daughter of Sir John Simeon, Bart. Commissioned Ensign in the 97th Foot on 5 
April 1839, he exchanged to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 31 December 1839. He was promoted to Lieutenant on 15 April 1842, and 
to Captain on 11 November 1845. He served overseas in the West Indies and in Nova Scotia where, in 1847, he was involved in an 
affair with Captain Harvey, the son of the Governor. Happily no duel was fought and it is recorded that this was possibly the first case 
of a settlement of an affair of honour according to the Duke of Wellington's system. 

He was killed in action at the battle of the Alma, 20 September 1854. Major Lysons wrote to his father saying 'he fell struck by a 
cannon ball on the head close to the Russian battery at the moment the enemy were giving way'. 

A fellow officer, who had become well acquainted with him during the army exercises at Chobham Common in the summer of 1853, 
wrote: 'Captain Evans was with the glorious light division. He led a company of the 23rd Welsh Fusiliers up the heights of Alma to the 
Russian batteries. A storm of balls, grape, canister, shell and bullets burst forth upon the leaders of the advance. Dozens of Her 
Majesty's officers fell under the discharge, and among them was Captain Evans, who commanded the enemy at Chobham camp [Army 
exercises, summer 1853]. The Queen has lost no braver officer than Captain Francis Edward Evans, of the 23rd. He was a soldier of 
great judgement; he was a gentleman of fine parts. He had the soul of a lion against the enemies to Her Majesty's crown and dignity. 
Boldness for the foe, but for all others nothing harsher than kindliness and love. For his country he had a strong arm to strike; he struck 
for her at Alma. In his death the army has to deplore the loss of ten men, and he who pays this humble tribute to his memory, one 
whom to know was to esteem.'

Each officer ran the other 
through with his sword at the same moment, and as they fell the men took up the fight once more.'

William Honey Smith first enlisted for the 23rd Foot on 20 September 1836 at Oxford, aged 18 years. Fie was promoted to Corporal on 
1 July 1842; Sergeant, 1 November 1846; Colour-Sergeant, 16 July 1851; Sergeant-Major, 22 September 1854. He 'was present at the 
Battles of Alma and Inkermann, also at the storming of the Redan', 8 September 1855, on which occasion he was severely wounded. 

At the battle of the Alma, 'the regimental colour was carried by Sergeant Honey Smith after Lieutenant Butler fell; it was intrusted to 
him by Major-General Codrington, as no officer could be spared from his company.' (Stories on Land and Sea, edited by G. A. Henty 
refers). 

A few days after the attack on the Redan, Colonel Lysons, commanding 23rd Fusiliers, submitted a recommendation for the promotion 
of Sergeant-Major Smith to the rank of Quarter-Master in the regiment. He wrote: 'I beg respectfully to recommend Sergeant Major 
Honey Smith 23rd Fusrs. for the favourable consideration of the General Commanding in Chief to be appointed permanent Quarter 
Master of the regiment, in the event of Mr Aston being approved of as Pay Master, he is a most respectable old non-commissioned 
officer, he has never been absent from the regiment since it left England and during the difficulties of the last winter he was invaluable. 
At present I regret to say he is in hospital severely wounded but I hope to regain his services before his appointment could arrive.'

Hall, Cavendish, Suffolk, J.P., Captain 4th Dragoon Guards, by his wife Mary Anne Elizabeth, only daughter of the Rev. Henry Hasted, 
Rector of Horningsheath, Suffolk. He purchased his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 45th Foot on 22 June 1847, and exchanged 
into the 76th Foot on 6 August 1847, becoming Lieutenant on 10 February 1854. He exchanged to the 23rd Foot as Captain, by 
purchase, on 6 January 1855. 

He joined his regiment at Cawnpore on 12 December 1857 and was present with it until the fall of Lucknow in March 1858, and at the 
minor affairs which took place during Lord Clyde's winter campaign in Oudh in 1858-59, at the battles of Jubrowlie, Poorwah, Simree, 
Beerah and Doondiakiera with the left wing of the 23rd Fusiliers as Captain Commanding under Major Bulwer. In his report, sent from 
his camp at Goorsainunge, Major Bulwer was highly complimentary of Captain Heigham who commanded the two companies of the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers in the operations against the rebels at Selimpore, and Colonel Eveleigh in his report in the taking of the Simree 
Fort mentioned that the advance of the Fusiliers under Captain Heigham 'excited my warmest approbation'. He was awarded the brevet 
rank of Major on 26 April 1859, and died of malignant smallpox at Lucknow on 6 May 1861. His widow, Annabella, second daughter 
of Joseph Everett, of Greenhill, Warminster, Wiltshire, died on 5 February 1908. Sold with copied research.

He was promoted as Lieutenant to the 24th Foot 
on 1 February 1850, and named Adjutant of his Battalion on 1 October of the same year. He was promoted to Captain on 17 April 
1858, and retired as Major on 8 June 1 870 by the sale of his commission. 

Munnings served as Adjutant of the 24th Regiment in the Punjab during the Indian Mutiny of 1857 and was present at Jhelum on 7 July 
1857, when the 1 /24th lost heavily in an action with the 14th Bengal Native Infantry who had mutinied. He was on board the ship 
Eastern Monarch as an officer doing duty with the invalids aboard when she exploded and burnt off Spithead on 3 June 1859. 
Munnings was mentioned in Lieutenant-Colonel Allan's (O.C. Troops) despatch and also received a letter from Captain Morris (ship's 
captain) bearing testimony to his coolness and judgement on this trying occasion.

Thomas Perkins was enlisted on 30 December 1856 as a 'Headquarters Recruit' by special authority, and attested as a private on 1

1857 to replace a drummer who had died of wounds. He was not present in the action at Jhelum when the 14th Bengal Native Infantry 
mutinied and caused many casualties in the regiment.

November 1875. He was the oldest Drummer and certainly one of the oldest men in the regiment, to be killed in action at Isandhlwana 
on 22 January 1879. His effects, recorded for claim by his next of kin, included the Indian Mutiny medal without clasp and the South 
African medal with clasp '1877-8-9'.

1873. He embarked aboard H.M.S. Tamar for the Gold Coast with the 2nd Battalion on 21 November 1873, but was invalided from the 
effects of the climate and died on board H.M.S. Victor Emmanuel. He was buried at sea on 28 February 1 874. His name, together with 
Surgeon E. T. McCarthy and six other ranks, is recorded on a memorial in the regimental chapel in Wrexham.

Henry Albert Harrisson was born on 10 April 1841, at Tolthorpe Hall, a fine Elizabethan Manor-house in County Rutland, near the 
town of Stamford. He was commissioned as Ensign in the 24th Foot on 1 April 1859; Lieutenant, 29 July 1861; Captain 8 March 1867; 
Major, 7 July 1880; Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel retired, 7 July 1880. 

Harrisson, whose name is frequently misspelt with a single 's', served in South Africa from 28 March 1874 to 2 October 1879, 
including the Kaffir War of 1877-78, in command of "H" Company at St John's River throughout the war. 

The regimental history states: 'On 17th August, 1878, Captain Harrison (sic) and Lieutenants Spring and Roche, with "B" company 1st 
battalion 24th, consisting of four sergeants, five corporals, two drummers, and seventy-four privates, marched from King William's 
Town to the mouth of St John's, or Umzinvarboo, river, in Pondoland, where a settlement had been purchased from the Pondo chief, 
N'quaci. The British flag was hoisted there for the first time by Lieutenant-General the Honble. T. A. Thesiger, C.B., on the 24th August, 
1878, and an earthwork, to which the name of Fort Harrison was given, was thrown up by the detachment. "B" (since "H") company 
remained at St John's river mouth throughout the period of the subsequent Zulu War.'

Farquhar Glennie was born in London on 10 June 1843. He was commissioned 
as Ensign into the 9th Foot on 31 July 1860; Lieutenant, 26 February 1864; 
Captain, 26 March 1873; exchanged to 24th Foot, 12 August 1874; Major, 1 July 
1881; Lieutenant-Colonel, 9 June 1886; Colonel, 9 June 1890; commanded 1st 
battalion 24th Regiment, 9 June 1888 to 9 June 1892. 

Captain Glennie served in South Africa from 2 February to 10 July, 1878, and 
from 1 March 1879 to 12 January 1880. He served in the Kaffir War of 1877-78 
and was dangerously wounded in action at Intaba-ka-N'Doda on 30 April 1878. 
He afterwards served in the Zulu War of 1879 (Medal with clasp). 

After completing his 4-year term in command of the 1 /24th Regiment, Glennie 
was placed on half-pay, 9 June 1892. He was appointed Colonel Commandant 
of the Royal Military School of Music, at Kneller Hall, on 20 September 1894. It 
is recorded that 'the Colonel is an excellent violinist and the fortunate possessor 
of two Strads.' Colonel Glennie was one of the co-authors of the first regimental 
history, Historical Records of the 24th Regiment which was published in 1892. 
He died in 1922 and is commemorated on a memorial tablet in Brecon 
Cathedral.

He was appointed Drummer on 7 October 1860 and served as such until 30 November 1869, 
when he transferred to the 2/24th Foot as a Private to serve as Drum Major, to which rank he was appointed on 2 August 1870. He 
served overseas in Canada for 7 years 11 months, in South Africa for 1 year 11 months, at Gibraltar 7 months, and in the East Indies for 
4 years 3 months. He was awarded the L.S. & G.C. medal in 1880 and was discharged on 7 June 1881. Sold with copied discharge 
papers.

The Griqua and Zulu War medal awarded to Private John Price, 24th Foot, attached Imperial Mounted Infantry, 
whose life was saved from drowning when crossing the Buffalo River 

South Africa 1877-79, 1 clasp, 1878-9 (437. Pte. J. Price. 1 -24th Foot.) very fine and rare £1200-1500 

John Price was born at Pontypool, Monmouthshire, and enlisted for the 25th Brigade at Newport on 24 September 1874, a groom by 
trade, aged 18 years. He joined at Brecon on 26 September 1874 and served with the 2nd Battalion 24th Foot until 26 November 
1874, when he transferred to the 1st Battalion. He served in South Africa from 25 November 1874 until 2 October 1879. During the 
Griqua War of 1878, and afterwards the Zulu War, Price was attached to the Imperial Mounted Infantry, composed of infantrymen from 
a variety of regiments detached over quite a long period of time from their bodies, so long, in some cases, that their appearance earned 
them the nickname 'the Bashibazooks'. 

In December 1878 the I.M.I. received orders to march to Rorke's Drift where they joined Colonel Glyn's No. 3 Column in preparation 
for the invasion of Zululand. The column crossed the Buffalo River on the morning of 11 January 1879. During the crossing Private 
John Price, 1 /24th, was almost drowned when his horse lost its footing on the stony river bottom and was swept away by the strong 
current. Captain P. W. Hayes, 1/3rd Natal Native Contingent, jumped into the river and succeeded at the risk of his own life in saving 
Price and getting him across safely. The act was witnessed by all and drew a highly flattering mention from Lord Chelmsford, which 
afterwards appeared in Column Orders: 

'The Lieut.-General Commanding has received with the greatest satisfaction a report from the Lieut.-Colonel Commanding Mounted 
Corps, No. 3 Column, giving an account of the gallant conduct of Captain Hayes, 3rd Regiment N.N. Contingent. On the 11th instant 
this officer, at the risk of his own life, saved that of Private Price of the Imperial Mounted Infantry, who, when crossing the Buffalo River 
was, with his horse swept away by the rapid current and would have been drowned had it not been for the gallantry, coolness, and 
determination of Captain Hayes. The Lieut.-General has much pleasure in thus publicly bringing to notice this courageous act which 
reflects the highest credit on the officer concerned. 15 Jan., 1879/ 

Later that day the I.M.I. escorted Chelmsford northwards for a meeting with Colonel Wood, commanding No. 4 Column, and on 12 
January the I.M.I. took part in the storming of Sihayo's kraal. When the column moved up to Isandhlwana on January 20th the I.M.I. 
accompanied it and camped together with the mounted volunteer troops over the saddle in front of the mountain to the left of the track 
that led to Ulundi. 

When Chelmsford marched out of camp on the morning of the 22nd with half his force, among them was the majority of the I.M.I. A 
small group, however, no more than a dozen, was left in camp. It is probable that Price was among those left behind, having lost his 
horse in the river crossing, and he did not meet the same fate as most of his comrades at Isandhlwana. 

Price returned home in October 1879 and re-engaged at the Curragh on 14 September 1886, now with regimental number '1989' in 
the re-titled South Wales Borderers. He was promoted to Corporal in August 1887, to Sergeant in April 1890, and to Colour-Sergeant in 
April 1891. He was discharged on 3 April 1 894, at his own request, after 18 years service.

He was granted a 
commission as a Supernumerary 2nd Lieutenant in the 1 st Banff Artillery Volunteers, R.G.A., on 15 October 1887. By the close of 1888 
he had gained his certificate of proficiency, leading to his promotion to Lieutenant on 15 December 1888. Barton was promoted 
Captain on 8 February 1890, and by December 1891, he had passed a School of Instruction for higher rank than that which he held. 

In June 1 893, Barton was transferred to the Militia, and was appointed a Lieutenant in the Forfar and Kincardine Artillery, R.G.A., based 
at Montrose. Just over a year later he moved again when, on 19 September 1894, he was appointed a Lieutenant in the Pembroke 
Artillery, R.G.A., and subsequently qualified as an Instructor of Artillery and of Musketry. 

On 11 March 1896, Barton was seconded whilst employed with the Royal Niger Company, and took part in the expeditions during 
January and February 1897 for which he was awarded the Medal and clasp for Niger 1897.

The result of 
the action we now know - that 'by 3 p.m. the commandoes had fled.' Elsewhere, 
and notably in the prolonged fighting round Frederickstadt, the regiment was 'in 
the thick of it' and it may be considered a most happy and extraordinary favour 
of fortune that the Volunteer Battalion had no casualties to report. Amongst those 
mentioned in despatches were Lieutenant N. M. Griffiths and Sergeant W. 
Hannon, of the Denbighshires.'

Saunders, who was also awarded the French Croix de 
Guerre (London Gazette 5 November 1918, refers), relinquished his commission 
as a Captain in November 1919. In common with many ex-servicemen, he fell 
on hard times in the 1920s, working as a chauffeur and, for a short time, serving 
in the ranks of the Royal Air Force.

Cecil Locke Wilson was born in Cardiff in April 1869, the fifth son of John H. 
Wilson, a ship owner and one of the pioneers of the Volunteer Force movement 
in Cardiff. Enlisting as a private soldier in the 1st Cyclist Company of the 3rd 
(Volunteer) Battalion, Welsh Regiment, in 1890, young Cecil was commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant in April 1893. 

Advanced to Captain in May 1900, he transferred to the 2nd (Volunteer) 
Battalion in June 1905 and was advanced to the honorary rank of Major in 
October 1907. In the following year, however, he was appointed to the 
command of the 7th (Cyclist) Battalion in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. It was 
in this capacity that he was awarded the Coronation Medal in 1911 and his T.D. 
in January 1914, shortly before his retirement. 

Recalled in September 1914, he raised and commanded the 2/7th (Cyclist) 
Battalion and remained employed on the Home Establishment for the duration of 
hostilities. He was granted the brevet rank of Colonel in June 1918. 

Wilson, an architect by profession, died in May 1924 and was buried at St. 
Andrew's Church, Dinas Powis.

William Matthew Dunbar was born in Cork on 21 October 1833. Commissioned 
an Ensign in the 34th Regiment on 5 January 1855 and promoted to Lieutenant in 
March the same year. Served in the Crimea, February 1855-June 1856, seeing 
action at the assault of the Redan, 8 September 1855 and the siege and fall of 
Sebastopol (Medal with Sebastopol clasp and Turkish medal). He then served in 
the suppression of the Indian Mutiny, including actions at Cawnpore, 26-28 
November 1857, the siege and capture of Lucknow; capture of the fort at Meanee 
Gunge; relief of Azinghur; defeat of the rebels at Bootwul and the action at 
Bhowanie (Medal with Lucknow clasp). Promoted to Captain in September 1862, 
he exchanged to the 24th Regiment in March 1863 and was promoted to Major 
in November 1874. 

Then, with the 2nd Battalion 24th Regiment, he served in the Kaffir War of 1878. 
Commanded the 1st Battalion 24th Regiment in the second advance into 
Zululand in 1879 and was present at the battle of Ulundi, for which he was 
mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 28 November 1879); received the 
brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and the medal with clasp 1 877-8-9. It is recorded 
that during the Zulu campaign, Dunbar, an experienced officer, had several 'run- 
ins' with inexperienced staff officers on the safety of camps and their siting, on 
one occasion resigning his commission on the spot when Crealock suggested that 
he was afraid to be at a certain site. It required the diplomatic skills of Lord 
Chelmsford to persuade him to retract his resignation. Promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel in May 1880, he was placed on Half Pay in September 1880. Appointed 
to Gentleman-at-Arms on 16 June 1882 and Honorary Colonel in September 
1883, retiring on 9 January 1891 after service during the Queen's Jubilee of 
1887, for which he was awarded his fifth medal; this being named to him in his 
official capacity as a Bodyguard to the Queen. These medals were personally 
presented to the Gentlemen-at-Arms by the Queen, which probably explains why 
they were so named.

Sir Lumley Graham was born in 1828, the son of Sir Sanford Graham, Bt., of Kirkstall, Yorkshire, a contemporary of Lord Byron who 
travelled in Greece before entering politics. Appointed an Ensign in the 43rd (Monmouthshire) Regiment of Foot in August 1847, 
Lumley obtained his Lieutenancy in February 1851, and witnessed active service in the Third Kaffir War 1851-53. 

Advanced to Captain in June 1854, he next served in the Crimea 1854-55 in the 41st Regiment, part of the time as A.D.C. to Major- 
General Eyre, including the battles of Alma and Inkermann, and the siege of Sebastopol, at which latter place he was severely wounded 
on 29 August 1855, necessitating the amputation of his right arm. He had meanwhile been advanced to Major, and was also appointed 
a Chevalier of the French Legion of Honour and to the 5th Class of the Turkish Order of Medjidie. Having then attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1856, he inherited the Baronetcy in 1874, and returned to Kirkstall to run the family estate. 

Sir Lumley died in 1890.

He subsequently served in India during the Great Sepoy Mutiny, and took part in the Relief of Lucknow as part of Lord Clyde's force, 
the defeat of the Gwalior contingent at Cawnpore, the affair of the Ramgunga, the siege of Lucknow (Mentioned in Despatches), and 
the Trans-Gogra operations when the rebels were driven from Oude into Nepal. Promoted Captain on 1 January 1861, he transferred to 
the 43rd (Monmouthshire) Regiment of Foot on 23 September 1862, and served with them in New Zealand during the Maori Wars. He 
was killed in action during the celebrated assault on the Gate Pah on 29 April 1864.

John Enoch was born at Carmarthen, Wales, on 1 March 1 785. He joined the Army, aged 24, as Ensign in the 23rd Foot, on 30 March 
1809; Lieutenant, August 1811; Lieutenant & Adjutant, September 1813 to January 1823. He served with the expedition to Walcheren 
and at the siege of Flushing in 1809; in the Peninsula from 1810 to 1813, including the sieges of Badajoz and Olivenga in 1 811; battle 
of Albuhera, 16 May 1811 (slightly wounded); actions of Fuente Guinalda and Elboden, 25th, 26th, and 27th September 1811; siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, January 1812; sieges of Badajoz, March and April 1812; battle of Salamanca, July 1812 (severely wounded and horse 
killed under him); battle of Waterloo, storming of Cambrai, and capture of Paris, 1815. He received the Waterloo Medal and 
subsequently the M.G.S. with a combination of four clasps unique to an officer in the 23rd Foot. 

John Enoch married Ann Farr at Arras, France, on 26 February 1816, who bore him one daughter and one son. He was promoted to 
Captain in July 1830, to Major in April 1846, and was placed on Half Pay the following month. In February 1851 he was promoted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel, unattached, and appointed Assistant Quarter-Master General on the Staff at Headquarters. Enoch was finally 
promoted to Colonel in November 1854, and died in London on 13 July 1855.

He served throughout the campaigns of 1813, 14, and 15, including the battles 
of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Orthes, Toulouse, and Waterloo. He qualified as M.D. at Edinburgh in 1825 and was promoted to 
Surgeon in the 23rd Foot on 13 July 1826. He remained with the regiment until 4 January 1 839, when he was appointed Surgeon Major 
to the Forces in Canada, being stationed at Kingston. He was placed on half pay in September 1846, and died in Aberdeen on 29 April 
1875, aged 85. A silver oval regimental medal (Balmer R256) awarded to this officer is held by the Royal Welch Fusiliers Museum.

Patrick Riners Mantell was born at Sialkot, India in December 1862, the son of Colonel Riners Mantell, Indian Medical Service. 
Commissioned in the Leinster Regiment direct from the R.M.C. Sandhurst in August 1883, he transferred to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers at 
the end of the same year. 

He subsequently witnessed active service in the Burma operations of 1885-87 and in the Hazara Expedition of 1891 (Medal & 2 
clasps), and was advanced to Captain in the 1st Battalion in July 1892. 

So, too, in South Africa, where he was present in the Relief of Ladysmith operations, including the battle of Colenso; operations on the 
Tugela Heights (14-27 February 1900) and the action at Pieter's Hill; operations in the Transvaal in May-June 1900; operations in the 
Transvaal west of Pretoria, including the actions at Frederickstad (1 7 and 25 October); operations in Cape Colony, north of the Orange 
River, including the action at Rooidam (wounded); operations in the Transvaal from November 1900 to September 1901 and 
operations in the Orange River Colony from September 1901 until May 1902. He also served as Garrison Adjutant at Potchefstroom 
and as Commandant at Frederickstad (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Of the action at Rooidam on 5 May 1900, in which Mantell was wounded, Broughton-Mainwaring's Historical Record of The Royal 
Welch Fusiliers, states: 

'On 5 May 1900, the Royal Welsh Fusiliers played a conspicuous part in the action at Rooidam. 'The advance of the Fusiliers,' it was 
stated, 'was irresistible, and for once the Boer loss, as they were hustled from kopje to kopje, appears to be greater than the British.' The 
enemy force of 2,000 was routed with considerable loss, and the way was cleared for the flying column under Colonel Mahon to 
proceed to the relief of Mafeking ... Captain Mantell was mentioned in despatches for his gallant and skilful leading on this occasion.' 

Mantell was advanced to Major in October 1900, twice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 8 February and 10 September 
1901, refer), and awarded the D.S.O. He was invested with the latter distinction by the King in March 1903. 

Appointed the senior Major of the 1st Battalion in May 1904, he commanded the 2nd Battalion as Lieutenant-Colonel 1907-11 and was 
placed on the Retired List as a Colonel in the latter year. He died in January 1936. 

Sold with an original letter of reference in Mantell's hand, in respect of a Corporal Hughes of the R.W.F., and a quantity of copied 
research.

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A notable Burma, India and China campaign group of three awarded to Major J. H. Gwynne, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, 
who, having been severely wounded and 'cut about' during an attack on a dacoit village in Burma in January 1886, 
onetime commanded the 2nd Battalion during the Boxer Rebellion: he was mentioned in despatches on both 
occasions

James Hugh Gwynne was born in Brecon, Wales in February 1863 and was educated at St. Martin's School, Windsor and Burney's 
School, Gosport. Appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, South Wales Borderers, in November 1880, he gained a 
regular commission as a Lieutenant in the Oxfordshire Light Infantry in November 1884, the same month in which he transferred to the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers. 

Embarked for India in the 1st Battalion in early 1885, he joined the Shwebo Detachment in Burma in November 1885. In the new year, 
a force of three officers, including Gwynne, and 163 N.C.Os and men of the Battalion, marched from Shwebo for the purpose of 
dispersing a body of the enemy who had assembled at the village of Kadu, under Prince Mount Hmat. On approaching the village the 
enemy opened a heavy fire and Gwynne was severely wounded by a gunshot in his knee. In British Battles on Land and Sea, James 
Grant states that Gwynne was also 'badly cut about'. The services of the R.W.F. detachment were highly commended by the G.O.C. 
and he was among those mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 22 June 1886, refers). 

Having then witnessed further active service in the Hazara Expedition in 1891 and been advanced to Captain in December 1893, 
Gwynne transferred to the 2nd Battalion and commanded a detachment during the occupation of Crete 1897-98. 

With the advent of the Boxer Rebellion, he was next embarked for China and, as a consequence of his C.O. being taken ill at Hong 
Kong, he held temporary command of the Battalion. He was subsequently present at the relief of Tientsin and Pekin and in the actions 
at Peitsang and Yangtsun. At Tientsin, according to Under the Allied Flags, by Eldridge Brooks, Gwynne served with distinction 
alongside the U.S. Marines: 

'The Yankee marines, the Welsh Fusiliers and Captain Gywnne with his British marines, a slim but determined forlorn hope, charged 
headlong across the open and scaling the walls like rats, actually drove the Chinese defenders from their guns, surprising and scattering 
them so by this headlong dash that the Chinese garrison could not withstand the charge.' 

Gywnne is also credited with having led a reconnaissance party that seized two 4-inch Krupp guns and three field guns from an 
abandoned enemy fort near the city in July 1900. 

Of subsequent events at Peitsang, Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. R. H. Bertie, wrote in is diary: 

'The Royal Welsh Fusiliers were awfully done up after yesterday's battle [at Peitsang}. The heat, and a run in of quite half a mile, 
pumped them and we could only muster 100 out of 200 at the finish: 29 cases of sun and 22 missing came in later. The rest stopped for 
water as soon as we reached the village, as the cease fire had sounded. I collected about 50 there soon after, and the rest were 
accounted for all right. Captain Gwynne was so beat he looked fit to drop. I was fairly done up too. I don't think that any of the troops 
were fit to go on till rested and watered: fortunately there was no need to do so. All our officers played up well and were quite cool 
under fire ... ' 

Gwynne was the recipient of extensive praise in the ensuing 'China despatches' of July 1900 (London Gazette 6 November 1900, 
refers). His C.O. reported 'This officer has done most excellent work and was conspicuous in leading some of the principal attacks on 
various villages'; the G.O.C. North China Field Force added that a retirement movement at Tientsin 'reflected much credit' on Gwynne 
and that the Royal Welsh Fusiliers were well-handled by him throughout the day - 'they were very careful of their ammunition and 
wasted less than any other body of troops on the ground'; likewise, the G.O.C. China Expeditionary Force commended Gwynne as 
having had a special opportunity of distinguishing himself in the action at Yangtsun. He was given the Brevet of Major. 

Gwynne, who was advanced to the substantive rank of Major in August 1903, was placed on the Retired List in August 1906. Settling at 
Sandhurst Lodge, Little Common, Bexhill-on-Sea, Sussex, he died as a result of a hunting accident in March 1910.

'At a distance of about six miles from Tientsin the attack was opened and a heavy fire returned by the enemy. From this 
point the Russians made the railway station their objective and I was ordered by the Russian General in command to 
diverge, and in conjunction with the Naval Brigade and American Marines, attack the Military School. For about five 
miles the force fought its way under a very heavy rifle fire; many villages were rushed and taken at the point of the 
bayonet. The Military School was not strongly held, and was easily cleared of the enemy; who retreated out of it, leaving 
25 killed and wounded. This School was the enemy's strongest position holding the European settlement, the relief of 
which was effected at I p.m., the inhabitants pouring out of their entrenchments to greet our soldiers and sailors as they 
crossed the river. I wish to testify to the great steadiness of my force under a very heavy fire and the heroic manner in 
which the various villages were assaulted and the enemy driven out... ' 

Major F. Morris's despatch, dated at Tientsin, 24 June 1900, refers. 

The Burma, India and China campaign pair awarded to Major F. Morris, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, who held temporary 
command of the North China Field Force at the taking of Tientsin in June 1900, in which operations he was slightly 
wounded

Frederick Morris was born in France in December 1854, the eldest son of Fredrick Morris, R.N., by his wife, Agnes, the daughter and 
heir of Charles Brandford Lane of Castle Grant and Clermont, Barbados. His father was the third son of Sir John Morris, 2nd Baronet of 
Clasemont, Glamorganshire. 

Appointed a Lieutenant in the 1st Warwickshire Militia in November 1872, young Frederick gained a regular commission in the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers in in December 1874 and was advanced to Captain in July 1884. He subsequently witnessed active service with the 1st 
Battalion in the Burma operations of 1885-87 and in the Hazara Expedition of 1891 (Medal & 2 clasps). During the former operations, 
in February 1886, he commanded a patrol 'despatched to scour the country south of Shwebo ... this force destroyed several fortified 
villages and stockades and, with the exception of a few slight skirmishes, meeting with no resistance, returned to Shwebo.' 

Advanced to Major in July 1891, and having served in the occupation of Crete 1897-98, Morris was embarked with the 2nd Battalion 
for China, where, prior to the arrival of Colonel Dorward, he acted as C.O. of the North China Field Force. It was in this capacity that 
he commanded 'A', 'C' and 'E' Companies of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers at the relief of Tientsin in June 1900 (Medal & clasp), in which 
operations, according to regimental sources, he was slightly wounded; another source states that he was badly injured when the 
Battalion's train was derailed then landing at Taku. Either way, he was invalided home and placed on the Retired List in early 1901. 

A recipient of the American Military Order of the Dragon, Morris took up the post of Secretary, The Club of Western India at Poona. He 
died in January 1915.

Arthur Edward Hammond, who was born in January 1858, enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers as a Band Boy in 1871. Having then 
served for about 12 years, he gained appointment as Sergeant-Major and was present in the Burma operations of 1885-87 (Medal & 
clasp). In September 1890, he was appointed Quarter-Master, with the honorary rank of Lieutenant, in which capacity he served until 
being placed on the Retired List in October 1895. He died in 1897; sold with an original hand written order from the recipient, 
requesting a fatigue party, together with a family photograph and copied research. 

John Thomas Hammond enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers as a boy recruit in Dublin in April 1877, aged 14 years. Appointed a 
Bandsman in June 1880 and advanced to Lance-Corporal in January 1885, he was present in the Burma operations of 1885-87 (Medal 
& clasp). Having been promoted to Corporal in the latter period, he gained advancement to Sergeant in December 1887 and to Colour- 
Sergeant in April 1893. He was finally discharged at Carnarvon in May 1908, when he was described as 'an excellent instructor and 
rifle shot'; sold with copied research.

John George Wheeler was born in Limerick in May 1853, the son of George Wheeler, and enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers as a 
boy recruit in August 1868. Appointed a Canteen Sergeant in 1880, he remained similarly employed until May 1890, in which period 
he witnessed active service in the Burma operations of 1885-87 (Medal & clasp). Having then taken his discharge on account of his 
wife's ill-health, he re-attested as a Barrack Colour-Sergeant in the Army Service Corps, and served in that capacity until again taking 
his discharge in March 1896; thereafter, he was employed as a Barrack Warden by War Department at Old Barracks, Warwick, until 
August 1913; sold with a large quantity of original documentation and photographs, including the recipient's discharge and parchment 
certificates, 20 or so letters, several being references from senior officers, his marriage certificate, etc. 

Frederick Robert Wheeler was born in Dum Dum, India in February 1883, the son of Canteen Sergeant John Wheeler. A pre-war 
regular soldier, he arrived in Belgium as a member of the 1st Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 6 October 1914 and, as verified by 
accompanying documentation, was subsequently taken P.O.W. and held at Gottingen, Germany. He was demobilised on his 
repatriation in early 1919; sold with a quantity of original documentation and photographs, including a letter from Lady Burghclere's 
Prisoners Fund, dated 24 December 1919, in which the recipient is offered a new overcoat and suit, his Protection Certificate and 
Certificate of Identity, and around a dozen photographs, some of them associated to his time in captivity.

Cornelius Donovan was born in the Parish of Clonakilty, County Cork, and attested for the 69th Regiment at Blandon, County Cork, on 
24 November 1854, aged 18 years. He served overseas in the East Indies, 6 years 5 months, in Canada, 3 years 3 months, in Bermuda 
2 years 5 months, and at Gibraltar, 3 years 1 month. He was awarded the medal for long service and good conduct with a gratuity of 
£5 on 29 March 1873, and was discharged on 4 July 1876. Sold with copied discharge papers and medal roll entry which confirms his 
presence in action at Trout River on 27 May 1870. 

The final skirmish of 1870 occurred at Trout River on the 27th of May, which is located about 10 miles west of Eccles Hill. A Canadian 
Force 250 strong, consisting of the 50th Batt. (Huntingdon Borderers), Monteral Garrison Artillery, Montreal Field Artillery and 
Montreal Engineers, along with a detachment of British 69th Regiment, met the Fenians early in the morning. Once again, after an 
advance of great steadiness by the Canadians and the British, the Fenians broke and fled across the border. Three Fenians were killed, 
several wounded and one man was captured.'

John Russell was born at West Compton, Dorchester and enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers at Bristol in August 1868, aged 18 years. 

He was 
subsequently present in the Ashantee operations of 1873-74 and received the Medal, without clasp. Otherwise employed on the Home 
Establishment and in Gibraltar, he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in November 1896 and was serving on the Regimental Staff of 
the 2nd (Volunteer) Battalion at the time of taking his discharge as a Sergeant-Major in February of the following year. Russell 
subsequently joined the National Reserve, Southampton Association, and it was in this capacity that he was awarded the Coronation 
Medal in 1911. Finally, in AO 248 of 1920, he was awarded the Army M.S.M.; sold with copied research. 

William John Russell is listed as 'Deceased' on the China Medal roll for the 2nd Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, as signed at Hong 
Kong on 6 June 1902; copied extract included. 

Charles Edwin Russell served in the 1st Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers in the Boer War and was severely wounded in the action at 
Stinkhoutboom on 24 July 1900. Having then joined the 2nd Battalion, Mounted Infantry, he was taken P.O.W. at Onverwacht on 7 
October 1901. Placed on the Army Reserve, Russell rejoined the Colours as a Sergeant in the Great War and served as an instructor in 
the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, thereby qualifying for the British War Medal; sold with copied research. 
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The Ashantee War and M.S.M. pair awarded to Sergeant-Major Thomas Giles, 23rd Foot

Thomas Giles was born at Yeovil, Somerset, and attested there on 10 February 1858, aged 25 years, a glove cutter by trade. He was 
promoted to Corporal on 27 December 1861; Sergeant, 10 February 1863; Colour-Sergeant, 17 November 1865; Sergeant-Major, 17 
December 1876. He served in the Ashantee campaign of 1873-74 and qualified for the Coomassie clasp for service north of Prah, 4

possession of the Ashantee medal and long service medal. The latter would have been surrendered upon receipt of the Meritorious 
Service Medal with annuity of £10 on 6 May 1889.

George Wentworth Forbes was born in Bodmin, Cornwall in April 1855, the second son of Lieutenant-General G. Wentworth Forbes,

Young George served for six years in the ranks of the 17th Lancers, including participation in the operations in South Africa in 1879, 
when he was present in the cavalry affair at Erzungayan and the battle of Ulundi (Medal & clasp). 

In August 1881, he was commissioned Lieutenant in the 1st Dragoon Guards, direct from his service as a Sergeant in the 17th Lancers. 
Advanced to Captain in December 1886, he served as Adjutant of the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry Cavalry in the period October 1888 
to October 1893, and resigned his commission in December 1897. In the following year he was appointed a Major back in the 
Montgomeryshire Yeomanry Cavalry, followed by swift advancement to the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in September 1899. 

It was in the latter rank that he was appointed second-in-command of the 9th (Welsh) Battalion of the Imperial Yeomanry in early 1900, 
in which capacity he served with distinction in South Africa, gaining a mention in despatches (London Gazette 10 September 1901, 
refers) and special promotion to the substantive rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. At one point he held command of the 29th (Denbighshire), 
30th (Montgomeryshire) and 31st (Pembrokeshire) Companies and served in clearing operations under General Hunter and Colonel 
White. Most notable of his actions was a hot engagement with a Boer commando at Victoria Nek in mid-December 1900, when he 
also commanded a detachment of the 16th Lancers, in addition to his Welsh Yeomanry: They charged home, laying about them with 
clubbed rifles ... In this brilliant little action eight Boers were killed, 33 wounded and 17 captured' (The Times History of the Boer War 
in South Africa , refers). 

In common with 40 of his men, Forbes received his Queen's Medal, with 4 clasps, from King Edward VII at a special Yeomanry 
gathering on Horse Guards Parade in July 1901. He died at Eaton Square, London in May 1911 and was buried in the parish 
churchyard at Brackley; sold with copied research.

Thomas Scott was born on 6 July 1846 at Quatt, Shropshire [enlistment papers give Somersetshire], and enlisted for the 24th Foot at 
Birmingham on 5 July 1864, aged 18 years. He was promoted to Corporal on 18 November 1868; Sergeant, 18 September 1869; 
Colour-Sergeant, 24 March 1871; Sergeant-Major, 30 December 1883. He served in South Africa from 1 February 1878 to 13 January 
1880, and took part in the Kaffir War of 1877-78 and the Zulu War of 1879. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. medal in October 1882, this 
would have been surrendered upon being awarded the Meritorious Service Medal with £10 annuity on 21 January 1899. He applied 
for an increase in his annuity on 6 October 1906, and was informed that a note had been made of his request 'but that annuities of 
more than £10 are now very rarely conferred.' He applied again on 24 September 1908 and was given the same reply. Sergeant-Major 
Scott died circa 1921.

Francis Russell "Parkie" Parkinson, who was born in Bath in July 1856, was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Welsh Regiment in 
October 1877, direct from the Royal Glamorgan Militia. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in April 1879, he was present in operations with the Natal Field Force during the first Boer War in 1881, in 
which year he also acted as District Adjutant at Ladysmith. Having then gained advancement to Captain in August 1884, he was 
present with the 1st Battalion in the Sudan operations of 1888, including the action at Gemaizah (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star). 

A recently promoted Major by the outbreak of hostilities in South Africa in October 1899, Parkinson commanded the 1st Battalion in 
the period August 1901 to March 1902, and was present he was present in operations in the Transvaal (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps). 
Following his promotion to Lieutenant-Colonel, he resumed command of the 1st Battalion in the period 1904-08, and was given the 
brevet rank of Colonel. His final appointment was C.O. South Wales Infantry Brigade 1910-12 and he was placed on the Retired List in 
the latter year. 

In September 1914, at the request of Lord Kitchener, Parkinson was appointed to the command of the 11th (Cardiff Pals) Battalion, a 
role in which he excelled. A popular C.O., he turned a blind eye to lots of petty misdemeanours during the battalion's early training 
days and the Pals had only one word for him: 'Gentleman'. 

The Battalion was inspected by King George V and Lord Kitchener at Aldershot in August 1915, the latter being heard to comment, 
"These are a fine body of men, Colonel, I think we'll have some news for you within a few days." And so it came to pass, orders for 
embarkation to France being received on 4 September. Parkinson subsequently led his men on the Somme but at the year's end, when 
the Battalion was ordered to Salonika, he was forced to stand down, the Macedonian climate being considered too difficult for a 
warrior of his advanced years: 

'Tears welled in his eyes as he stood by the gang-plank of the troopship Megantic at Marseilles to shake hands with the men of the 11th 
Welsh as they shuffled past him. They, in turn, knew they were losing the best friend they would ever have ... so they respected his 
grief' (The Cardiff Pals, refers). 

A regular attender at Cardiff Pals Association gatherings, Parkinson served as President until his death at Shanklin on the Isle of Wight in 
June 1937.

August). Having then been commissioned as a Q.M. & Hon. Lieutenant in March

Having then been advanced to Q.M. & Hon. Captain in March 1911, the same 
year in which he received the Coronation Medal as a member of the 3rd 
Battalion, Gain was placed on the Retired List in April 1913.

Edward William Broackes, who was born at Risca, Montgomeryshire in January 1874, is confirmed as having served as a Trooper in the 
Matabeleland Relief Force in the Rhodesia operations of 1896 (Medal). He afterwards appears to have served as a Sergeant in the 
Monmouthshire Artillery Volunteers. 

In June 1900, Broackes enlisted in the 4th (Glamorgan) Company, 1st Imperial Yeomanry and was one of six yeoman kitted out and 
horsed at the expense of The Western Mail. He subsequently witnessed active service in Cape Colony and the Transvaal, including the 
action at Wittebergen, and was discharged back in Shorncliffe in early 1901 (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps). 

In November 1914, he was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 10th Battalion, South Wales Borderers, but by early 1916 he was 
serving as a temporary Major in the 3rd Battalion, Welsh Regiment, attached the 23rd Battalion. It was in this latter capacity that he first 
witnessed active service - on the Salonika front in August 1916 - but he was invalided home on account of malaria and ill-health 
caused by 'exposure to weather conditions'. He subsequently passed out of the Senior Officers' School at Aldershot in late 1917, and 
was drafted to the 9th Battalion, Welsh Regiment. Duly embarked for France, he was taken P.O.W. at Tramery, near Faverolle on 30 
May 1918: 

'I was ordered to withdraw from the position in which we were, and proceeded to carry out instructions by going forward myself with 
the Headquarters Company ... after proceeding about 100 yards a heavy machine-gun fire was opened on us when seven or eight of 
the H.Q. party were wounded, and we all dropped in the grass. When I looked up I saw that the enemy were all round us ... ' 

Broackes was repatriated via Copenhagen in December 1918 and demobilised in April 1919. He relinquished his commission in 
October 1920, when he retained the rank of Major.

Hugh Richard Westmacott attended the R.M.C. Sandhurst as a Queen's India Cadet and was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Welsh Regiment in February 1888. Advanced to Lieutenant in the following year, he was present in operations with the Tirah Field 
Force on the North-West Frontier of India 1897-98, including the actions at Saransh, Waran and the Bursh Valley (Medal & 2 clasps). 

Having then gained advancement to Captain in December 1898, he was actively employed during the Boer War, when he was present 
at the relief of Kimberley and took part in the operations in the Orange Free Colony, February to March 1900, including those at 
Paardeberg (17-26 February) and the actions at Polar Grove, Driefontein, Vet River (5-6 May) and Zand River; as well as operations in 
the Transvaal, May-June 1900, including the actions at Johannesburg, Pretoria and Diamond Hill (11-12 June), and likewise, east of 
Pretoria, in July-November 1900, including the action at Belfast (26-27 August). He was afterwards employed in the operations in the 
Transvaal from November 1900 until May 1902, being appointed a Station Commandant in April 1901, and later still an Assistant 
Provost Marshal on the Staff (Queen's Medal & 6 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). He was given the brevet rank of Major and was 
mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers). 

Westmacott was placed on the Retired List in May 1903 but was recalled from the Reserve of Officers in September 1914, when he was 
appointed a Major in the 11th (Cardiff Pals) Battalion, Welsh Regiment. He was duly embarked for France but by early 1916 he was 
serving as an Assistant Military Landing Officer (Embarkation Duties). This appears to have been his role for the remainder of the war, 
latterly as an Assistant Embarkation Commandant in the acting rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He was however granted the rank of 
Colonel on relinquishing his commission in July 1919 and died at Bristol in January 1920; sold with copied research.

Hewitt next served in the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force in the 
period October 1915 to December 1916 and, following a turn of duty on the Home Establishment, joined the 3rd Battalion as 
Company Quarter-Master Sergeant in late 191 7. He was discharged at Shrewsbury in April 1919 and died in May 1965.

James Oswald "Jimmy" Caldwell, who was born in Glasgow in April 1878, 
enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers at Jhansi, India in April 1896, direct from 
employment at a photographic studio in Jubbulpore. Advanced to Corporal in 
September 1897, he returned to England with the 1st Battalion in the same year, 
where he passed a course for Assistant Instructor Military Engineering at Chatham 
in June 1898 and gained a 'distinguished' rating for musketry. 

Embarked for South Africa in October 1899, Caldwell was present at the relief of 
Ladysmith, including operations on the Tugela Heights, and in Cape Colony, 
Orange River Colony and the Transvaal (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps); in Duty 
Done it is stated that he was subsequently present at the relief of Tientsin in July 
1900 but, if so, such service is not listed under his name in Army Lists after he 
received his commission. More certain is the fact he purchased his discharge in 
June 1903, when he turned his hand to the family business, photography, back in 
India. 

However, in November 1907 he re-enlisted in his old regiment at Calcutta, and was taken on the strength of the 2nd Battalion. Having 
then served in Burma and Malta, he was advanced to Sergeant and embarked for France on 10 August 1914. He was subsequently 
promoted to Company Sergeant-Major and served in the early actions of the B.E.F. A glimpse of him about this time is to be found in 
The War the Infantry Knew 1914-1919, by Captain J. C. Dunn, in which R.S.M. Boreham recalled the following incident on 23 October 
1914: 

'This night I had just finished the burial when heavy rifle fire started. I and a couple of men with me dashed across the road and jumped 

into the ditch - on top of R.S.M. Murphy and Jimmy Caldwell. They had come up from the first echelon of transport 'to see if anything 

was going on' - and there was! The front was under fire, more or less, all night.' 

Caldwell was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant 'for services in the Field' in February 1915 but was invalided home in May, some sources 
stating on account of wounds received at Bois Grenier on 25 April 1915. Having then rejoined the 2nd Battalion in France in late 
October 1915 and been advanced to Lieutenant, he was wounded by shellfire while consolidating a mine crater in the Cambrin sector 
on 7 February 1916. He was invalided home. 

As it transpired, Caldwell was to suffer a similar fate in January 1917, for, having returned to France with an appointment in the 10th 
Battalion in late 1916, he contracted a septic leg wound from barbed wire. Notwithstanding his many medical boards, he was again 
embarked for active service in July 1918, this time on attachment to the 11th Battalion in Salonika, and remained likewise employed 
until transferring to India in late 1918. He was invalided home for a final time in May 1920, the same year in which he was placed on 
the Retired List, and died in 1957.

Osborn Brace Pritchard was born in Donegal in July 1862, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel Edward Brace Pritchard, R.M.L.I. 
Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Welsh Regiment in August 1888, direct from the R.M.C. Sandhurst, he was advanced to 
Lieutenant in June 1890. 

He was subsequently actively employed in the Sudan operations of 1888, including the action at Gemaizah (Medal & clasp; Khedive's 
Star), in addition to the operations on the North-West Frontier in 1897-98, with the Tirah Field Force (Medal & 2 clasps). 

Advanced to Captain in February 1899, Pritchard next saw action in the Somaliland operations of 1903, in which he was employed as 
a Special Service Officer (Medal & clasp). 

A Major by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was quickly embarked for France, where he served as 2nd-in-command of the 
2nd Battalion and was severely wounded at Gheluvelt on 11 November. The regimental history refers to him being hit on no less than 
three separate occasions, when he 'behaved most gallantly in leading counter-attacks.' 

Pritchard returned to France in late 1915, when he assumed command of 2nd Battalion in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. The battalion 
was subsequently employed on the Somme in the summer of 1916, where an enemy shell hit and destroyed his H.Q. dug-out, killing 
three orderlies and a signaller. Pritchard, who was buried by the explosion, had a very narrow escape. Moreover, his old wounds had 
started to flare up: one fellow officer later recounted that one of the Colonel's legs was so badly swollen it was a wonder that he could 
walk at all; see C. P. Clayton's The Flungry One for frequent mention of Pritchard in action during this period of operations. 

Having been invalided home in September 1916, Pritchard died at his brother-in-law's residence in Lewisham in late November of the 
same year. Some accounts state that he died as a result of his old wounds: regimental records are perhaps more reliable: 

'He committed suicide in the U.K. whilst on leave after being replaced as Commanding Officer of the 2nd Battalion. We have no 
information of the circumstances but it was understood that he was suffering from Battle Fatigue and very cut up concerning the heavy 
losses suffered by the Battalion.' 

Pritchard, who was mentioned in despatches for his leadership at High Wood on the Somme (London Gazette 4 January 1917), is 
buried in Norwood Cemetery, London; sold with copied research.

George Pennell first went to France as a Sergeant in the 2nd Battalion, Welsh Regiment on 20 September 1914, but subsequently 
transferred to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers and thence the Labour Corps. It was in 69th Company of the latter corps that he was awarded 
the M.S.M. 'in recognition of valuable services rendered with the Armies in France and Flanders' (London Gazette 18 January 1919, 
refers). He was awarded his Special Reserve L.S. & G.C. in July 1920.

Charles Crompton was born in Herefordshire, the son of Charles and Mrs. Crompton of Brecon Road, Hay. As a boy he was a member 
of the Hay Parish Church Choir and, as a teenager, 'an ardent member of the Hay Branch of the Church Lads' Brigade.' 

In 1913, he joined Hay Company of the 1st Brecknockshire Battalion, South Wales Borderers (Territorials), and quickly rose to the 
acting rank of Sergeant. The unit departed for Aden at the end of the year, where, in late June 1915, a Turkish Division began to 
advance on Lahaj to the north. On 4-5 July, after a severe action at Lahaj, the Aden Movable Column, which included the 1st 
Brecknockshires, was compelled to retire with serious losses: 'the return march proved an even greater trial than the advance. 
Practically all those who made the march were incapacitated, and nearly 20 died of heat-stroke.' Such was Crompton's fate, who died 
on 14 July 1915; sold with copied research, including local press portrait.

1914, when the 2nd Battalion, along with a detachment of the 36th Sikhs, formed the bulk of the British troops sent to assist the 
Japanese in capturing Germany's naval base at Tsingtao (Qingdao). He died in March 1973, aged 90 years.

Morgan Morgan was born in Mountain Ash, Glamorgan, in 1854, the son of 
David Morgan, the agent to Lord Aberdare. Educated locally, he seemed destined 
to become a mining engineer and colliery manager, but on the death of his 
father, he, too, was appointed agent to Lord Aberdare. 

He was otherwise a keen member of the Volunteer Forces, having first been 
commissioned in the Glamorganshire Rifle Volunteer Corps in March 1874. 
Subsequently granted the honorary rank of Major in the 3rd (Volunteer) Battalion, 
Welsh Regiment in January 1899, he was awarded the Volunteer Decoration 
(.London Gazette 5 August 1904, refers), and was still serving as a Lieutenant- 
Colonel on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914: 

'Then came the war in 1914, which found Colonel Morgan in camp with his 
battalion [1 /5th Welsh Regiment]. Although he was now sixty years old he did 
not shirk his duties in any way, and when the Battalion was ordered overseas he 
went with it as commanding officer, and in 1915 led his men in the landing at 
Gallipoli and subsequent actions' (a local newspaper report refers). 


In fact, given his advanced years and the harsh climate, Morgan served with great dash, his second-in-command, Major W. 
Dowdeswell, stating as much in letters home to the Merthyr Express. Of the Battalion's first action, fought after landing at Suvla on 9 
August 1915, Dowdeswell describes Morgan as behaving magnificently. Another battalion correspondent stated: 

'Colonel Morgan was in the very thick of the fight and though bullets and pieces of shrapnel fell like hailstones, he went about from 
Platoon to Platoon uttering words of encouragement to the men who fought so bravely.' 

Inevitably, perhaps, the Colonel was eventually invalided home, but he was not alone in that respect: by mid-December, just one 
officer remained of the Battalion's 'originals' from the landings back in August 1915. 

He died in February 1930, when it was said: 'As an officer he was not too old to fight; as a citizen - never too old to serve, as a man - 
never too busy to help'.

He was subsequently 
commissioned Q.M. & Hon. Lieutenant in the 16th Battalion (Cardiff City) in November 1914 and arrived in France at the end of the 
following year. Remaining employed there until invalided home on account of ill-health in early 1916, he was next appointed to the 
12th (2nd Reserve) Battalion on the Home Establishment. Later still, he transferred to the Cheshire Regiment, in which capacity he saw 
further service in France prior to his demobilisation as a Q.M. & Hon. Captain in September 1919.

Reginald Morris Derry, who was educated at Wellington College, was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Monmouthshire 
Regiment (Territorial Force) in September 1914 and was embarked for France in February 1915, where he served in 'A' Company and 
quickly saw action. A letter from one of his men, Sergeant A. F. Davies, was published in the Abergavenny Chronicle in June 1915, in 
which he describes the unit's terrible losses at Ypres in early May, and pays homage to Derry as 'one of the best', who helped him after 
he had been gassed. Their trenches at this time were 'about three feet deep and up over the tops of our boots in water, with no room to 
turn'. As it transpired, Derry himself 'got very run down' - no doubt on account of the same gas attack - and was evacuated home in 
late May 1915. 

He subsequently joined the 53rd (Welsh) Division Cyclist Corps, in which capacity he witnessed active service in Egypt and Palestine 
1916-18 and was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 12 January 1918, refers). A modest - and humourous - account of his time 
in Palestine appears in A Record of the 53rd (Welsh) Divisional Cyclist Company 1915-19. Entitled 'The Beersheba Stunt', it describes 
his mounting despair in the advance on Jerusalem, largely on account of poor guides, numerous scorpions and endless desert dust. 

Derry relinquished his commission in September 1921.

He subsequently witnessed active service in Egypt and 
Palestine 1916-18 and was advanced to Major in March 191 7.

Having been awarded his T.D. in March 1923, he retired in March of 1928, when he was given the brevet rank of Colonel. 

In 1939, Bagley was living in Glasgow, where he volunteered for the Home Guard and was made a Zone Commander of South 
Glasgow with the rank of Colonel. He died at Axminster, Devon in August 1969 aged 90.

William Gilbert Acreman was clearly a colourful regimental character. The following report - entitled "Ackerman" - appeared in the 
regimental journal in July 1958: 

'"Get off the grass!" How many people who have passed through the barracks have heard that and, looking about, found an irate 
Ackerman near his beloved [cricket] square dealing with some offender, he has been doing that since June, 1928. 

Mr. Ackerman was born in Wellington, Somerset, in 1893 and joined the Regiment in 1914, serving with the 17th (The Bantams) in 
France, seeing action at Cambrai and the Somme. After the war he served with the 1st Battalion from 1919 to 1927 and then went to 
the 2nd Battalion to Hong Kong and Shanghai in 1927. In 1928 he rejoined the 1st Battalion at Gosport and later in the year came to 
the Depot, where he has been ever since. 

One of his greatest distinctions is to have been a Private all the time - 'never touched stripes'. He was an accomplished rugger player 
and played for the Battalion XV once and cricket occasionally for the Depot. Another distinction is he is never ill and rarely misses 
Sunday inspection of the grounds. 

This year marks his thirtieth year here and a milestone in that type of regimental history that counts so much.' 

Acreman finally retired from his 'ground duties' in 1965 and died in September 1968.

Ernest Horatio Farmer was born in Welshpool, Montgomeryshire in August 
1870, the son of William James Farmer, a grocer. Educated at the local grammar 
school, young Ernest found employment with the Imperial Livestock Insurance 
Company, in addition to joining the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry about 1890. 
Quickly gaining N.C.O. status, he was awarded the Imperial Yeomanry L.S. & G. 
C. in February 1905 and was a member of the Colour Party sent to Windsor to 
receive new colours from the King in June 1909. In the following year, also as R. 
Q.M.S., he represented his regiment at the Coronation. 

As stated in the Historical Records of the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry, Farmer 
was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in 3/1 Montgomeryshire Yeomanry in 
October 1915 and then attached to the Army Service Corps: 'Lieutenant Farmer 
had completed 25 years of unbroken service in the Regiment and felt bitterly the 
idea of parting. However, it was not for long, as he remained to assist the 1st 
Line in preparing for embarkation and very soon obtained his transfer and re¬ 
joined in Egypt.' 

Farmer served in Ireland at the time of the 'Easter Rising' in 1916, whilst on the 
strength of the 3/1 Montgomeryshire Yeomanry. On the that day the uprising 
commenced, he took a party of the regiment to defend Viceregal Lodge, but 
otherwise remained under regular sniper fire at Arbour Hill Barracks. Following 
the ceasefire on 29 April, he was put in charge of house searching, which 
proved to be 'very disagreeable work'. 

Thence embarked for Egypt, his regiment was amalgamated with the 1/1/ Welsh 
Horse to form the 25th Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers. He was advanced to 
Lieutenant in July 1917 and, having witnessed active service in the Palestine 
campaign, is believed to have been embarked with the Battalion for France in 
May 1918. 

In Historical Records of the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry there is an illustration of 
Farmer's tin helmet, complete with bullet hole, although in which theatre of war 
he experienced this near squeak does not appear to be cited. Moreover, 
accompanying family notes state that he was wounded on three occasions. 
Apparently, whenever he attended ongoing war wound tribunals, the presiding 
officer invariably asked him the identity of his medal with the yellow riband. 

Farmer, who transferred to the 7th Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers (Defence 
Force) in November 1920, was placed on the Retired List in January 1924. He 
returned to his former employment in insurance - now with Commercial Union - 
and died at Welshpool in 1936, aged 66 years.

Horatio John Parkhurst, Snr., was appointed Quarter-Master in the 2nd Monmouthshire Rifle Volunteer Corps in December 1875. He 
subsequently transferred to the 3rd (Volunteer) Battalion, South Wales Borderers as a Q.M. & Hon. Captain in February 1888, and 
resigned his commission in March 1892, the same year in which he was awarded the Volunteer Decoration (London Gazette 6 
December 1892, refers). 

Horatio John Parkhurst, Jnr., who was born in October 1867, served for 12 years in the 3rd (Volunteer) Battalion, South Wales 
Borderers and was discharged in the rank of Sergeant. He subsequently applied for a temporary commission in September 1914, aged 
47 years, and was appointed a Captain in the 10th Battalion, Welsh Regiment. It was in this capacity that he went to France in July 
1916. Later still, he served as a Major in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers and as Assistant Commandant of the P.O.W. camp for officers at 
Skipton, Yorkshire. He died in January 1926.

1916 he transferred as a C.Q.M.S. to the 4th Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, in which month he was embarked for France. Finally, in 
September 1918, he transferred to 262 Company, the Labour Corps; sold with copied research. 

George Llewellyn was born at Staunton-on-Wye, near Hereford and enlisted in the South Wales Borderers in May 1903, aged 24 years, 
direct from the Royal Engineers (Militia). Posted to the 1st Battalion, he served in South Africa and India in the period leading up to the 
Great War, but it was in the 1st Battalion that he was embarked for France in mid-August 1914. He remained actively employed in that 
theatre of war until May 1916, when he appears to have been discharged under Para. 1, 392 XXI King's Regulations; sold with copied 
research. 

Ivor Llewellyn also served in the Labour Corps.

George Muttlebury was appointed Ensign in the 55th Foot on 12 November 1 794; Lieutenant, 3 September 1 795; Captain, 21 February 
1798; exchanged to 69th Foot in 1802; Brevet Major, 10 July 1810; Major, 28 November 1811; Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, 17 March 
1814; Lieutenant-Colonel 10 August 1 815; retired 3 October 1826. 

He joined his regiment in December 1 794, then encamped before Nijmegen on the Wahl, and served with the Army during the retreat 
through Holland, during the severe winter which was very fatal to the troops. Upon promotion to Lieutenant in September 1795, he 
was appointed to the Grenadier Company and commanded part of the reserve of the Army under Sir Ralph Abercromby at the Helder. 
He then sailed with the fleet under Admiral Christian for the Leeward Islands. After escaping the dreadful gales which occasioned the 
loss of many vessels, he was present at the taking of St Lucia, where the 55th remained constantly employed against the brigands for 
eleven months, for the greater part of which he was detached in advance, and on one occasion while escorting Sir John Moore (then 
Governor and Commander of the Forces) was attacked by about 250 men who were repulsed with the loss of their ammunition; on 
another occasion, when posted on the estate of Messrs. Rigby & Freeland, with 30 men, he was attacked in the dead of the night by 
upwards of 250 brigands, who set fire to the Negro huts, but unknown to them a party of the regiment had fortunately halted at his post 
for the night, which enabled them to beat off their attackers with considerable loss. The 55th Regiment, while at St Lucia, lost 25 
officers and upwards of 600 men. The remainder were drafted into other corps and the regiment returned to England. 

In 1799 he accompanied the expedition under Sir Ralph Abercromby to the Helder, the 55th Regiment being on the Reserve 
commanded by Colonel McDonald. Muttlebury was constantly in advance and was present in the action with the enemy in North 
Holland. In 1801 he again sailed for the West Indies, in consequence of the mutiny of the West India Regiment in Dominica, but all 
being quiet on their arrival, was ordered to Jamaica, where he remained until the Peace. He exchanged to the 69th Regiment in 1802, 
and in 1805 sailed for the East Indies, and after three years residence in Madras, was obliged to quit the country from ill health. 

In November 1813 he embarked with the 2/69th for Holland and continued serving on the Continent until the commencement of 
1816. He was present at the bombardment of the French fleet at Antwerp, and at the attack on Bergen-op-Zoom, when he was taken 
prisoner. For his services on that occasion, when in command of the battalion in the second attack, he was mentioned in despatches 
and honoured with the Brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, dated 17 March 1814. 

At the battle of Quatre Bras, 16th June, section after section of the 69th was swept off by the enemy's artillery whilst the French cavalry 
repeatedly surrounded the regiment; but whenever the smoke cleared off, there it stood undaunted. So severely did the 69th suffer in 
this engagement that their only recourse was that of joining the first regiment they could reach. In this attempt Muttlebury was closely 
pursued by two French lancers towards two Hanoverian pieces of cannon, the only artillery on that spot. Muttlebury, with admirable 
presence of mind, gave a sudden jerk to his horse, and let the lancers pass him, when a discharge of grape-shot from the Hanoverian 
cannon killed both of his pursuers. 

After the death of Colonel Morice, Muttlebury commanded the 69th at the battle of Waterloo, 18th June, for which service he was 
awarded the C.B., 22 June 1815. In recognition of his 'services and conduct, particularly in the late battles fought in the Netherlands', 
the King of the Low Countries conferred on Muttlebury the 4th Class of the Wilhelm's Order, one of 1 6 British officers so honoured. 

Muttlebury was promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the 69th in August 1815, and retired from the Army in 
October 1826. Lieutenant-Colonel George Muttlebury died in London on 16 January 1854.

Julius Edmund Goodwyn was born in Middlesex on 21 February 1824, the son 
of Thomas Wildman Goodwyn and Elizabeth, of Blackheath. He entered the 
Army as Ensign in the 41st Regiment of Foot on 5 January 1844, and by May 
1850 he had attained the rank of Captain, by purchase, in the same regiment. In 
September 1854, with the 1st Battalion 41st Foot, Captain Goodwyn landed in 
the Crimea and subsequently fought in the battle of Alma, where he was 
promoted to Major, the siege of Sebastopol, the battle at Inkermann, where, 
finding himself in an isolated position, was suddenly surrounded by Russians. He 
immediately drew his revolving pistol, and by the accuracy of his fire and the 
coolness of his judgement, put his enemies to flight. He was present at both the 
assaults on the Redan, on 18 June, when he was wounded, and on 8 September, 
when he succeeded to the command of the regiment upon the death of Colonel 
Eman in that action. 

For his services in the Crimean War Goodwyn received the Crimea Medal with 
three clasps, the 5th Class of the Medjidie, the Turkish Medal, and was created a 
Knight of the Legion d'Honneur. On 2 January 1857 he was created a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath. 

From 18 May 1857 to 30 April 1860 Goodwyn was posted in the West Indies, 
and in March of 1858 he was promoted Colonel. During this posting in the West 
Indies he married Euphemia Alexandria Victoria Kent on 29 September 1858, 
at Port Royal, Jamaica. 

On 14 March 1866, he was appointed to the command of a brigade in Bengal, 
and on 6 March 1868, he received the rank of Major-General. He vacated his 
Indian command on 28 February 1870, which was his last active military 
employment. He became Lieutenant-General on 1 October 1877, and was 
appointed Colonel-in-Chief of the 28th Regiment on Inkermann Day, 1880. On 
10 January 1881, he was promoted to General, and on 20 January 1883, was 
transferred to the 41st Regiment as Colonel. General Goodwyn died on 4 March 
1890, at Bath, Somerset, aged 66.

Edward Augustus Parker was born in Peckham, London about 1867 and enlisted in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers in December 1886. 
Having then served with the 1st Battalion in the Hazara Expedition of 1891 (Medal & clasp), he was appointed Sergeant-Major in 
October 1898 and participated in the operations in the Transvaal, west of Pretoria, including the action at Frederickstad on 20 October 
1900. He was wounded on the latter occasion, mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers) and awarded the 
D.C.M. 

Subsequently commissioned as a Quarter-Master, with the honorary rank of Lieutenant, in the 1st Battalion in April 1904, he was a 
member of the regiment's Coronation Contingent in 1911. 

Advanced to Q.M. & Captain in April 1914, Parker joined the 1st Battalion in Flanders in early October and was consequently witness 
to the severe fighting that followed. Following an abortive attack on Menin on the 17th, the Battalion - numbering 1150 officers and 
men - took up positions on the Broodseinde Ridge: within three days, as a consequence of severe enemy shelling and numerous 
infantry assaults, the unit's strength was reduced to 200 officers and men. 

On the 29th, the Battalion was reinforced by 200 men and moved to new positions just east of the village of Zandvoorde. The Germans 
attacked in force on the following day, supported by 260 heavy artillery guns, and managed to get behind the Battalion's line: it was all 
but annihilated, just 90 men answering the roll call on the 31 st, among them Parker, the only surviving officer. 

He was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 17 February 1915, refers) and awarded the M.C., both distinctions undoubtedly 
reflecting his 'gallantry in the Field', as cited in a reference written by Major-General H. E. Holman at a later date. He was invested 
with his M.C. by King George V at Windsor Castle in April 1915, one of the first officers to be so honoured. 

Parker was subsequently appointed to the Staff, initially serving as A.D.C. to the G.O.C. 7th Division (November 1914-May 1915), and 
afterwards as a Camp Commandant In IV Corps H.Q. (May 1915-February 1916), and Camp Commandant 4th Army (February 1916- 
March 1918). Then following a brief spell as Camp Commandant, Supreme War Council, he returned to his post in 4th Army and 
remained similarly employed until the war's end. 

He was awarded the O.B.E. and five times mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 15 June 1916, 4 June 1917, 7 April 1918, 20 
December 1918 and 5 July 1919, refer); in addition he was appointed a Chevalier of the French Order of Merite Agricole ( London 
Gazette 7 October 1919, refers), and awarded the Croix de Guerre ( London Gazette 24 October 1919, refers). 

Parker, who had been advanced to Q.M. & Major on the recommendation of Lieutenant-General H. Rawlinson, G.O.C. IV Corps, in 
May 1915, was appointed Q.M. & Lieutenant-Colonel in November 1923, shortly before his retirement. He died in December 1939.

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7 made my way up to the frontline but quickly realised that machine-guns were no use there, for it was impossible to 
put one’s head up for any length of time, let alone bring two guns into action. At this time I also observed a German 
officer leading a platoon towards our right flank, obviously with the intention of attacking it. So I crawled down the 
ridge a little way, and moved to the extreme right to engage him ... I got my guns into action and told my men to open 
fire as soon as I gave the word, watching the German officer, meanwhile, carefully though my glasses. Presently I 
saw him kneel, give a signal to his men, and then jump up. As he did so, my gunners opened fire, and the poor fellow 
pitched forward dead, the spike of his helmet burying itself in the ground, later in the day when we advanced over 
this ground, one of my men handed me his sword and belt as a trophy. ’ 

G. D. "Tommy" Melville describes a successful encounter with the enemy in mid-September 1914, one of several 
actions recounted by him in Whitehorne & Marden's History of The Welch Regiment (1932).

George David 'Tommy" Melville was born in Georgetown, Demerara in April 1884, the son of Sir George Melville, K.C.M.G. Educated 
at Dover College, he was appointed a Lieutenant in the Welsh Regiment in January 1907, direct from the 6th (Militia) Battalion, The 
Royal Fusiliers (City of London Regiment), but was seconded to the West African Regiment in 1909-12, in which period he was 
advanced to Lieutenant. 

With the advent of hostilities, Melville arrived in France with the 2nd Battalion, Welsh Regiment, on 12 August 1914 but was wounded

and invalided home at the end of October. As stated in his regimental obituary, it was a period of operations in which he served with 
distinction, showing 'those qualities of personal courage, leadership and cheerfulness which endeared him to all who were privileged 
to know him and to serve with him/ 

No better evidence of that 'personal courage, leadership and cheerfulness' may be cited than that in the regimental history. Time and 
again, he and his machine-gunners were in action with the enemy, more often than not at very close quarters. In retreating through a 
battalion of the Queen's Regiment in positions at Croix and Rouveroy in late August, Melville noted: 

'In falling back we had to cross an open plain in which the road was only slightly sunk, and we discovered this alive with German 
cavalry. On one or two occasions a squadron, seeing us, wheeled and charged, but our men, lining the side of the road, quickly 
emptied many saddles and drove them off.' 

In the following month, the pursuit of the enemy by the Welsh was 'so energetic that, on arriving at Bourg, he found in an upper room 
a candle still burning and a pair of German field glasses, evidently hurriedly abandoned.' 

Back in action near Chivy in late September, 'before the order to retire came, the Welsh machine-gunners had another wonderful 
target': Melville takes up the story: 

'Well on top of the skyline about 1,000 yards away were two large haystacks, and behind them a large number of Germans, I presume 
Staff and Field Officers with range-finders and glasses, engaged in making a thorough reconnaissance of the position. Ranging on them 
with my Barr & Stroud very carefully, I opened with combined sights, and had the satisfaction of seeing that I caused great execution.' 

At Langemarck in October, Melville received a nasty shock: climbing the church belfry to spot for his guns, he was shot at by a German 
concealed in the spire: 'but the fighting round the village was too brisk to waste time on a single man.' 

It was here, too, that Melville's luck ran out on 29 October, an enemy artillery bombardment knocking out one of his machine-guns 
and seriously wounding him in the knee. 

He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 19 October 1914, refers) and, 'for gallantry during the operations between 21-30 
August 1914', awarded the 5th Class of the French Legion of Honour. 

Melville returned to France as a Staff Captain in July 191 5 and remained similarly employed until April 1916, when he was appointed a 
Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General (D.A.A.G.) in 31st Division. He subsequently served in a similar capacity in 38th Division and was 
mentioned in despatches on three further occasions (London Gazettes 15 June 1916, 20 May and 20 December 1918, refer), in 
addition to being awarded the O.B.E. and M.C. 

Post-war he served as Adjutant 1921-24 and was advanced to Major in January 1928, the same year in which he was appointed 2nd- 
in-command of the 2nd Battalion in Shanghai. In early 1931 he transferred to the 1st Battalion in the U.K. and, a few months later, was 
appointed to the command of the Regimental Depot. Following his retirement in January 1934, his final appointment was as Zone 
Recruiting Officer, Southampton, in which capacity he was granted the local rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He died in 1954.

Arthur Joseph Case was born in November 1870, the son of Benjamin Case of March, Cambridgeshire. A pre-war regular, he went to 
France as a Q.M. & Lieutenant in 6th Battalion, South Wales Borderers in September 1915 and, as verified in Atkinson's regimental 
history, was wounded in May 1918: 

'At Loisy the companies rejoined the transport, which had been forced by shell fire to quit its bivouac at Vaulx-Varennes on the night of 
26-27 May and had had a long march southward through Jonchery, much hampered by terribly crowded roads and harassed by 
machine-gun fire from German aeroplanes, which inflicted several casualties, the Quarter-Master, Captain Case, being wounded.' 

Twice mentioned in despatches - in June 1916 and July 1919 - Case was awarded the O.B.E. and placed on the Retired List as a Q.M. 
& Captain in March 1920.

Alfred Andrew Fry was born in Coventry, Warwickshire and enlisted in the Scots Guards as a boy recruit in August 1884, aged 14 
years. Having then gained advancement to Lance-Sergeant, he transferred to the 2nd Battalion, South Wales Borderers in March 1894. 
He subsequently witnessed active service in South Africa, where he was promoted to Colour-Sergeant and was present in operations in 
Cape Colony and Orange Free State, including the action near Johannesburg (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1903, Fry was appointed Quarter-Master, with the honorary rank of Lieutenant, in the 3rd 
(Volunteer) Battalion, Monmouthshire Regiment in July 1910 and it was in this capacity that he went to France in 1915; he became 
Adjutant in April 1916 and was twice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 1 January and 15 June 1916, refer). 

Following the disbandment of the Battalion, Fry was seconded to No. 19 P.O.W. Company, Fourth Army and, later still, transferred to 
the Royal Air Force in the rank of Captain. He subsequently won two further "mentions" (London Gazettes 30 December 1918 and 11 
July 1919, refer), and was awarded the M.B.E., the whole in respect of his services in H.Q., 12th Wing. He was likewise employed at 
the time of his death on the Home Establishment on 27 June 1919 and is buried in Esher (Christ Church) Churchyard.

Tom Armstrong was appointed a Quarter-Master in the 3rd (Volunteer) Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers in May 1900 and transferred to 
the 6th (Caernarvonshire and Anglesey) Battalion as Q.M. and Honorary Lieutenant in July 1908. He was advanced to Q.M. & Captain 
in the same unit in May 1910 and was likewise employed at the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

He was subsequently embarked for Gallipoli, where he served with distinction in the period August to December 1915, gaining a 
mention in despatches ( London Gazette 13 July 1916, refers). Of the 6th Battalion's trials and tribulations on the embattled peninsula, 
much has been written, not least in Lord Silsoe's memoir Sixty Years A Welsh Territorial. By way of summary, however, a war diary 
entry written by the Battalion's C.O., Lieutenant-Colonel T. W. Jones, towards the end of August 1915, speaks volumes: 'Nothing but 
sand and shrapnel ... Of the 30 officers that came out from England at present I have only 12 left.' In fact it became necessary to 
amalgamate the Colonel's depleted ranks with the 1 /5th R.W.F. 

Following his departure from the peninsula in December 1915, Armstrong served in Egypt until March 1916, and thereafter in the 
Egyptian Expeditionary Force until October 1917, when he was seconded to the Royal Flying Corps as a Staff Officer, 3rd Grade. Thus 
extended service in the Palestine operations, in which period he was advanced to Q.M. & Major and was awarded the M.B.E. 

Remaining on secondment to the Royal Air Force after the war, he returned to Army duty as a Camp Commandant in November 1920 
and was placed on the Retired List in June 1922.

He was subsequently a contributor to Captain C. Ellis's battalion history, The 4th (Denbighshire) Battalion , Royal Welsh Fusiliers in the 
Great War (1926), in which he received several favourable mentions for his good work as Q.M. Clearly a popular officer and an 
excellent raconteur - his tales were recounted in the 'raciest manner' - Manfield was granted the rank of Q.M. & Major on his 
retirement in July 1927.

Duncan Lorn Campbell was near Murree in India in June 1881, the son of Brigadier-General L. R. H. D. Campbell, C.B., and was 
educated at the United Service College, Westward Ho! Gazetted to the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Welsh Regiment in November 1900, he 
was embarked for South Africa, where he served on attachment to the 1st Battalion in operations in Cape Colony, Orange Free State 
and the Transvaal during 1901 (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps). 

His immediate award of the D.S.O. stemmed from a "mention" in Lord Kitchener's despatch, dated in July 1901: 

'2nd Lieutenant D. L. Campbell, 1st Battalion, Welsh Regiment: near Alkmaar on 20 May 1901, he most gallantly held an armoured 
truck for more than hour with only three men. The Boers had possession of the rest of the train and were firing into the truck from the 
roof of the next carriage and from the sides of the cutting. He was repeatedly called on to surrender but refused.' 

Campbell and his small party held out for nearly two hours, when a mounted patrol of the Royal Welsh arrived on the scene and drove 
off the enemy. In Wilson's After Pretoria: The Guerilla War, it is said the Boer Commander has just issued orders for the truck to be 
blown up with dynamite. 

Having been seconded to the Indian Staff Corps following the Boer War, Campbell resigned his commission in November 1904 and 
was placed on the Special Reserve of Officers. Recalled as a Captain in August 1914, he served in the 3rd Battalion, Welsh Regiment in 
Gibraltar until 191 7, when, it would appear, he deserted. Certainly he faced a Court Martial there in April 1919, and was dismissed the 
service. As a consequence he was not awarded any campaign medals for the Great War and he died in February 1923. Sold with 
copied research.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during an advance. He repeatedly organised the front line of his battalion and helped 
to get it forward under heavy machine-gun and artillery fire. It was by his personal efforts and fine leadership that his battalion 
advanced some 500 yards beyond the flanking units and were successful in beating off a counter-attack.' 

Bertram William Collier was born in March 1874, the son of Thomas Collier of Broughty Ferry. Educated at Rugby School, he was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Liverpool Regiment in February 1894 and gained a regular commission in 
the South Wales Borderers in December 1895. 

Having then undertaken tours of duty in Gibraltar and India, he was embarked for South Africa with the 2nd Battalion in January 1900. 
He subsequently participated in the operations in the Orange Free State in February-May, including the actions at Karee Siding, Vet 
River and Zand River; likewise in the Transvaal in May-June 1900, including the action near Johannesburg, and in subsequent 
operations in the period November 1900 to June 1901, when he served as an Assistant Commissioner of Police in Johannesburg. 
Thereafter he was actively employed in the 15th Mounted Infantry in the Orange River Colony until May 1902, in which period he also 
acted as Intelligence Officer to Major Holmes' Column (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Collier served as a Captain and Adjutant of the 3rd Battalion (Special Reserve) from September 1912 until September 1915, soon after 
which he joined the 1st Battalion in France in time to see action at Loos. At the end of the same year he was appointed to the 
command of the Battalion in the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and led it on the Somme in July 1916 and beyond, up until 
being invalided home at the year's end. He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 22 May 191 7). 

In December 1917, Collier returned to France with command of the 14th Battalion, Royal Welch Fusiliers, in which capacity he won 
the D.S.O. for the above cited deeds during the final Allied advance in 1918; he was also mentioned in despatches for a second time 
(London Gazette 27 December 1918, refers). 

He was placed on the Retired List in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1920 and died as a consequence of a riding accident in 
the west country in December 1929.

William Marshall Dugdale was born in 1881, the son of John Marshall Dugdale of Llwyn, Montgomeryshire. 

Educated at Rugby School, he was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry in March 1900. In common with 
many fellow Yeomanry officers, he sought active service and, in early 1901, he was embarked for South Africa in 88th Company, 9th 
Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry. He subsequently participated in operations in the Transvaal in March-April 1901 and in March-May 
1902, in the Orange River Colony from April 1901 to March 1901, and in Cape Colony from March 1901 to January 1902 (Queen's 
Medal & 5 clasps). Latterly having been advanced to Captain, he commanded the Denbighshire Yeomanry's 29th Company, Imperial 
Yeomanry. 

The latter unit having been disbanded on its return to England in September 1902, Dugdale resumed his duties in the Montgomeryshire 
Yeomanry and gained advancement to Major in October 1906. 

In September 1916, he was appointed to the command of the 1/1 Montgomeryshire Yeomanry, and at the end of the same year he was 
given the acting rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. It was in this capacity that he led the 25th (Montgomeryshire & Welsh Horse Yeomanry) 
Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, in Egypt and Palestine 1916-18, a period of operations that witnessed him leading from the front on 
more than one occasion. By way of example the regimental history describes him leading a party of three officers and 50 other ranks in 
an attack on a Turkish position on the night of 24-25 June 191 7 - 'after some sharp fighting in which several Turks were killed and two 
taken prisoners, the raiding party withdrew and regained our line.' 

Again, in the battle of Beersheba, Dugdale 'was everywhere encouraging and directing the attack.' He was mentioned in despatches by 
Allenby (London Gazette 16 January 1918, refers) and was awarded the D.S.O. 

Dugdale, who relinquished his commission in December 1921, subsequently added the T.D. to his accolades (London Gazette 6 
March 1923, refers), and served as High Sheriff of Montgomeryshire in 1927. He was for many years Chairman of the county's 
Territorial Army Association and it was in this capacity that he was awarded the C.B. (Civil Division) (London Gazette 13 June 1946, 
refers). He died at Glenyrafon Hall, Llanyblodwel, Oswestry in November 1952.

Archer Geoffrey "Jerky" Lyttelton was born in May 1884, the son of the Right 
Rev. the Hon. Arthur Temple Lyttelton, Bishop of Southampton. Educated at 
Haileybury and Trinity College, Cambridge, he was commissioned 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Welsh Regiment in August 1907, direct from the university's 
Volunteer Rifle Corps. He subsequently served as Adjutant 1910-13 and was 
advanced to Captain in September of the latter year. 

Lyttelton went to France as a Machine-Gun Officer in 3rd Infantry Brigade in 
early August 1914 and won a mention in despatches for the Ypres-Armentieres 
operations ( London Gazette 17 February 1915, refers). 

A stint as a Staff Captain in 3rd Infantry Brigade ensued, during which he had the 
unpleasant duty of acting as prosecutor at a Court Martial: as a consequence two 
soldiers of 'C' Company, 2nd Battalion, Welsh Regiment were found guilty of the 
murder of their R.S.M. Both were sentenced to death and shot at dawn, a story 
recounted by Robert Graves in Goodbye to All That. 

Lyttelton next commanded the Brigade's M.G.C. Company from January to June 
1916 and was again mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 15 June 1916, 
refers). He was also given the brevet rank of Major. 

Subsequently appointed to the command of 38th Battalion, Machine Gun Corps, 
in which capacity he served from December 1917 until the war's end, he won 
the D.S.O. and was twice mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 29 
December 1918 and 10 July 1919, refer); he was invested with his D.S.O. by H. 
M. the King at Buckingham Palace on 12 July 1919. 

Post-war, he was advanced to Major in the 1st Battalion, Welsh Regiment, in 
early 1927 and, on his advancement to Lieutenant-Colonel in November 1932, 
took command the 2nd Battalion in India. 

Placed on the Retired List in May 1937, Lytellton was recalled on the renewal of 
hostilities and commanded the Welsh Regiment Infantry Training Centre, and 
later, the Cardiff Garrison, services that won him a Certificate of Commendation. 
He died in Mayfield, Sussex in December 1959.

Hearing that the commander of his post had 
been killed, he went forward from the support line under a heavy barrage and took command. He rallied the men at a critical moment 
and drove off the enemy. He showed great courage, coolness and initiative.' 

Thomas Stanley Silby first went to France as a Private in the Welsh Regiment in September 1915, but afterwards served as a Corporal in 
the Cheshire Regiment. 

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the South Wales Borderers in November 1916, he returned to France in the 10th Battalion and, 
having won the M.C. for the above cited deeds at L'Epinette on 19 September 1917, was killed in action on 12 September 1918.

Robert Welsman was born at Honiton, Devon, and was attested for the 41 st Regiment of Foot at Bristol on 29 May 1840, aged 19 years 
1 month. He joined the regiment at Belgaum and in September 1840 went with it to the Scinde. He served throughout the Afghan 
campaign of 1842 and received the medal for Candahar, Ghuznee and Cabul. During the Crimean War he was present at the Alma, the 
sortie of 26th October 1854, and at Inkermann, at which battle he was dangerously wounded. He was one of ten men of the regiment 
to be awarded the D.C.M., receiving also a gratuity of £5 and the Crimean medal with three clasps which was presented to him by 
Queen Victoria at Horse Guards Parade on 26 May 1855. 

Having been promoted to Sergeant in May 1857, Welsman was tried by a Regimental Court Martial on 11 June 1857, for being drunk 
in barracks and reduced in rank to Private. He was discharged to Pension as a Private at Aldershot on 21 July 1861, having served a 
total of 21 years 17 days.

On one occasion he carried in a wounded man 
under heavy shell fire, totally regardless of danger.' 

Walter John Martin was born at Woodford, Essex in May 1883 but his family moved to Newport, Wales, just a year or two later. 
Educated at Eveswell School and Newport Intermediate School, he excelled at sports and won an exhibition to the University College 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire. Afterwards employed by a company of accountants, he otherwise pursued his rugby career, 
gaining appointment to Newport's First XV in the 1904-05 season and to the team's captaincy in 1912. He subsequently won three 
caps playing for Wales. 

On the advent of hostilities in August 1914, Martin was one of Newport Athletic Club's first volunteers, who formed a platoon in the 
newly raised 8th Battalion, South Wales Borderers, and it was in this capacity that he served with distinction in Salonika. In addition to 
his D.C.M., he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 11 June 1918, refers), and awarded the French Medaille d'Honour 
(.London Gazette 21 July 1919, refers). 

Returning to Newport after the war, he was employed by the Great Western Railway as a cashier up until his death in May 1933: 

'His funeral was one of the most remarkable tributes to a soldier, sportsman, and good citizen, ever held in Newport. The route from 
his home to the cemetery was lined by thousands of people, the funeral procession was over a mile long, and contained representatives 
from practically every organisation in the town. The bearers were members of the Newport Athletic Club platoon that joined the 8th 
Battalion en bloc shortly after the outbreak of war.'

He served 
with the 1st Battalion in Afghanistan in 1842 (entitled to Medal), and in the First Sikh War, where he was present at the Battles of 
Moodkee, 18 December 1845, Ferozeshuhur, 21-22 December 1845, and Sobraon, the 'Indian Waterloo', 10 February 1846 (entitled 
to Sutlej Medal for Moodkee with 2 clasps). Promoted Corporal on 1 December 1853, and Drum Major on 7 October 1854, he served 
with the Regiment in the Crimea from 27 November 1854 until 1 May 1856, and took part in the siege and capture of Sebastopol. He 
transferred to the 2nd Battalion on 30 November 1857, and was appointed Colour Sergeant on 17 July 1861.

He served during the Indian Mutiny, and died at home in Chunar, India, on 3 May 1863.

Indian Mutiny 1857-59 (2755 Drumr. R. J. Russell H.M's 54th. Regt.) good very fine £600-800 

Robert James Russell was born on 1 7 January 1836 in Howleap, West Meath, and attested for the 54th (West Norfolk) Regiment of Foot 
on 17 January 1850. Appointed a Drummer on 1 December 1851, he embarked aboard the ill-fated Sarah Sands , bound for India, in 
August 1857, and thus became embroiled in one of the epic shipwrecks of Victorian times. 

The Sarah Sands, with 368 officers and men of the 54th Regiment, together with women and children, a total complement of some 500 
persons including the ship's crew, sailed from Portsmouth on 15 August 1857. During the course of the voyage the crew became 
mutinous and many of them were locked in irons below deck. 

On 7 November a squall carried away the foremost of the vessel's four masts but on 11 November a more serious disaster occurred 
when a fire broke out some days after leaving Cape Town. For 18 hours the troops and loyal members of the crew fought the fire with 
admirable discipline. The women and children were successfully lowered in the boats to safety whilst the mutinous sailors deserted in 
the ship's long boat. The gallantry of the 54th, together with the petty officers and engineers who had remained on board, in fighting 
the fire and the subsequent powder explosion is a matter of record. The regimental colours, kept in the saloon, were saved by the 
bravery of half a dozen volunteers who reached them after repeated attempts. Several casks of powder blew up most of the ship aft of 
the mainmast but in the process also blew away much of the burning woodwork, enabling the fire to be finally extinguished. 

Without loss of life, the Sarah Sands reached Port Louis, Mauritius, after being adrift for 12 days. Many soldiers had been terribly 
burned, their uniforms having been almost scorched from their bodies by the intense heat and flames of the fire. Of the original strength 
of the 54th only 151 remained fit enough to proceed to India and earn the medal for service during the Mutiny. 

Promoted Corporal on 1 March 1859, and Sergeant on 11 September 1862, he was appointed Drum Major on 3 September 1867, and 
was finally discharged on 16 February 1875, after 21 years and 22 days' service.

Appointed a Drummer on 31 October 1843, he served with the Regiment in South Africa in the Second 
Kaffir War, 1846-47 (entitled to Medal), and in India during the Great Sepoy Mutiny. Promoted Drum-Major on 7 January 1858, and 
promoted Sergeant on 15 April of that year, he died in service at Devonport on 8 March 1862.

The 32nd Foot 
were involved at the disastrous Battle of Chinhut, 30.6.1857, when Sir Henry Lawrence, on hearing of the fall of Cawnpore, led his 
men out of Lucknow to meet the much larger rebel army. Casualties for the Battle were 118 Europeans and 182 loyal Indian soldiers 
killed or missing. As a result of having his force so severely weakened, Lawrence ordered the entire Lucknow force to retire to the 
Residency. 

Mortally wounded two days later during the Defence of the Residency, his last words were "to ask the poor fellows who I exposed at 
Chinhut to forgive me. Bid them remember Cawnpore and never surrender." Loader himself died on 8 December 1857.

John Robert Darkin was born on 3 June 1820 in Paddington, Middlesex, and 
attested for the Coldstream Guards on 25 March 1828, at the age of just 7. 
Appointed a Drummer on 1 October 1 833, he transferred to the 2nd (Royal West 
Surrey) Regiment of Foot with the rank of Drum-Major on 1 July 1846, and 
served with them in South Africa during the Third Kaffir War, 1 850-53. 

His wife and daughter followed him out to South Africa on the troopship 
Birkenhead , and were caught up in the incidents of the terrible night of 25-26 
February 1852. As his daughter Marian recollects, 'I was three years and eight 
months old at the time of the wreck. There were only my mother and myself of 
our family on board the Birkenhead; my mother was on the way to join my 
father. I can remember quite well my mother taking me in her arms on deck in 
our night clothes, and giving me to a cabin boy to hold whilst she went again 
down below deck to fetch a cloak, and they lowered me into the boat. When she 
got back she could not find me, and all the boats had pushed off. Two officers 
swung mother from the side of the vessel as she was sinking, and she just caught 
the side of the boat and fell amongst the people. If she had fallen the other way 
they must have left her, as the boat was being drawn under by the sinking vessel. 
We were out in the boat till one o'clock the next day, and a small vessel picked 
us up and gave us some biscuits and water, and took us back to Cape Town.' {A 
Deathless Story, Addison and Matthews refers). 

Reunited with his family up-country, Darkin was awarded his Army Long Service 
and Good Conduct Medal in 1856, and was discharged on 31 May 1859, after 
20 years and 361 days' service. He died at Leeds on 10 June 1883.

Robert Smart was born on 10 March 1805 in Barony, Glasgow, Lanarkshire, and attested for the 13th Light Infantry on 30 January 
1826. Although the regiment was then fighting in Burma, he did not join it in the East Indies until 1828. He had been promoted 
Corporal in July 1826, a very rapid rise after only six months as Private, followed by promotion to Sergeant in May 1829. He returned 
to England early in 1833 and served the remainder of his career at the regimental depot. 

In the summer of that year he sat for the French artist, Alexandre-Jean Dubois Drahonet, who had been commissioned by King William 
IV to paint the 'New Costumes of the British Army'. In 1847 Smart was given a medical discharge from the Army while stationed at 
Dublin. On 27 March 1848, he received his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal from the Staff Officer of Pensions at 
Taunton, where he lived until his sudden death from a brain tumour in 1 860. It transpired that he had had a seizure while burying his 
head in the water butt in his yard, a regular practise by which he attempted to relieve the violent headaches from which he suffered.

'On 8 August 1862 Private J. McCarthy, H.M. 15th Regiment of Foot, was bathing in the St. John River, in Frederichton, New 
Brunswick, when he got into difficulties and sank beneath the water. Drum Major William Martin and Private Richard Richards, both of 
the 15th Regiment of Foot, swam to his assistance and managed to rescue him. The case was brought to the attention of the Royal 
Humane Society by the Commanding Officer, Colonel J. A. Cole, and the Regimental Surgeon, Surgeon-Major D. Dyer. The Royal 
Humane Society granted its Bronze Medal to both William Martin and Richard Richards and on 22 November 1862 sent the medals 
out through the Colonial Office for presentation.' 

William Martin was born on 3 May 1829 in Chester and attested for the 15th (East Yorkshire) Regiment of Foot on 3 June 1844. 
Advanced Sergeant on 21 October 1861, he was appointed Drum-Major on 27 June 1862, and was awarded his Army Long Service 
and Good Conduct Medal on 16 June 1866, four years after the award of his Royal Humane Society Medal. He was discharged on 1 7 
November 1868, after 21 years and 15 days' service, of which 6 years and 2 months were spent in North America.

Joseph Linder was born on 28 November 1851 in Castlewellan, Co. Down, 
Ireland, and attested for the 74th Highlanders at Limerick on 28 June 1867.

October 1881. He served with the 2nd Battalion Highland Light Infantry in Egypt 
from 8 August 1882 until 18 February 1883, was appointed Sergeant Bugler 
whilst in Egypt on 19 August 1882, and was present at the Battle of Tel-el-Kebir 
on 13 September 1882, where his battalion suffered more casualties than any 
other regiment, with 65 officers and men killed or wounded out of a total 
strength of 339. Whilst in Egypt he distinguished himself by saving the life of a 
man of his regiment who had fallen into the Nile. A letter in the H.L.I. Chronicle 
of July 1893 states, 'It seems hard that no reward should have been made to the 
non-commissioned officer, Sergeant-Bugler Joseph Linder, who alone out of so 
many hundreds risked his life in the strong currents- and among the crocodiles!' 

Linder subsequently served with the Regiment in India for nearly ten years, from 
September 1884 until April 1894, where he was a member of the Regimental 
Football Club and held the important appointment of Regimental Liquor Bar 
Sergeant, and was discharged on 27 June 1894 after 27 years' service. Having 
been awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in April 1885, 
he was awarded the Meritorious Service Medal per Army Order 231 in June 
1925. He died in 1927.

Posted to the 1st Battalion in February 1895, he served with them continuously until September 1918, at Gibraltar; in 
Egypt, where he was one of the two Boys from the Regiment who went up the Nile and was present at the Battle of the Atbara and at 
Omdurman (also entitled to clasp for Khartoum); in Cyprus; and in South Africa, where he served in the Mounted Infantry Company, 
and was Mentioned in Lord Roberts' Despatch of 4 September 1901 as having 'rendered special and meritorious service' during the 
Boer War (London Gazette 10 September 1901). Having been promoted Drum Major on 24 March 1903, succeeding his brother Peter, 
he served continuously throughout the Great War on the Western Front, (also entitled to 1914 Star with clasp, and Victory Medal). He 
transferred to the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion in September 1918, and was discharged on 2 April 1920. The 79th News contains the 
following account, written on the completion of his 25 and a half years' continuous service, 'Destined to become one of the senior N. 
C.O.'s of the Regiment, he proved to be one of the most loyal and devoted. He was a fine example of the Regiment, a strong 
disciplinarian, and one of the most experienced Sergeant-Drummers in the service. The high state of efficiency which was maintained 
by the Drums whilst under his charge is the best testimony to his abilities.' Following his discharge he continued to serve his Regiment 
as Depot Orderly Room Clerk, in a civil capacity, before his death on 22 June 1930. 

Scotland's nephew, Drum Major P. F. W. Scotland, also served with the Cameron Highlanders, and went to France as Drum Major of 
the 1st Battalion in 1939, using the same parade stick that his uncle had used when he went to France as Drum Major of the 1st 
Battalion in 1914.

The Hyde Park and Regent's Park bombings occurred on 20 July 1982 in London. Members of the Provisional Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) detonated two bombs during British military ceremonies in Hyde Park and Regent's Park, both in central London. The 
explosions killed 11 military personnel: four soldiers of the Blues & Royals at Hyde Park, and seven bandsmen of the Royal Green 
Jackets at Regent's Park. Seven of the Blues & Royals' horses also died in the attack. One seriously injured horse, Sefton, survived and 
was subsequently featured on television programmes and was awarded "Horse of the Year".

William Stirling was born on 15 March 1876, the son of General Sir William Stirling, K.C.B., Colonel Commandant, Royal Artillery, 
and was educated at Wellington College and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. Commissioned Second Lieutenant, Royal 
Artillery, on 1 March 1896, he was promoted Lieutenant on 21 March 1899, and Captain on 8 January 1902. He served as Adjutant on 
three separate occasions between May 1906 and October 1911, before receiving his Majority on 26 August 1912. He served during the 
Great War continuously on the Western Front from 4 November 1914 until the Armistice, first as a temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, 5 
December 1915 until 29 December 1916, and later, after a period on the Staff, as Brigadier-General commanding Royal Artillery 50th 
Division, 1 April 1918 until 27 March 1919, taking part in the Battle of the Aisne and the Hundred Days Offensive. Promoted 
Lieutenant-Colonel on 30 December 1916, for his service during the Great War he was created a Companion of the Most Distinguished 
Order of St. Michael and St. George; was awarded the Distinguished Service Order; and was five times Mentioned in Despatches 
(.London Gazettes 22 June 1915, 4 January 1917, 21 May 1918, 20 December 1918, and 5 July 1919). After the War he was promoted 
Colonel, 30 December 1920, and appointed firstly as Instructor, Senior Officers' School, India, 17 January 1921, and then 
Commandant of the School of Artillery 6 November 1922, a position he held for four years until going on half-pay in November 1926. 
He returned to full employment a year later on appointment as Commander of the Royal Artillery 2nd Division at Aldershot, 1 7 January 
1928, a post he held for the next four years before he finally retired at the end of his term with the rank of Brigadier in 1932. He died 
on 31 October 1949.

The recommendation for an Immediate M.C. states: 

'W/Lt. Derek Nielson Brinson, 1st Bn Welsh Guards, 32 Guards Brigade, Guards Armoured Division, 30 Corps. 

During the attack by No 4 Coy. on HECHTEL on 12 Sep 44, the advance was held up by an S.P. gun on the main road North of the 
cross roads in the village, which knocked out two Sherman tanks of the 11th Armd Div. who were following up along the road running 
N and S. Lieut BRINSON was in command of the reserve platoon while the two leading platoons were pinned by Spandau fire beyond 
and to the W of the X-rds. Lieut BRINSON asked permission to stalk the S.P. gun with the P.I.A.T. group from his Platoon. His group 
passed through the right leading PL, under fire, and made its way through several houses, which had not yet been cleared of enemy, to 
within 20 yds. of the S.P. gun. 

Lieut BRINSON placed the P.I.A.T. in position, and standing up in the open, gave orders to his group and observed their fire. Two 
direct hits were obtained on the hull, one of which penetrated to the inside of the vehicle. The latter was not immobilised but the crew 
abandoned it immediately, and ten minutes later the Coy. was able to advance up to and beyond the gun so that it never had the 
chance to fire again. Throughout the day he showed utter disregard of his own safety as well as cool judgement in the handling of his 
platoon.' 

The battle for the liberation of Hechtel was fought by the 1st and 2nd battalions of the Welsh Guards, with heavy losses on both sides. 
The first attack was launched on 7 September 1944, and Hechtel was finally liberated on 12 September after five days of ferocious 
fighting. The Welsh Guards lost 62 men in the battle for Hechtel and 35 civilians were killed, including 11 who were executed by the 
Germans on suspicion of being collaborators. The Corps Commander, General Sir R. N. O'Connor, said afterwards when he came with 
the Divisional Commander and the Brigadier to congratulate the Welsh Guards Group: "It is one thing to gain ground, but it is quite 
another to destroy a complete enemy battalion." 


Derek Nielson Brinson was born on 23 June 1921, second son of H. N. Brinson, D.S.O., O.B.E. He was educated at Bradfield College, 
and Hertford College, Oxford, and served in the Welsh Guards, 1941-46; joined the Loreign and Commonwealth Office 1949; Second 
Secretary, Rome, 1951; Loreign Office 1953; 1st Secretary 1954; 1st Secretary and Head of Chancery, Saigon, 1957 (acted as Charge 
d'Affaires, 1958 and 1959); 1st Secretary, later Head of Chancery, UK Delegations Nuclear Tests, Laos, and Disarmament Conferences 
Geneva, 1960-64; Loreign Office 1964; Counsellor and Head of Chancery, Caracas, 1965 (acted as Charge d'Affaires), 1968; Head of 
Guidance Department, Loreign and Commonwealth Office, 1969-70; Head of Guidance and Information Policy Department, Loreign 
and Commonwealth Office, 1970-74. He died on 28 December 1974. 
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An outstanding Indian Police Officer's C.I.E., M.B.E., K.P.M. group of five awarded to Superintendent R. H. Hitchcock, 
Madras Police: the founder and Commandant of the Malabar Special Police, he 'stood apart as altogether exceptional' 
in suppressing the Moplah Rebellion shortly after the Great War

Richard Howard Hitchcock was born on 12 March 1884 at Basford, Nottinghamshire. His father, also named Richard, was Rector of 
Fordwich for many years - there is a window dedicated to his memory in the parish church. 

Richard Jnr. was educated at the King's School Canterbury, 1894-1903. Academically bright, he sat for the competitive examination to 
join the Imperial Indian Police and came first: this was no mean achievement for as compared to Sandhurst where 200 places were 
annually available, standards were very high, and only 15-20 places available per year for entry into the Indian Police. On joining the 
force in 1903, he was posted to Bengal. In early 1916, as a Superintendent 5th Grade, Hitchcock was awarded the K.P.M. for heading 
off an uprising by the Mapillas in the previous year and, as the Great War came to a close, he was seconded to the Army and granted 
the temporary rank of Captain. It was in this capacity that he was awarded for his assistance in raising the 2/73 Malabar Battalion at 
Cannanore.Then in 1921, with ongoing troubles in Malabar, Hitchcock organised a new police force on the model of the British Army: 
the Malabar Special Police, of which he became the first Commandant. This was just as well, for as highlighted in one official report, 
the scale of the latest rebellion was considerable:'The magnitude of the devastation caused by the rebellion can be seen from the fact 
that, during its progress, 19 Police Stations had been sacked, eight Revenue Offices, including Sub. Treasuries looted, 10 Sub. 
Registrar's Offices destroyed and 16 Post Offices pillaged. The destruction of village offices, traveller's bungalows and bridges was 
terrific. Railway lines and stations also did not escape the hands of the rebels.' 

However, as a consequence of his highly effective leadership, Hitchcock gradually closed down assorted avenues of political dissent by 
means of effective intelligence gathering at Mosques and elsewhere. He was duly praised in an official report: 'The services of Mr. 
Hitchcock stood apart as altogether exceptional. With his unique local knowledge and splendid devotion to duty, he might truly be 
said to have been the mainspring of the suppression of the rebellion both as Chief Intelligence Officer of the Martial Law Commander 
and as the Superintendent of Police after the abrogation of Martial Law.' 

Unfortunately, the same period of operations also witnessed the 'Moplah Train Tragedy' when, in November 1921, Hitchcock was the 
senior officer placed in charge of transporting Moplah prisoners by rail: 70 were found dead, asphyxiated in a railway luggage van. The 
subsequent enquiry found that the deaths were due to a defect of the van but also that that Hitchcock and Evans (the civilian in joint 
charge of the operation) failed to exercise proper supervision of the vans containing the prisoners. Police and railway officials of lesser 
rank were found guilty of culpable negligence. 

Hitchcock, who nonetheless was awarded the C.I.E. in June 1922, died of a perforated ulcer on 31 August 1926, aged 42 years, whilst 
on home leave in Tunbridge Wells. A memorial was erected to his memory at Malappuram but this was subsequently removed as a 
consequence of popular protest in the late 1930s; sold with copied research.

John Percy Gannons Worlledge, who was born in September 1887, was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in July 
1907. 

Advanced to Captain shortly after the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he served in France and Flanders in August-October 1915, 
December 1916, May 1917 and August 1917-October 1918; so, too, in South Russia in the period March-October 1919. He was 
awarded the O.B.E. and twice mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 5 July 1919 and 16 July 1920, refer). 

With his wide experience of R.E. wireless companies, Worlledge became a key figure in the newly established Corps of Signals - 
afterwards the Royal Signals - in the 1920s. Advanced to Major in June 1921, he commanded a wireless company in Palestine and, 
having then attained the rank of Colonel in February 1932, he was serving as a Member of the R.E. & Signals Board on the renewal of 
hostilities in September 1939. 

MI5: Controller of the Radio Security Service 1939-41 

At the start of the war, Vernon Kell, the head of MI5, introduced a contingency plan to deal with the problem of illicit radio 
transmissions. A new body was created, the Radio Security Service (RSS), and Worlledge was appointed C.O. and Controller. His brief 
was to Intercept, locate and close down illicit wireless stations operated either by enemy agents in Great Britain or by other persons 
not being licensed to do so under Defence Regulations, 1939'. As a security precaution, RSS was given the cover designation of MI8(c). 

Worlledge immediately set about assembling his team of experts, recruiting members by word-of-mouth invitation only, selecting 
individuals with a keen grasp of Morse Code, language and cryptology. He choose Major Sclater and Major Cole-Adams as his 
assistants and appointed Oxford University lecturer, and his former Great War wireless colleague, Walter Gill, together with Oxford 
research fellow, Hugh Trevor-Roper, as chief intercept analysts. Working alongside them in Wormwood Scrubs was MI5's John 
Masterman and T.A. Robertson who ran the double agent XX System. Gill used the codes already found by Agent SNOW (Arthur 
Owens) as the basis for decrypting incoming agent traffic. 

RSS received intercepted signals from a variety of sources including the Post Office which caught unlicensed radio transmissions from 
three receiving stations in the furthermost corners of the U.K. At first, there was a failure to find any signals emanating from German 
spies in Britain. This led Gill to look at the problem the other way around and try to find the transmissions from the Abwehr Secret 
Service in Germany: 'If the agent can hear Germany's replies,' he reasoned, 'so might we.' Hugh Trevor-Roper was instrumental in this 
as he was a noted mathematician and fluent in German. By intercepting such communications, RSS was straying beyond its remit, but it 
passed this signal traffic to the Government Code & Cypher School (GC. & CS), who had recently relocated to Bletchley Park under 
their head, Alistair Denniston. Despite its potential, Denniston dismissed the material out of hand, perhaps as a message to RSS to steer 
well clear of GC & CS's remit. Worlledge, Gill and Trevor-Roper were dissatisfied with this rebuff and continued to work away at 
deciphering the code themselves. 
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After much trial and error, Trevor-Roper broke the cypher one evening whilst lying in the bath holding a damp typed sheet. Once he 
had found the key, German words and sentences appeared out of the script of what before had been gibberish. On return to the Scrubs, 
the team worked around the clock until it became clear they were reading the radio transmissions of the Abwehr. This one particular 
general cypher was used when an Enigma machine could not be safely housed. Soon RSS was cracking similar codes and reading 
much of the Abwehr's traffic, including from ships in the Baltic which resulted in the arrest of several enemy agents as soon as they 
landed on British soil. These first intercepts acted as a widening peephole into the Abwehr's use of wireless encryption and prove to be 
essential in the eventual breaking of the Abwehr's Enigma code. According to Hugh Trevor-Roper's Biography: 

'Gill and his deputy were understandably excited at what they had discovered, as was their Commanding Officer, Colonel J. P. G. 
Worlledge. After he circulated the news of RSS's findings, Worlledge received a 'rocket' from his MI8 superior, who instructed him in 
future RSS would not interest itself in cryptography since 'that is the province of GC & CS. only'. Gill greatly enjoyed this order and 
continued RSS's breakthrough work. Denniston reacted with alarm, hurrying down to Wormwood Scrubs, accompanied by his senior 
cryptographer, Oliver Strachey. During the course of the ensuing discussion, it was agreed that Bletchley should set up its own section 
under Strachey to handle the traffic RSS had discovered. Despite these arrangements, the next four Abwehr codes to be broken were 
cracked within RSS, not Bletchley.' 

Due to RSS success and increased staff complement, the decision was to follow suit with Bletchley and relocate away from London. 
The Scrubs also began to receive hits from German bombing, so the decision was made to move to Arkley View, a large country house 
near the village of Arkley in the London Borough of Barnet. It was given the cryptic postal address of Box 25, Barnet and processed 
messages before forwarding a select number to Bletchley. 

Towards the end of 1940, RSS had intercepted signals from an Abwehr substation in North Africa which provided a comprehensive 
picture of its organisation in Morocco. Worlledge ordered Trevor-Roper to write a report on the subject which he then distributed with 
the covering note: 'The attached memorandum, the work of Captain Trevor-Roper, seems worthy of circulation.' Major Cowgill, of 
Secret Intelligence Services, was incandescent at this breach of security: 'Worlledge and Trevor-Roper ought to be court-martialled,' he 
fumed. He was irritated that Hugh's report had been circulated to MI5, of which SIS was always jealous. For Cowgill, the matter 
emphasised the anomalous position of RSS, and the resulting lack of what he considered proper control over their activities. As a result, 
allied with the fact that some of its personnel had managed to decode some Abwehr cyphers ahead of Bletchley, meant that control of 
Arkley passed to MI6. RSS was detached altogether from the War Office and MI8, removed physically from the embrace of MI5 and 
transferred to MI6. The Abwehr, with all its schedules known, was monitored around the clock and, in December 1941, the Enigma 
cypher was finally broken. 

Hugh Trevor-Roper concludes: 

'Our discovery was of great importance; so important that it must be kept a closely-guarded secret. And yet what had happened? 
Colonel Worlledge had naively revealed it, not only to his official contacts in the Armed Services intelligence departments (which in 
the eyes of MI6 was bad enough) but also (horror of horrors!) to the civilians of the Post Office. I found myself taken over by MI6 as I 
was junior enough not to threaten anyone's prospect of promotion. Takeovers are commonly ruthless and this was no exception. 
Colonel Worlledge, having resisted the change, was unceremoniously dropped and retired to his castle in Ireland. Major Gill was also 
annexed. The manner of their extrusion seemed to me rather shabby. After all, they had thrown a struggling Secret Service a lifebelt, 
which after they had run their own ship aground, had enabled them to be winched to safety and afterwards, on dry land, to 
congratulate themselves on what they would claim as their achievement.'

Mark Singleton was born in Theale Wedmore, Somerset, on 24 June 1887, and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in May 
1902. Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in May 1907 and to Lieutenant in December 1909, he was serving in the base ship H.M.S. Espiegle 
in the Persian Gulf on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, and was subsequently employed with naval units co-operating with 
military forces in Mesopotamia. 

By May 1915 the Turks had been driven from the lower reaches of the Tigris, and in order that the Navy might render assistance to the 
Army in following them up, a number of flat bottomed tug boats were commandeered and commissioned as H.M. Ships for use on the 
river. One of these, the Shaitan, was placed under Singleton's command. Crewed by eight men, his boat was armed with a 12-pounder 
quick-firing gun in her bows and a smaller gun aft. 

Advancing from Qurnah in June, the Shaitan, due to Singleton's skilful boat handling, got ahead of the other small craft, and reached a 
point three miles south of Amara on her own. As she entered the reach of the river immediately below the town, which was situated on 
the east bank, large numbers of enemy troops were seen crossing the river to the western bank by a bridge of boats and getting into a 
barge secured to the Turkish gun boat Mamarris. The bridge of boats was then opened, the enemy gun boat clearly going to depart up 
river. Singleton immediately opened fire with the 12-pounder, causing the troops to abandon the barge for a safer spot on the west 
bank. Shaitan then steamed on and as she passed through the bridge of boats found the town was occupied in force. Half a battalion of 
Turks, moving through the streets to the river front, smartly retreated. Around the next bend on both banks yet more troops were retiring 
from the Shaitan which was in effect surrounded. The Turks held their fire for fear of drawing the attention of Shaitan's 12-pounder, and 
she continued upstream for about half a mile, whence Singleton called on a party of about two hundred Turks with six officers to 
surrender. The Bluejacket's disarmed them and, taking their weapons on board, compelled them to march down river abreast of the 
tug. On the way back to Amara, Singleton took more prisoners, who emerged from trees and threw down their arms; and, unattended, 
the sorry Turkish party obediently walked to the now deserted town where they sat down by a coffee shop and awaited the arrival of 
British troops. 

Thus Singleton, at the expenditure of only two or three shells, captured 250 Turkish troops and 11 officers and contributed largely to 
the evacuation of Amara by 2000 troops. It was the opinion of the official historian of the campaign that greater daring than the 
Singleton's cool audacity could hardly be imagined. He was awarded the D.S.O. 

Having taken part in further advances up river over the course of the next three months, and been mentioned in despatches, Singleton, 
due to heavy casualties and sickness, became the Senior Naval Officer on the Tigris although only 26 years of age. And in February 
1916, he was given command of the 98-ton gunboat Stonefly, in which capacity he was twice mentioned in despatches for further 
actions on the Tigris and the Euphrates. 

Returning home in January 1918, he was invested with his D.S.O. at Buckingham Palace that March and saw out the War with the 
Harwich Force in command of the destroyer Patrician. Placed on the Retired List on account of ill-health in December 1923, the gallant 
Singleton died on 21 December 1952.

Maurice James Rogers Sharp was born in Ford, Devonport in September 1881, the son of Engineer Rear-Admiral William Sharp. 
Following in his father's footsteps, he attended the Engineering College, Keyham and was appointed a Probationary Assistant Engineer 
in the Royal Navy in June 1902. 

Having then gained advancement to Lieutenant in April 1906, he was serving in the destroyer H.M.S. Llewellyn on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914, and he remained similarly employed until removing to another destroyer, Recruit , in November 1916. It was 
for his services in the latter ship in the Harwich Force that he was awarded the D.S.O., the announcement for which appeared a month 
or so after his death. 

Recruit was torpedoed and sunk by UB-16 on 9 August 1917, three miles north of the Noord Hinder Light Vessel with a loss of 54 
officers and ratings. 

Sharp, who has no known grave and is commemorated on the Portsmouth Memorial, left a widow, Daisy, of 'The Gables', Prinsted, 
Emsworth, Hampshire.

Noel Louis St. Pierre Bunbury was born at Woolwich, London, on Christmas Day 1890, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel William St. 
Pierre Bunbury and a scion of the Bunbury baronets of Stanney Hall, Cheshire, and was educated at Bedford School and the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst. He sailed for India on 5 October 1910 in H.M.S. Plassy and joined his Regiment at Bareilly, He served 
during the Great War in Mesopotamia and during the Russian Intervention in Siberia, and then with the Indian Army in Waziristan 
1920-21, and on the North West Frontier in 1930. In July 1932 he transferred to the 6th Royal Battalion (Scinde), 13th Frontier Force 
Rifles, taking over the appointment of Second-in-Command. In early 1934, whilst he was temporarily in command of the Battalion, the 
Commanding Officer Colonel Inskip being away in Delhi, orders were received for the Battalion to be, at six hours' notice, in readiness 
to join an expedition against the Madda Khel Wzirs, and although the state of readiness continued for two months in the end nothing 
materialised. At the end of March Colonel Inskip left the Battalion on appointment to Army Headquarters, and after a spell as 
Commandant, Bunbury was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel and appointed Commanding Officer of the Battalion on 7 December 1934. 
He served with them in Waziristan, 1936-37. For his service in Waziristan he was awarded the Distinguished Service Order, 
specifically for service between the dates 25 November 1936 to 16 January 1937. Appointed Acting Commanding Officer of the 
Razmak Brigade, India, with the local rank of Colonel, on 9 August 1937, he relinquished command on 1 October of that year, and 
was promoted Brevet Colonel. Appointed to the General Staff, India Office, 24 April 1938, with the rank of Colonel (backdated by a 
year) and acting Brigadier, he subsequently served during the Second War as a Brigade Commander in India from 1941, and was 
appointed an aide-de-camp to H.M. the King on 5 April 1943. He retired on 1 July 1944, with the honorary rank of Brigadier, and later 
served as Officer Commanding 12th County of London Home Guard Battalion between 1952 and 1955. In retirement he wrote the 
Regimental History of the 6th Royal Battalion, 13th Frontier Force Rifles, 1934-47. He died at Hale, Cheshire, on 31 January 1971.

James Fountain was appointed Temporary Skipper, R.N.R., in the minesweeping trawler H.M.S. Resparko in May 1940, a short lived 
appointment owing to her loss at Falmouth that August, when she was bombed in the docks and went down in two minutes. Fountain's 
next appointment was to the Calverton, another minesweeping trawler, in September 1940: as it transpired, this proved to be an even 
shorter appointment, for Calverton was mined in the Humber estuary that November. 

He was awarded the D.S.C., which distinction he received at Buckingham Palace on 18 February 1941. His subsequent award of a Bar 
to his D.S.C. was in respect of his services in the minesweeping trawler Ben Meidie in 1941, a vessel of the 113th M./S. Group based at 
Grimsby. He remained actively employed in Ben Meidie until 1945, latterly as her C.O. in 111th M./S. Group, and received the Bar to 
his D.S.C. at Buckingham Palace in April 1944. Described in one newspaper article as 'a bit of a dasher', Fountain was from 
Cleethorpes, Lincolnshire.

Henry Forrester was born at Col inton, Midlothian, on 11 October 1887, and passed out of Britannia on 15 May 1904; Midshipman, 30 
July 1904; Lieutenant, 1 April 1910; Lieutenant-Commander, 1 April 1918; Commander (Retired), 11 October 1927. 

In January 1915 Forrester was given command of the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Kangaroo, part of the Sixth Flotilla in the Dover 
Patrol. He was appointed to the command of the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Leven on 2 December 1915, and was awarded the D.S. 
C. for his work with the Dover Patrol in offensive operations on the Belgian Coast during the winter months of 1915-16. In June 1917 
he transferred his command to the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Meteor, again with the Dover Patrol, and did good work in mine 
laying operations as related in Keeping the Seas, by E. R. G. R. Evans ['of the Broke' fame]: 

'We had a very bright sample of officer attached to our patrol in the person of Lieut.-Commander Henry Forrester, D.S.C., who 
commanded the mine-laying destroyer Meteor. He was absolutely without fear, and I personally had more to do with with Forrester 
than with many of the other junior officers commanding ships of the Dover Patrol. In 1917 particularly, I used to escort him to a 
position near the Thornton Ridge, where he had established a zero mark buoy, from which he worked to lay his lines of forty mines or 
so. A description of one night will do for all. 

The barrage patrol would withdraw at dusk; the vessels would anchor in Dunkirk Roads, or to the northward of the bank which protects 
the roads, according to the state of tide for that night. A couple of hours before high water, the Meteor would take station abeam of the 
commanding flotilla leader and a little procession would form up to accompany her to the zero point from which she worked to get 
into position for laying. The flotilla leader, with her following of modern destroyers, would screen the Meteor up to the Thornton Ridge, 
or to whatever zero point had been decided on, and then, if no enemy vessels were met with, "g" would be flashed from Forrester's 
ship, and he would proceed independently over to the prescribed position where his mines would be deposited. Personally, I loved 
these night mine-laying stunts; I had grown tired of seeing the enemy on the horizon and never being able to close him, on account of 
our mine barrage, but night time brought such boundless possibilities. A new division of destroyers might come from Wilhelmshaven to 
join the Flanders flotilla; a destroyer might be met with, intent on bombarding Lowestoft, Aldburgh, or some other fishermen's home; 
small "A" class T.B.D,'s might be met with, or even enemy trawlers: a chance of a scrap we always looked forward to, and our 
personnel was splendid. I frankly admit that German gunnery was pretty advanced but they never profited sufficiently by it, and they 
were not out to fight. Our fellows certainly were intent on fighting, and if I have any criticism to make in this little volume on our own 
sailors, it is that they treated the war as a football match, rather than a contest of brains. 

Whenever I accompanied Forrester and his Meteor I felt a thrill of pride run through me, for this little red-faced man must have crossed 
and re-crossed the German minefields on almost every occasion when he took his Meteor up the coast. His work was splendid, and I 
shall never forget the feeling of apprehension which crept over me when I saw the little Meteor disappearing into the darkness. The 
impression left on my mind was a cloud of black smoke, a phosphorescent wake and a tin kettle full of men who were keen as mustard; 
then the period of suspense - an hour, possibly two. We knew her speed; we knew the position in which the mines were to be laid and 
we therefore anticipated to within five minutes the instant of her re-appearance. It all comes back to me so vividly. The bow wave 
reported by the look-out, the quickly-flashed challenge and acknowledgement, the feeling of relief and the signal, "Speed 20 knots," 
flashed by the lamp which only showed in the direction decided on; the dark shape of the Meteor as she took station abeam of the 
Broke, and we swirled away homeward to our anchorage off Dunkirk. We always hoped to meet the enemy, but that privilege was 
denied us, and I feel that privilege will for ever be denied us now that Peace terms specify a reduction of German armaments. We can 
hardly hope ever to meet them again. 

Little Forrester was awarded the D.S.C. for his services; I think he also got the Croix de Guerre, and I hope he will receive some other 
recognition; he certainly deserves the best that can be given.' 

Commander Forrester was re-employed in 1940 and appointed to H.M.S. Skirmisher, Milford Haven parent ship. He afterwards served 
in the Plans Division and as Chief Staff Officer (Admin.) to Commodore (D). He was placed on the Retired List in 1946.

Alexander Erskine Drynan was born in Edinburgh in June 1886, the son of 
Alexander Blain and Grace Drynan. Having qualified in medicine in his home 
city, he was appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in October 
1914. Embarked for France in March 1915, he attained the acting rank of Major 
in March 1918 and was awarded the M.C.; post-war, prior to being invalided 
from the service in December 1922, he served in Egypt and Turkey. 

Having then established an extensive private practice in Brighton, where he was 
also well-known for his work at The Royal Sussex County Hospital and 
undertook a great amount of voluntary medical work, Drynan joined the 
Territorials in December 1937. It was in this capacity, as a Colonel with 
command of No. 21 General Hospital, that he served with the B.E.F. in France, 
up until his sudden death on account of blood poisoning on 14 February 1940. 
He left a widow, Dorothy Annie Drynan, and was buried in St. Sever Cemetery 
Extension, Rouen.

Vincent Gunton Gilbey was born in Marylebone, London in 1876. Employed by city merchants Quick, Reed & Smith of Fenchurch 
Street - a photograph of his 'illustrating the most ancient method of husking coffee, as practised by the natives of Abyssinia', survives in 
The National Archives - he otherwise excelled at Lacrosse: in fact he was a silver medallist at the 1908 Olympics. 

Appointed Captain & Adjutant of the 3rd Highland (Howitzer) Brigade, R.F.A. in December 1914, he retained the Adjutancy until May 
1916 and first went to France in October of the same year. In November 1917, he transferred to the Italian front, where he remained 
actively employed until returning to France in March 1918. His subsequent award of the M.C. was in respect of his services in 175th 
Brigade, Ammunition Column, R.F.A. 

Gilbey was living at Bracken Hall, Kesgrave, near Ipswich, at the time of applying for his campaign medals.

The recommendation for the Immediate award of the M.C. states: 

'On the morning of February 26th, "D" Coy. 1/10 Gurkha Rifles was ambushed 3 miles north of TAUNGTHA and the company 
commander killed. Lt. Willcock at once took over command of the company who were in considerable difficulties as they were pinned 
frontally and overlooked from both flanks. He quickly rallied his men, got the transport away, and established contact with his Bn. in 
TAUNGTHA. 

An armoured force was at once sent to the assistance of "D" Company and contact was established at Ms45/5 about 1200hrs. On 
arrival of the leading troop of tanks Lt. Willcock though being heavily sniped at once walked over to the outside telephone on the troop 
commander's tank, and though he knew his men were tired and short of ammunition, Lt. Willcock and the tank commander made a 
joint plan for a counter-attack. The attack was very quickly organised and went in with great dash largely because of the fearless 
leadership of Lt. Willcock, the result being that some 50 Japanese were killed and the remainder fled to the nearby hills. 

Throughout the day Lt. Willcock, who had not previously been in battle, set a magnificent example to "D" Company, and his conduct 
has been the subject of comment throughout the squadron of Royal Deccan Horse who supported him.' 
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A particularly fine Second World War Air Gunner's D.F.C. and Bar group of five awarded to Flight Lieutenant D. B. 
Ross, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, a veteran of 54 operational sorties in Whitleys of No. 51 Squadron and in 
Wellingtons and Halifaxes of No. 427 Squadron, among them Operation "Biting", the famous paratroop raid mounted 
on Bruneval in February 1942 

A number of encounters with enemy night fighters aside, his aircraft returned with flak damage on no less than 11 
occasions: most memorable of all was a raid on Essen in March 1943, when a direct hit killed his Navigator and 
seriously wounded his Wireless Operator - the latter's subsequent gallantry resulted in a V.C. recommendation and 
the award of the D.F.C. to Ross

D.F.C. London Gazette 1 7 August 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'Pilot Officer Ross has completed 10 operations on his second tour with this squadron and has carried out his duties in the air with the 
greatest zeal. On a flight from Essen on 12 March 1943, he was Air Gunner of an aircraft hit by flak in which the Navigator was killed 
and Wireless Operator seriously injured. He nevertheless helped the Captain in bringing the damaged aircraft to base, and on the way 
home successfully beat off two attacks by a Ju. 88. He has shown courage and devotion to duty during this present operational tour of 
the highest order.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 22 May 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'This Gunner has completed 10 trips on his third tour of operations. At all times his work has been of a very high calibre. He has 
exceptional qualities of leadership and coolness setting a fine example, not only to his crew but to the Squadron in general. 

On 30 December 1944, his bomber was detailed to attack Cologne. After leaving the target while on three engines, the bomber was 
attacked by an Me. 210. Flying Officer Ross skilfully directed the evasive action and drove off the enemy fighter with his guns. 

I most highly recommend that Flying Officer Ross be awarded a Bar to his Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

David Burgess Ross commenced training as an Air Gunner in July 1941 and, on qualification, was posted to No. 51 Squadron, a 
Whitley unit operating out of Dishforth, at the year's end. Thus his first operational sortie - an attack on Aachen - flown on the night of 
8 December 1941. 

Having then teamed-up with Squadron Leader Peveler's crew, he participated in three further sorties in December 1941, namely 
attacks on Brest on the 1 7th - 'Hit by flak' (his Flying Log Book, refers); on Cologne on the 23rd and on Emden on 28th - 'Bags of flak 
and searchlights' (ibid). 

At the end of January 1942, after sorties flown in Sergeant Ashley's and Pilot Officer Hanlon's crews to Brest, St. Nazaire and Emden, 
he joined Flight Lieutenant Towsey's crew. It was in this latter capacity that he flew two further sorties to Emden before the month's 
end, his turret freezing-up at -31 degrees on the first occasion and his aircraft being damaged by flak on the second. 

Opera tion "Biting " 

In February, No. 51 commenced training for Operation "Biting", the famous Combined Operations raid on the enemy's Wurzburg 
radar installation at Bruneval. The military force - namely the fledgling 1st Parachute Brigade - was placed under the command of 
Major J. D. Frost, while the R.A.F's paratroop-carrying Whitleys of No. 51 Squadron were commanded by another wartime legend, 
Wing Commander P. C. "Pick" Pickard. The raid - carried out on the night of the 27th-28th - was a complete success, the parachutists 
afterwards being embarked by Coastal Forces with their valuable haul of components removed from the radar station. 

For his own part, Ross noted in his Flying Log Book: 

'Ops - Paratroop Dropping, Bruneval, N. France. Radiolocation Station Destroyed. Shot-up Searchlights and M.G. Posts.' 

Other than the value of the captured radar apparatus to our 'boffins', the Bruneval raid achieved one other notable success, namely the 
acceptance by higher authority that the military could - and should - expand its airborne capability. John Frost takes up the story in his 
biography, A Drop Too Many: 

'One very beneficial result from our point of view was that it put our airborne forces on the map. General "Boy" Browning had been 
having difficulty in persuading people that airborne forces could play a really useful part in the war. Despite the successes of German 
airborne troops, the traditional conservatism of many Service chiefs stood in the way of experiment, very largely because our more 
conventional resources were already strained. Now our General was able to get some degree of priority and the Prime Minister, who 
had initiated the formation of our Parachute troops, was encouraged to ensure that we had the necessary support. It was also a feather 
in the cap for Headquarters Combined Operations.' 
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Ross's next sortie was flown in support of another well-known wartime operation, the raid on St. Nazaire on the night of 27-28 March 
1942, although owing to poor visibility his own aircraft was unable to release its bomb load. 

Over the coming month No. 51 continued to practice paratroop drops but there was no relief from regular operational sorties. Thus 
trips to Poissy, Genoa, Lorient and Rostock in April, the former resulting in flak damage to his aircraft and the latter, on account of loss 
of fuel, a crash-landing 40 miles from base. 

In the period May-July 1942, Ross was attached to 296 and 297 Squadrons, fledgling glider-training units, following which he was 
rested at No. 10 O.T.U. in Abingdon. 

Second Tour - immediate D.F.C. - fellow member of crew recommended for the V.C. 

Returning to an operational footing at the end of 1942, Ross joined No. 427 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, a Wellington unit operating out of 
Croft, Cheshire. Appointed to Wing Commander Burnside's crew, he flew his first mission - a strike on Lorient - on 29 January 1943. A 
brace of return trips to Lorient having been undertaken in February, Ross's aircraft was assigned to attack Essen on two occasions in 
March. The second of these sorties, on the night of 12th-13th, was to result in a V.C. recommendation for his Wireless Operator, Flight 
Sergeant Geoffrey Keen, D.F.M. Bravery Awards for Aerial Combat, by Alan W. Cooper, takes up the story: 

'On the night of the 12th, he [Keen] was part of the C.O's crew - Wing Commander D. H. Burnside, D.F.C. They took off in Wellington 
BK 164 at 7.10 p.m. The target was successfully reached at 9.30 but they were then hit by heavy flak in the target area. The navigator, 
Pilot Officer Heather R.C.A.F., was killed instantly. Flight Sergeant Keen later recorded: 'I was sitting three to four feet away from him 
and I had my legs and feet knocked about a bit.' 

In fact he had half of one of his feet blown away as well as cuts and lacerations to both legs. Despite this he regained his seat and for 
over two hours worked on the damaged wireless set. The Wellington had been badly hit, but the bomb aimer, Pilot Officer R. J. 
Hayhurst, successfully guided Dudley Burnside on the bomb run. Later, on the return flight, the rear gunner, Pilot Officer D. B. Ross, 
successfully beat off a night fighter attack. 

Keen, meanwhile, had dragged himself to the navigator's compartment and ignoring his painful injuries managed to assist in the 
navigation and later obtained essential information to get them home. They made it back to England and made a creditable forced 
landing at R.A..F Stradishall. 

On 27 March, Wing Commander Burnside put forward a recommendation for Keen to receive the Victoria Cross, and who better to do 
so for he had been there. This was supported by the A.O.C. of 6 Group, Air Vice Marshal G..E. Brooks, C.B., O.B.E., but it was later 
changed to that of the C.G.M. Burnside himself received a Bar to his D.F.C., while Pilot Officers Hayhurst and Ross received D.F.Cs.' 

Second Tour - further adventures 

In early April 1943, Ross resumed operations in Wing Commander Burnside's crew, taking part in raids on Kiel and Stuttgart, following 
which pilot and crew attended a conversion course for Halifaxes; at the end of May, in an attack on Wuppertal, Ross's aircraft was 
once more damaged by flak, in addition to being shadowed by an enemy night fighter for 30 minutes. 

June's operational agenda commenced with a full moon low-level strike on Le Creusot on the 19th, Ross noting in his Flying Log Book, 
'Hedgehopped on return. Shot up on coast and M.U. Gunner wounded. Opened up on Ground Defences. Landed Tangmere.' Intense 
flak then having been encountered in trips to Wuppertal and Cologne, Ross's aircraft crashed on take-off for Gelsenkirchen on the 25th 
- 'Kite Written Off.' 

Operations continued apace in July, including further flak damage being sustained in an attack on Essen on 25 July and two trips to 
Hamburg at the time of the famous 'firestorm' raids; so, too, a trip to Remscheid on the 30th, in which pilot and crew 'encountered 
hundreds of searchlights in Ruhr defences' and returned home - once again - in a flak-damaged aircraft. 

Following an attack on Nurnberg in early August 1943, Ross participated in a strike on Munchen Gladbach on the 30th: 'Attacked five 
times by fighters - sight damage to own A/C.' His final sortie, prior to being rested, was against the marshalling yards in Modane in mid- 
September. 

Third Tour - Bar to D.F.C. 

In October 1944, Ross rejoined No. 427 Squadron and commenced his third tour of operations, this time as a member of Wing 
Commander Ganderton's crew. Thus strikes on Dortmund, Bochum and Wilhelmshaven, in addition to two daylight attacks on Wanna 
Eickel and Homberg: his Halifax was hit by flak on both occasions. 

In November, Ross participated in two further daylight operations, against Julich and Munster, the former outing ending in the loss of 
an engine, height and speed: 'Fought a one man war and got caught in heavy flak - Hit by flak.' December witnessed two night raids, 
one of them a full moon attack against Cologne on the 30th: on the way home Ross engaged an Me. 210 and claimed several hits. 

New Year 1945 commenced with a spate of sorties, including a daylight strike on Essen, and in mid-March Ross flew his 50th sortie, an 
attack on Zweibrucken; so, too, a daylight attack on Hildesheim. Finally, in March, his aircraft was detailed to attack Hamburg and 
Leipzig. He was 'grounded' and awarded a Bar to his D.F.C. 

After the war, Ross gained a permanent commission in the R.A.F., onetime serving in No. 18 Group.

Eric Wilfred Todd commenced Bomber Command operations with No. 99 
Squadron in November 1940 and completed his first tour of operations in 
Wellington aircraft with No. 103 Squadron, in December 1941.

No. 10 Squadron in December 1942 to begin his second tour of operations. He 
flew 16 operations with No. 10 Squadron including against Turin, Nuremberg, 
Cologne, Berlin, Essen, and Dortmund, before being posted to No. 51 Squadron 
to complete a further 6 operations, his last against Milan on the night of 12 
August 1943.

He has displayed outstanding courage and on one occasion made three bombing runs, despite heavy anti¬ 
aircraft fire to ensure accuracy. This officer has at all times shown great keenness, determination and courage.' 

James Joseph Cross, who was born in Parramatta, New South Wales in September 1922, enlisted in the Royal Australian Air Force in 
August 1942. Selected for pilot training, he attended initial training schools at Somers and Benalla, prior to being embarked for Canada 
in March 1943. Having then gained his 'Wings' at Calgary and been advanced to Sergeant, he was embarked for the U.K. 
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Commissioned Pilot Officer in July 1944, he commenced his operational career with No. 467 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron, a Lancaster unit 
operating out of Waddington, Lincolnshire, in September: thus his first sortie as pilot - to Karlsruhe - flown on the night of the 26th 
-27th. 

In October, he completed six further sorties, his targets ranging from gun positions at Flushing and Walcheren in support of the 
Combined Operations landings to the U-Boat pens at Bergen, in addition to more regular bomber activity against Bremen and 
Nurnberg. In the following month, among other targets, Cross and his crew attacked the heavily-defended Dortmund-Ems Canal, in 
addition to Munich and a target in Trondheim. Then in December, they were assigned to the oil refineries in Politz, Czechoslovakia, 
the enemy cruiser Lutzow at Gydnia, and to a 'dambusting' mission against the Urft; these varied targets in addition to Munich, 
Giessen, Fleilbronn, and Munchen Gladbach. 

Having then notched up their 20th sortie in the New Year - a strike on the oil refinery at Brux - Cross and his crew undertook five 
further sorties in February, including a return trip to Politz and the opening night of the famous 'firestorm' attack on Dresden on the 
15th. Finally, in March, pilot and crew ended their operational tour with a spate of seven sorties in three weeks, among their targets 
being Dortmund in addition to enemy armour and troop concentrations. 

Cross, who had been advanced to Flight Lieutenant in February, was awarded the D.F.C. He returned to Australia in July 1945 and was 
discharged at the year's end.

1945, together with R.A.A.F letter of notification for the award of his D.F.C., dated 29 October 1945, with related congratulatory 
telegram to his mother from the Minster for Air and Air Board, and two old copies of the citation, one signed by the Director of 
Personnel Services; a wartime crew photograph; the recipient's R.A.A.F. Certificate of Service & Discharge, and a letter of reference;

Frederick Ronald "Paddy" Flynn, who was born at Grimsby and educated at Wintringham Secondary School, entered the Royal Air 
Force as a Halton Apprentice in January 1929. 

Following service at R.A.F. Grantham, he successfully applied for pilot training and joined No. 3 F.T.S. in April 1935. Appointed a 
Sergeant in January 1936, while attending the Navigation School at Manston, Flynn was posted to No. 35 Squadron in the Sudan that 
summer, but returned to the U.K. before the end of the year. 

The outbreak of hostilities found him serving in a Signals Squadron at R.A.F. Cranwell, and in August 1940, having been commissioned 
as a Pilot Officer, he was posted to the C.F.S. at Upavon. A few weeks later he transferred to the R.A.F. College back at Cranwell, 
where he had the fright of his life on the night of 26 October, when his unarmed Oxford was attacked by an enemy aircraft as he came 
into land. 

In September 1941 he was embarked for South Africa, where between then and August 1944, he served there as an instructor on the 
Empire Air Training Scheme, gaining advancement to Flight Lieutenant in April 1943 and a King's Commendation for Valuable Services 
in the Air in the New Year's Honours of 1945. 

Back on the home establishment, he prepared for his first operational posting at No. 10 O.T.U., but joined No. 153 Squadron, a 
Lancaster unit operating out of Scampton, just a few days before V.E. Day: 

'It looks as if the war in Europe has finished! My crew seemed more than a little depressed on the night of 7th May - I'm sure we were 
the only R.A.F. crew flying over England! A good clear night for flying and the pyrotechnic displays from airfields was a sure sign that 
the war is really over' (Flynn's Flying Log Book refers). 

Flynn, who more often than not was rated as an 'exceptional' pilot, and certainly 'above the average', remained in the R.A.F. after the 
War, and in October 1946 hit the home press for his goodwill flight to Chile in a Lincoln of No. 97 Squadron - a round trip of 20,000 
miles which included the first ever R.A.F. bomber crossing of the Andes. A lengthy "Cold War" appointment with 2nd T.A.F. in 
Germany ensued in the 1950s, and he ended his career as a Wing Commander at H.Q. Flying Training Command in April 1959. 
"Paddy" Flynn died in August 1966.

James Whitechurch embarked for the Crimea in the Wilson Kennedy on 2 May 1854, and died in the Regimental Hospital in Camp on 
14 August 1855. He is recorded in Irish Medals by O. D. Cresswell as being one of the '21 officers and 159 men who took part in the 
Charge of the Light Brigade' on 25 October 1854, although his name does appear on the latest reconstructed list of "Chargers". Most 
members of the Light Brigade entitled to the Balaklava clasp, in the absence of any evidence or status details to the contrary, took part 
in the Charge, and their absence from one of more reconstructions does not preclude them from having taken part in the Charge of the 
Light Brigade. In the case of Whitechurch it is hard to believe that he was recommended for the D.C.M. for anything other than 
distinguished conduct on that occasion. Of the eight D.C.M's won by the regiment in the Crimea, all recommended on the same date, 
all but one other are to confirmed chargers, the one other, Private Patrick Dunn, being attached to Lord Raglan's staff. 
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A scarce dated Boer War D.C.M. awarded to Private W. T. Adams, 2nd Battalion, Rifle Brigade, for gallantry during 
the relief of Ladysmith

Joseph Fincham was born in Little Downham, near Ely, Cambridgeshire in 1894, and attested for the Grenadier Guards on 11 March 
1913. He served with the 2nd Battalion during the Great War in France from 12 August 1914, arriving with the first draft of the 
Battalion, and served continuously with the British Expeditionary Force on the Western Front until returning home on 9 August 1917, 
having been awarded both the Distinguished Conduct Medal and the Military Medal, the former almost certainly for gallantry in the 
Ginchy sector between 13 and 16 September 1916, when the 2nd Granadiers carried out a successful operation at the orchard just 
outside Ginchy, and then took part in the attack towards Lesboeufs, clearing the enemy trenches at the point of the bayonet having 
advanced through a heavy bombardment with 'shells said to be dropping at the rate of one per second'. Appointed Lance Corporal on 
2 May 1916, and acting Lance Sergeant on 30 April 1918, he transferred to the Army Reserve on demobilization on 14 May 1919, and 
was finally discharged on 10 March 1925, after 12 years' service. 

Sold together with copies of the Battalion War diary for September 1916.

C.G.M. London Gazette 1 6 August 1940: Tor good services in the withdrawal of the Allied Armies from the beaches at Dunkirk/ 

'Acting Leading Seaman Ronald Thirlwall, H.M.S. Mosquito. 

When his ship was heavily bombed at Dunkirk, Leading Seaman Thirlwall, with three of the four barrels of his pom-pom out of action, 
coolly went on firing until he had no ammunition left. No-one realised, until he was examined on board the ship which rescued him, 
that he had been shockingly wounded in four places.' 

The original recommendation states: 'Trainer of the Multiple] Pom-pom, of which 3 barrels were put out of action, together with 
casualties to the whole of the crew except himself, by a bomb bursting close to the ship. Although shockingly wounded in four places, 
kept the remaining barrel firing until it ran out of ammunition, cooly waiting to fire until an aircraft flew up to the elevation on which 
the gun was laid. No-one realised that Thirlwall was wounded until he was examined in the Drifter which rescued him. A remarkable 
display of bravery and devotion to duty, which deserves recognition of the highest order.' 

As told in the official report, the river gunboat Mosquito 'until sunk by enemy air attack did good work off the beaches. Evacuated over 
1,200 troops, including a large number of wounded, and the General Officer Commanding 1st Corps; also took the Personnel Vessel 
Normania in tow until she sank, then rescued the crew.' 

A contemporary newspaper report describes the last action of Mosquito on 1st June, 1940: 'Then they sailed again, and 45 minutes out 
of Dover they were dive bombed. Stukas came in twice, the second time holing the craft below the waterline. But Mosquito's pumps 
could cope with the water coming in and she sailed on. Mosquito hove to off the beaches at midday and started picking up Belgian 
troops. Then the largest swarm of Stukas the men had seen - 24 of them - dived out of the sun. The two-dozen of them circled and 
attacked in turn in a gigantic Ferris Wheel of Death. That was the plan. But they reckoned without the fatal tune the "Chicago Piano" 
[pom-pom] played. 

The first two planes were blasted out of the sky and the rest of the pack reorganised to come in from all angles. Mosquito's defences 
were overwhelmed and the gun crew went down under a hail of machine-gun bullets. One bomb dropped Mosquito's engine out of 
the bottom of the ship onto the channel floor and she went down like a rock as water filled her. Those of her crew who could still move 
went over the side into the sea. The German planes machine-gunned them as they milled about in the water. Then the few survivors 
were picked up by another ship and taken to Dover.' 

In addition to Thirlwall's C.G.M., the gazette announced the award of two D.S.C.'s, two D.S.M.'s, three M.I.D.'s and one posthumous 
M.I.D. to other gallant members of Mosquito's crew.

The recommendation states: 

'2021663 Lance Sergeant John Henry Hinton, 68 Bomb Disposal Section, 9 Bomb Disposal Company, Royal Engineers. 

Lance Sergeant Hinton was engaged with his officer Second Lieutenant A. F. Campbell, in removing a 250 kilo-gram unexploded bomb 
at the Triumph Engineering Co's Works, Coventry, for two days prior to the following incident. 

The bomb was found to be fitted with a delayed action fuse which could not be removed. It was decided that the bomb must be 
removed at once to a safe place for detonation and Sergeant Hinton volunteered to drive the lorry to the selected site, a mile away, 
knowing full well the immense risk he was running. This he did, with his officer, and the bomb was safely disposed of.' 

On 14 October 1940, at Chapel Street, Coventry, Lieutenant Campbell and his team, including Lance-Sergeant Hinton, were tasked to 
deal with a 250kg unexploded bomb. The sappers spent almost four days uncovering the bomb which was found to contain a very 
damaged delayed-action fuse mechanism which could not be removed in situ. Though any electrical charge within the fuse was 
thought to have dissipated, Campbell still applied a discharge tool. 

On 17 October 1940, Campbell, believing the bomb to be inert, ordered it to be moved. It was loaded onto a lorry and driven by 
Lance-Sergeant Hinton to Whitley Common where it could be detonated safely. Campbell positioned himself next to the bomb on this 
journey listening for any timer mechanism that might have been activated by the bomb's removal. The bomb was remotely detonated. 

On 18 October 1940, Campbell and his squad, Hinton not being present on this occasion, were attempting to complete an identical 
procedure on another bomb. However, after arriving at Whitley Common, the bomb exploded during unloading, killing the entire 
bomb squad. Following a funeral service at Coventry Cathedral on 25 October 1940, the squad were buried in a collective grave in 
Coventry's London Road Cemetery. 

Campbell's posthumous George Cross was announced in the same gazette as Hinton's George Medal, the recommendation stating: 'For 
most conspicuous gallantry in carrying out hazardous work in a very brave manner, to 2nd Lieutenant A. F. Campbell, R.E. (since 
deceased). Second Lieutenant Campbell was called upon to deal with an unexploded bomb in the Triumph Engineering Company's 
works in Coventry. This bomb had halted war production in two factories involving over 1,000 workers and evacuation of local 
residents. He found it to be fitted with a delayed action fuse which was impossible to remove. He decided to remove the bomb to a 
safe place. This was done by lorry with Second Lieutenant Campbell lying alongside the bomb to enable him to hear if it started ticking 
so he could warn the driver to escape. Having got it to a safe place he successfully disposed of it. Unfortunately, he was killed the next 
day whilst dealing with another unexploded bomb.' Campbell's G.C. is on display in the Royal Engineers Museum.

P. Hyde, Federation of Malaya Police, later Royal Hong Kong Police, who was awarded the George Medal for 
deactivating a live enemy grenade with its pin withdrawn whilst in hand-to-hand combat with a communist bandit 
during a jungle patrol in Penang, thus saving the lives of his patrol

'Police Lieutenant Hyde was leading a jungle squad patrol on the Badak Mati Hills in Province Wellesley when he encountered three 
armed bandits in a jungle clearing. The Lieutenant immediately opened fire with his carbine, killing one bandit outright and wounding 
the other two while they were running away. The patrol went in pursuit of the two bandits and the Lieutenant, who was in the lead, 
saw one of the wounded bandits lying on the ground with a grenade in his hand, which he was about to throw at the patrol after having 
withdrawn the pin. With great presence of mind and complete disregard of his personal safety, Hyde threw himself on the man, closing 
his hand over that of the bandit, thus preventing the lever of the grenade from flying off. With his free hand he then unscrewed the base 
plug and removed the detonator and rendered the grenade harmless. By his actions throughout the short engagement, Police Lieutenant 
Hyde set an outstanding example to his men and displayed cool, calculated courage.' 
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Ian Peter Hyde was born on 25 August 1927, the youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. D. S. Hyde of Walsall, Staffordshire, and served during 
the final months of the Second World War in the Royal Marines. He joined the Federation of Malaya Police as a Lieutenant on 21 June 
1951, and proceeded to Penang, where he soon found himself involved in the Malayan Emergency. Police Lieutenants were especially 
recruited from among British service personnel to lead jungle squads used for flushing out communist guerrilla forces in the jungle. It 
was a difficult and hard job and policing at its worst. However, for someone who had just finished in the Royal Marines and who was 
looking for further employment, the task suited Hyde perfectly. Appointed Second in Command of the Sungei Bakap Jungle Company, 
he was leading an eight-man jungle squad patrol in the Badak Mati Hills in Province Wellesley, Penang, on the occasion of his gallant 
action on 12 April 1952, where he saved his patrol from being wiped out (see citation), and for his gallantry was awarded the George 
Medal. On another occasion he and his party found the first Communist dugout of reinforced concrete in the jungle, 600 feet up on a 
hill in Pulau Batu Kawan, Province Wellesley: 'We travelled for 45 minutes by motor launch and trekked through thick virgin jungle for 
nearly two hours. We found tracks of two men and a woman leading into the jungle. But after trailing them for some 150 yards, we lost 
the footprints in thick blukar. We broke into two parties and started scouring the hillside for the dugout. Mr. Kay led one party, whilst 
Lieutenant. I. P. Hyde led the other. Eventually we reached a tall "buah jering" tree- a landmark we had been told to look for. Suddenly 
a shot rang out. It was from Lieutenant Hyde- his party, having been four times previously around the area, had finally found the 
dugout. So well camouflaged was it that the police patrol would never have located it but for some tiger's pug marks. A huge boulder 
surrounded by thick undergrowth covered the entrance. The police had to drop feet first through a tunnel about four feet long to reach 
a room six feet by nine, with a roof sloping from four feet to two and a half feet high. The room was bare, except for two empty 
kerosene tins. It was pitch dark.' (local newspaper account refers). 

Hyde was invested with his George Medal by General Sir Gerald Templer, High Commissioner of the Federation of Malaya, at Kuala 
Lumpur on 19 December 1952. Following Malaya's Independence, he joined the Royal Hong Kong Police in November 1957 as 
Inspector of Police, and served with great distinction for seventeen years before retiring in 1975, having been advanced to 
Superintendent of Police. His outstanding service in Hong Kong was recognised through the awards of the Governor's Commendation 
in 1960, the Commissioner of Police's Commendation in 1965, and the Colonial Police Medal for Meritorious Service in 1968. He died 
on 11 July 2012.

The recommendation for a Distinguished Conduct Medal (Immediate) was submitted by Major-General C. Barter, Commanding 27th 
(London) Division in France, and states: 

'For gallant conduct at the QUARRIES near VERMELLES on December 30th 1915. The detachment of a Machine Gun having all 
become casualties owing to shell fire, this Petty Officer, assisted by Petty Officer W. Bright, voluntarily manned the gun and brought it 
into action again, thereby materially assisting to repulse a German attack.' 

Very few D.S.M.'s were awarded to the Regulating Branch in W.W.1; two only to Ship's Corporals, including Hatherley, and six to 
Masters at Arms. 

Photographs of both Hatherley and Bright were published in The War Illustrated 13 May 1916, with the caption: 'Petty Officer W. 
Bright and Ship's Corporal W. C. Hatherley, both awarded the D.S.M. While visiting the front line trenches, seeing a gun-team knocked 
out, they manned the gun at once and kept it in action most successfully.' 

William Cecil Hatherley was born at Kenton, Devon, on 12 March 1882, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class aboard H.M. 
S. Impregnable on 19 October 1897. He served in South Africa and China aboard H.M.S. Terrible , from September 1899 to October 
1902. He achieved Petty Officer status in November 1906 and joined the Regulating Branch in August 1910, as Ship's Corporal 2nd

'The .5 turret was very ably manned by Able Seaman R. C. McGregor. This rating fired continuously until blown out of his turret by a 
cannon shell. The turret then caught fire causing McGregor to lose his eyebrows, etc. He then climbed back into the turret, and 
although wounded in addition to the above, continued to man his gun. I attribute any damage to the enemy aircraft to his turret. He 
behaved in an exemplary fashion throughout the brief action.' 

The attack in question occurred off Yarmouth, the enemy aircraft - a Dornier 215 - having earlier bombed and strafed H.M.S. 
Tonbridge. M.G.B. 70 suffered four casualties, namely two dangerously wounded, one seriously wounded and one slightly so. The 
'Jimmy the One', Sub. Lieutenant D. J. Rook, R.N.V.R., also acted in a courageous manner, manning his stripped Lewis gun in face of 
very heavy machine-gun and cannon fire. He was mentioned in despatches; sold with copied Captain's report. 

Roland Chadwick McGregor was invested with his decoration at Buckingham Palace on 13 October 1942.

James Lisle was born in Barrington Road, Toxteth Park, Liverpool in April 1915. 

As verified by his account of his wartime career - which is held in the Imperial War Museum (Catalogue No. 4765 80/18/1) - he served 
in the Flower Class corvette H.M.S. Pimpernel, a ship of Escort Group B5, on Atlantic convoy duties from mid-1942 to August 1943. 

On 1 7 August 1942, Pimpernel picked up 29 survivors from the British merchantman Fort la Reine, which ship had been torpedoed and 
sunk by U-658 in the windward passage west of Haiti. The following day, she rescued 43 survivors from the merchantman Empire 
Bede, which had been torpedoed and damaged by the U-553 north of Jamaica; the damaged Empire Bede was finally sunk by gunfire 
from the corvette. On 6 March 1943, Lisle and his shipmates were involved in another rescue, this time of of 62 men from the 
American merchantman Thomas IHooker, which had been damaged by bad weather and abandoned by her crew; the drifting wreck of 
the merchantman was found and sunk by the U-653 on the 12th. In his wartime memoirs, Lisle also describes an attack on a U-Boat 
caught on the surface, which was claimed as possibly destroyed after it crash-dived and was depth-charged. 

In August 1943, he transferred to the minesweeper H.M.S. Cockatrice of the 18th M./S. Flotilla and it was in this capacity that he 
participated in vital D-Day sweeps on 5-6 June 1944. He describes Cockatrice's part in these operation, off Gold Beach, in his wartime 
memoir: 

'After re-fitting in Aberdeen in May 1944, H.M.S. Cockatrice sailed down the east coast, round the Channel, and dropped anchor in the 
straits between the Isle of Wight and the mainland, where we joined our own flotilla, the 18th M.S.F.. Here we stayed for several days. 
On the afternoon of 3 June 1944, whilst on duty, I received a signal commencing 'Raise steam and be ready to proceed at 0900/ It was 
a long signal and contained full instructions as to the part we were to play in the D-Day landings. A second signal was received to say 
the whole thing had been postponed 24 hours because of bad weather. On 5 June we received another signal to proceed and this time 
we got under way. This was it. We formed a screen around the Landing Craft. There was an outer screen of cruisers and a patrol of 
battleships. 

By dusk we went ahead and proceeded to sweep a path in the direction of the French coast. Two trawlers attached to us were dan- 
layers. These followed astern and laid dan buoys marking the outer boundaries of the swept channel to enable Landing Craft to pass 
safely between them. It was early morning on 6 June as we approached the French coast. We finished the sweep at 0700 and made a 
rendezvous with the battleship H.M.S. Warspite and two monitors, Roberts and Erebus. These ships were to bombard the shore prior to 
the landings. Our job was to protect these ships during the bombardment. First we made a smoke screen, then Radar and Asdic 
watches. The landings commenced at 0900 and we pretty much had a grandstand view through our binoculars of the whole thing. 
Cockatrice was to rescue the survivors of H.M.S. Pylades, a Catherine Class minesweeper, sunk by a torpedo off Normandy on 8 July 
1944 ... ' 

Cockatrice was afterwards engaged at the assault on Walcheren in November 1944, in addition to minesweeping off the Belgian, 
Dutch and German coasts in 1945. Here then further operations that would have contributed to the recommendation for Lisle's award 
of the D.S.M. 

He died in Liverpool in April 1992, aged 77 years.

Frank Atkinson was born in Grantham, Lincolnshire, in November 1918. He served during the Second War as Petty Officer in the 
Royal Navy, and was assigned to the Light Coastal Forces base H.M.S. Mantis , 1942-1944. During which time he served successively 
as Coxswain of M.G.B. 82 and M.T.B. 455, both under the command of Lieutenant Michael Rout, R.N.Z.N.V.R. 

M.G.B. 82 was commissioned in April 1942, and Atkinson was first brought to notice after a successful attack on an enemy convoy off 
the Texel on 10/11 September that year. On this occasion three M.G.B.s under Lieutenant E.D.W. Leaf, D.S.C., R.N.V.R. worked in 
concert with two M.T.B.s under another renowned Coastal Forces leader, Lieutenant Peter Dickens, M.B.E., R.N. One enemy 
merchantman was believed sunk and at least one escort damaged, an action that brought Dickens a D.S.C., and is described by him in 
some detail in his memoir "Night Action". Peter Scott's account of it in "The Battle of the Narrow Seas" has it as "perfect in concept 
and execution". For his part, Atkinson was said to have shown "coolness and determination in carrying out his duties as Coxswain of 
M.G.B. 82 under fire." 

The action that brought Atkinson his D.S.M. and led to Derek Leaf's death began on the evening of 14 February 1944, when a group of 
six E-Boats crossed the North Sea with the intention of laying mines off the East coast. They were detected by shore radar and driven off 
by two Harwich-based corvettes; as they withdrew, a unit of Light Coastal Forces was racing to intercept them, Lieutenant E.D.W. Leaf 
being the senior officer. Among his force of five craft was M.T.B. 455, with Frank Atkinson as Coxswain, under his old skipper, Michael 
Rout. The British boats were too late to intercept, and so Leaf took the decision to pursue them to Ijmuiden. Although they did not 
realise it at the time, the British were themselves being hunted by the E-Boats which had turned back, expecting to be followed. In "The 
Battle of the Narrow Seas " Peter Scott describes this deliberate attempt at contact as 'a hitherto almost unknown phenomenon', and 
recounts the ensuing events: 

"As Leaf approached the Dutch coast he came upon a defence patrol consisting of a medium-sized flakship and two trawlers, and he 
made up his mind at once to attack, putting into operation a pre-arranged plan. In his force he had five seventy-one-foot-six boats, one 
of which was fitted with torpedo tubes. This boat was detached to attack with torpedoes while the four gunboats went in to draw the 
enemy's fire. It was the old combined attack, only on a smaller scale, and it was entirely successful. Both M.T.B. 455's torpedoes hit the 
target, and a few moments later her guns scored hits on the leading trawler, while Leaf engaged the rear trawler at 100 yards and left it 
silenced and burning. When the shore batteries joined in our force withdrew to re-form, reload and attack again. As they did so, 
steering north-west at high speed, they ran straight towards another enemy ship which they did not see until the range was very short. 
Leaf's boat was heavily hit and suffered serious casualties. The rest of the force made answer as they went past, apparently to good 
effect, but it was too late to save their leader. Leaf himself and three ratings had been killed and two others wounded." 

M.T.B. 455 escaped with slight damage to her superstructure and one seaman seriously wounded. Other awards besides Atkinson's 
included a D.S.C. for her skipper, and the 2-pounder pom-pom gunner received a Mention in Despatches. Some bureaucratic shuffling 
of recommendation dates ensured that Derek Leaf received a bar to his D.S.C., despite his death. 

Atkinson left M.T.B. 455 soon after the action, receiving his medal at an investiture held on June 6 1944. He returned to Grantham after 
the war and died there in 1983. The precarious nature of life in Coastal Forces is illustrated by the fact that his successor as M.T.B. 
455's Coxswain, Petty Officer John Hobson, was mortally wounded in the vessel's next major action, on the night of May 10th 1944.

Walter Lichfield was born at St Mary's, South Shields, Northumberland in 1876. On the outbreak of the Great War he re-enlisted in the 
King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment at Altrincham, Cheshire, and served with the 1st Battalion during the Great War in France from 
15 December 1914. Appointed Acting Sergeant on 22 May 1916, he was killed in action on the Western Front on 1 July 1916, the first 
day of the Battle of the Somme, on which date the 1st Battalion, King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment was involved in attacking 
enemy positions between Beaumont Hamel and Serre. The battalion was attacking enemy positions that were well fortified and on high 
ground with good observation of the area. In the early stages of the attack heavy artillery fire caused serious casualties in the battalion, 
the presence of these guns had been previously unsuspected and combined with uncut wire and undamaged enemy dug-outs made the 
crossing of no-mans land more or less impossible. Nevertheless some of the battalion did succeed in reaching and crossing the German 
front line penetrating almost as far as Serre. Unfortunately these small groups were overwhelmed by enemy troops who came in from 
the left and right behind them. Casualties were very severe in the battalion, 22 officers and 387 other ranks being posted as either 
killed, wounded or missing. By the evening the British troops were back in their own trenches with no gains having been made. 
Lichfield has no known grave and is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial, Somme, France.

He embarked for overseas service in February 1915, arriving in Gallipoli, 8 May 1915. Having recovered from influenza, he transferred 
to the 60th Battalion, and then to the 58th Battalion in March 1916. He disembarked in Marseilles in June 1916, prior to being posted 
to 15th Training Battalion in the UK. He returned to the 58th Battalion and served with them in the French theatre of war from 7 
January 1918. 

The 58th Battalion were in action east of Ville-sur-Ancre, Somme, on the night of 3/4 July 1918. Ogilvie served with distinction as part 
of Captain F. C. Dawson's 'D' Company. The Battalion War Diary gives 'D' Company as suffering one officer and 9 other ranks killed 
and one officer and 30 other ranks (including Ogilvie) wounded during the action. German casualties were 50 killed including two 
officers and 25-30 taken prisoner of war. Ogilvie was discharged as medically unfit in Australia, 12 January 1920.

Long was twice wounded in action, including a gunshot wound to the shoulder and right arm on 30 May 1917, and a severe gunshot 
wound to the left arm on another occasion. He was discharged in Australia in May 1919.

Advanced Ordinary Seaman on 19 October 1914, he served during the Great War in H.M.S. Essex , and 
was promoted Able Seaman on 13 February 1915, before transferring to H.M.S. Champion on 8 December 1915 and receiving a 
further promotion to the rate of Leading Seaman on 2 October 1917. Promoted Petty Officer, 1 April 1920, he transferred to H.M.S. 
Vernon on 17 May 1927, and was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 5 December 1929. 
Subsequently advanced to Chief Petty Officer, he saw further service during the Second World War, and in 1947 was awarded the 
British Empire Medal whilst employed as a Laboratory Assistant at the Ministry of Supply.

Andrew Macqueen was born on 17 March 1821 at Madras, India, the son of Captain Andrew Macqueen, 18th Madras Native Infantry, 
and was educated at Dollar Academy, Alloa, Scotland. Nominated as a cadet for the Honourable East India Company's Bengal Infantry, 
he was commissioned Ensign on 18 June 1839 and, sailing on the Seringapatam, he arrived at Calcutta on 7 October of that year. 
Ordered to do duty with the 64th Bengal Native Infantry by General Order of 28 October 1839, he was posted three months later to the 
42nd Bengal N.I., Army of the Indus, and served throughout the First Afghan War in the operations of the Kandahar force, and at the 
Occupation of Kelat in 1840 and Tazee in 1841. He was present at the actions at Kimjee Kuk, Punguair, and Tiboo Can, and at the 
major action near the Kandahar Cantonment on 29 May 1842, and at the actions at Mukoor on the 27 August and at Gowaine, 28-30 
August 1842. He subsequently served as part of the relief force under Major-General Nott and was present at the re-capture of 
Ghuznee on 6 September 1842, at Bannee Badam and Mydon on 14-15 September 1842, and finally at the occupation of Kabul. He 
then participated in the expedition into Kohistan, thus being present at the storm, capture, and destruction of Istaliff and various minor 
affairs in and between the Bolan and Khyber Passes. Promoted Lieutenant, 21 August 1843, he served throughout the First Sikh War, 
and was present at the Battles of Moodkee,18 December 1845, Ferozeshuhur, 21-22 December 1845, and Sobraon, the Indian 
Waterloo', 10 February 1846, where he was severely wounded by gunshot. Appointed Adjutant of the 42nd N.l. on 23 September 
1853, and promoted Captain the following June, he returned to the U.K. on furlough in May 1856. 

Returning to India on the outbreak of the great Sepoy Mutiny, he was appointed Interpreter to the 23rd Foot, and proceeded up-country 
with them in October 1857. He was present at the defeat of the Gwalior Insurgent Force at Cawnpore and the affairs at Bare and 
Simree and other engagements in Oude Province. He subsequently took part in the Relief of Lucknow and the later Capture of 
Lucknow. Ordered to officiate as a temporary Sub-Assistant Commissary General from 19 December 1857, he remained in the Bengal 
Commissary Department for the rest of his career. Promoted Brevet Major on 18 February 1861, further promotions duly followed, to 
Lieutenant-Colonel on 18 June 1865, and Colonel five years later. Appointed Deputy Assistant Commissary General on 27 November 
1871, he returned to the U.K. on furlough on 15 March 1875, never to return to India. Promoted Major-General on the Unemployed 
Supernumerary List, 1 July 1881, he died on 3 October 1883.

He transferred to the 12th Lancers in May 1851, and served with the Regiment in South Africa during the Third Kaffir 
War (entitled to medal) and in the Crimea. Promoted Corporal on 30 April 1857, he saw further service with the Regiment in India 
during the great sepoy Mutiny, before transferring once more to the 1st Dragoon Guards on 1 February 1860. He was discharged in 
India on 1 7 March 1863, after 1 7 years and 112 days' service, and died in India in April 1865, where he is buried at Washermanpettah, 
Madras Presidency.

He served with the Regiment in the Crimean War, and was awarded his Long Service and Good 
Conduct Medal, together with a gratuity of £5, on 28 November 1868. He was discharged, having never risen above the rank of 
Private, in August 1869, after 22 years and 207 days' service.

Simon Worth was born in Launceston, Cornwall, in 1833 and attested for the Royal Artillery in November 1853. He served with the 
7th Company, 5th Battalion in the Crimean War, before serving for a further period of 7 years in India. He was awarded his Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal, together with a gratuity of £5, in November 1874, before being discharged in April 1875, after 21 
years and 129 days' service. 

Two men with the name James Taylor served with the Coldstream Guards during the Crimean War; the first James Taylor born in 
Fraserburgh, Aberdeenshire in 1835, and attested for the Coldstream Guards at London in November 1854 (a date which would 
preclude him from receiving the earliest clasps). He served with the 1 st Battalion in the Crimea, and died at Balaklava on 19 June 1855. 
The second James Taylor went out to the Crimea as servant to Major-General Sir Henry Bentinck, and subsequently became an in- 
Pensioner at the Royal Hospital, Chelsea.

He served in the Crimean War and was present at the battles of Alma and Balaklava, the 
siege and fall of Sebastopol, in the trenches with the siege train, at the bombardments of April 1855, and the 6 and 1 7 June 1855, and 
was slightly wounded on 20 August 1855. Promoted Major, 2 November 1855, he was placed on half-pay on 15 October 1864, and 
was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel, 10 March 1866, before retiring in 1873. 
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826 Pair: Corporal T. Kelly, 47th Foot

Thomas Kelly, whose Regimental number is given as 2921 on both the musters and medal roll, served with the 47th (Lancashire) 
Regiment of Foot during the Crimean War and was slightly wounded during the assault on the quarries, 7 June 1855. 



A fine group of three awarded to Ensign P. Kelly, West India Regiment, late Royal North British Fusiliers, who was 
decorated for his gallantry during the Crimean War, and was subsequently killed in action whilst storming the 
stockaded town of Tubabecalong on the banks of the River Gambia on 30 June 1866- Private S. Hodge, the only 
surviving volunteer of the assault party, was awarded the Victoria Cross

Patrick Kelly was born in 1834 in Birr, Co. Kings, Ireland, and attested for the 21st Royal North British Fusiliers at Dublin on 11 
November 1853. Promoted to Sergeant, he served with the Regiment throughout the Crimean War and was awarded the French 
Medaille Militaire for 'having served without interruption during the whole siege, and for his very good character.' Four years later, '... 
when serving as a Colour Sergeant in the West Indies, he was persuaded by Colonel Moffat of the 1st Battalion West India Regiment, 
who was impressed with his record and qualities of leadership, to transfer to the latter Regimental Sergeant Major. Although he acted in 
this capacity for 7 months, he was not given the rank as promised because he refused to change his religious denomination from 
Roman Catholic to Protestant. Kelly transferred to the newly-formed 5th Battalion, West India Regiment, where, promoted to R.S.M., he 
played a major role in the formation of the battalion and was so much appreciated by Colonel Graham, the Commanding Officer, that 
when the latter retired, he warmly recommended Kelly for a Commission' (article in Medal News, October 1998 refers). 

Commissioned Ensign on 31 January 1865, shortly afterwards the Battalion was disbanded and Kelly was transferred back to the 1st 
Battalion. Despite a glowing reference from his old Commanding Officer, who wrote, 'He has a very excellent character, conduct, zeal, 
and energy, and was of great support and assistance, acting as Adjutant during the latter's illness. He has been most heartily and 
cordially received by the officers of the 5th W.l. Regiment... but one feeling prevailed and that was that he had most deservedly 
attained his rank and I may add that Mr. Kelly soon became a great favourite with the officers', his return, as an officer, to the 1st 
Battalion was not welcomed by Colonel Moffat, who did not care for a Roman Catholic who had risen from the ranks in his Mess, and 
in the end Kelly voluntarily transferred to the 4th Battalion. 

The following year Kelly's Battalion was sent to the Gambia for garrison duty, and in June 1866 he took part in an expedition under the 
command of Lieutenant-Colonel George d'Arcy, Gambia Volunteers, against the rebellious Marabout leader Amar Faal. Finding him 
seeking refuge in the stockaded town of Tubabecalong, on the northern banks of the River Gambia, d'Arcy attacked the town on 30 
June 1866. His force had light armaments and rockets, but failed to break through the wooden stockade by bombardment, so d'Arcy 
called for volunteers to assist him in trying to cut a breach by hand. Two officers and fifteen men seized axes and followed him. 
However, the fire of the defenders was intense; the two officers were killed almost immediately, and most of the remaining men were 
wounded. d'Arcy and the two uninjured men, Privates Hodge and Boswell, reached the stockade, and hacked a gap in it large enough 
for a man. Boswell was killed, leaving only d'Arcy and Hodge of the original assault party of eighteen. 'Colonel d'Arcy having effected 
an entrance, Private Hodge followed him through the town, opening with his axe two gates from the inside, which were barricaded, so 
allowing the supports to enter, who carried the place from east to west at the point of the bayonet. In the fierce fighting that followed, 
several hundred of the Marabouts were killed, and the village and stockade burned down. Once the day had been won, Private Hodge 
was presented by Colonel d'Arcy to his comrades as the bravest soldier in their regiment, a fact which they acknowledged with loud 
acclamations.' (London Gazette 4 January 1867 refers). Kelly was one of the officers killed in the storming of the stockade {Regimental 
History of the Royal Scots Fusiliers by James Clark refers), and for his gallantry that day Private Samuel Hodge, 4th Battalion West India 
Regiment was awarded the Victoria Cross.

Patrick Keating was born in County Clare, Ireland, in 1825. He served with the 5th Dragoon Guards in the Crimea, and is shown in the 
musters as being effective from 1 October to 30 November 1854, and as such probably rode in the charge of the Heavy Brigade at 
Balaklava. 

Keating was sentenced to penal servitude for life in 1866. This was for being involved in an alleged mutiny, and Forgotten Heroes , The 
Charge of the Heavy Brigade gives the following, 'John Boyle O'Reilly, the well known Irish poet was one of the principal characters in 
the plot, with fellow prisoners, were all held in an Irish jail. Colour Sergeant Charles McCarthy, Private Patrick Keating and James 
Wilson of the 5th Dragoon Guards, Private Michael Harrington of the 61st Foot, and Thomas Darragh of the 2nd Queens. The 
testimony's of Private Foley and Rorreson seem to indicate the soldiers had taken part in a Fenian oath ceremony. All the mutineers 
were dealt with by the courts and O'Reilly, Keating and several others were deported to Fremantle in Australia on the last convict boat 
[Hougoumont] out of the UK. A small group of ring leaders - Keating included, kept good friends and a year later with the help of the 
Irish Republican Brotherhood managed to buy a boat and escape to America.' 

Keating did not in fact ever leave Australia again. He did remain close with the rest of the political prisoners, and was involved in 
constant discussion whilst imprisoned. In July 1873 a ticket to leave Fremantle Prison was granted to Keating on the grounds of ill 
health. He died of an aneurism of the heart in January the following year. 

In 1876, six out of the 17 men who were Court Martialled and transported to Australia managed to escape from their imprisonment. 
They escaped on an American whaling ship which had been hired by Irishman John Devoy from the United States. Devoy had received 
a letter from James Wilson, one of the convicts in Australia, who wrote of their treatment and concerns in his 'Letter from the Tomb'. In 
the letter he described the death of Patrick Keating (he was at his death bed), and directly asked for help to escape their 'living tomb'. 

Keating's death, as well as the deterioration in health of some of the other Fenian prisoners, was an inspiration for the 'Catalpa Rescue' 
mentioned above. The rescue itself is now part of Fenian history.

Discharged in 
South Africa, he subsequently served in 'C' Company (Transvaal Scottish), Natal Rangers, 16 May to 21 August 1906, and was 
Mentioned for good service (Natal Gazette 10 September 1907). On the outbreak of the Great War he attested into the 2nd Battalion, 
8th Infantry (Transvaal Scottish) on 28 September 1914. Appointed Piper on 1 February 1915, he was promoted to Sergeant (Pipe- 
Major) on 1 May of that year. 

Discharged at Johannesburg on 7 August 1915, he attested into the South African Overseas Expeditionary Force on 26 August 1915, 
and was posted to the 4th South African Infantry on the same day, to draw duty pay as a Piper. Appointed Lance-Corporal on 17

He was posted for service as a 
Sergeant Instructor to the Depot, Northumberland Fusiliers, in September 1914. He was appointed a temporary Driver in the Army 
Service Corps, 29 December 1916, and served with the A.S.C. in the French theatre of war from 7 August 191 7. He was commissioned 
Second Lieutenant, Army Auxiliary Horse Branch, Army Service Corps, 27 February 191 7, advancing to Lieutenant in August 1918.

Henry William Curtis was born in Winchester in October 1875 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in January 1892. He 
subsequently served off South Africa aboard H.M.S. Sybille , which ship was wrecked in Lambert's Bay on 16 January 1901, thereby 
becoming the Royal Navy's only ship to be lost during the Boer War. By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving in 
the light cruiser Southampton and he was consequently present in the battle of Heligoland Bight on the 28th. He subsequently 
transferred to another light cruiser, the Birmingham , that December, and remained similarly employed - as a Petty Officer - until 
coming ashore to Vernon in November 1916. He was consequently present at Dogger Bank in January 1915 and at the battle of 
Jutland, on which latter occasion Birmingham sustained splinter damage. Curtis was demobbed ashore in February 1919. Entitled to the 
1914-15 Star and Victory Medal, he was not entitled to the L.S. & G.C. Medal on account of offences committed in 1901 and 1914; 
sold with copied service record. 


881 Six: Chief Petty Officer A. W. Durrant, Royal Navy

Advanced to Able Seaman in January 1896 and to Leading Seaman in April 1899, he subsequently witnessed active service off China in 
H.M.S. Goliath during the Boxer Rebellion (Medal). Having then been promoted to Petty Officer 2nd Class in October 1902 and Petty 
Officer 1 st Class in September 1904, he was present in H.M.S. Highflyer in operations in the Persian Gulf in the period 1910-13. 

On the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving in the cruiser Euryalus , and he remained similarly employed until 
removing to another cruiser, Venus , in October 191 7, a period that witnessed his advancement to Chief Petty Officer and participation 
in the Gallipoli landings in April 1915. He was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in March 1918 and came ashore for a final time in 
February 1920; sold with copied service record. 


882 Five: Warrant Mechanician W. Bennett, Royal Navy, one of a handful of survivors from the loss of H.M.S. Hampshire 
in June 1916

William Bennett was born at Wall Heath, Kingswinford, Staffordshire in April 1881 and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in 
August 1899. He subsequently served aboard H.M.S. Cossack in the period March 1900 to August 1903, when he was present in 
operations off Somaliland and advanced to Stoker (Medal & clasp). 

Having then gained further advancement in the period leading up to hostilities - he was rated as a Mechanician in March 1910 - 
Bennett was serving aboard the light cruiser Arethusa in August 1914. As a consequence, he was present at the battle of Heligoland 
Bight on the 28th, on which occasion the Arethusa was seriously damaged by the German cruisers S.M.S. Frauenlob and Stettin and 
had to be towed home; so, too, in the Cuxhaven Raid at the end of the year and at the battle of Dogger Bank on 24 January 1915. 

Bennett, who was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in September 1914, departed Arethusa in March 1915, when he was appointed 
Warrant Mechanician. He next joined - in June 1915 - the cruiser Hampshire and - via Jutland - was similarly employed at the time of 
the ship's loss on 5 June 1916. The Hampshire departed Scapa Flow immediately after the battle, with Lord Kitchener embarked on a 
diplomatic mission to Russia. She encountered heavy seas, lost her destroyer escort and, about a mile and half off the mainland of 
Orkney, struck one of several mines that had earlier been laid by the U-75. The detonation holed the ship between her bow and the 
bridge, and she sank after just 15 minutes. Of the 655 crew and 7 passengers aboard, only 12 crew on two Carley floats managed to 
reach the shore alive, one of them being Warrant Mechanician Bennett; Kitchener and his staff were lost; for further details and special

Bennett was appointed to the battleship Glory in July 191 6, came ashore to the training establishment Ganges in September 191 7 and 
returned to sea in the sloop Sefton in April 191 8; sold with copied service record.

Newcastle on 20 September 1910, and was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 22 January 1912. 
Promoted Chief Stoker, 3 May 1913, he served during the Great War first in H.M.S. Pembroke II, transferring for further service in H.M. 
S. Newcastle on 9 June 1916, before being shore pensioned on 24 April 1919.

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Frank Matthew Hobbs was born in Tonbridge Wells, Kent in June 1895, the son of Frank Henry and Jane Anne Hobbs, of 'Carnarvon 1 , 
15 Claremont Rd., Tunbridge Wells. He was educated at Ardingly College where he served in the O.T.C. winning a medal and the 
silver cup for efficiency for three consecutive years. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 4th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, 11th 
December 1913. He went to France with the B.E.F, landing with his battalion on 13th August 1914, and served through the retreat from 
Mons. He was present in the Battle on the Marne, the retirement on Paris, and was killed at Vailly, near Braisne, during the battle of the 
Aisne, 14th September 1914, by shrapnel wounds to the head. 

The Battalion history records: 

'13th & 14th September 1914 

The battle of the Marne began to merge into the battle of the Aisne. The bridges had been blown up, and when the battalion reached 
Vailly their only means of crossing was by a narrow plank which wobbled very suggestively as the men went across. 

A position had to be taken up to the left of Rouge Maison Farm. When the battalion approached the spot it was pitch dark and pouring 
with rain. X and Z Companies pushed forward and took up an outpost line, just after midnight, on the Rouge Maison Spur. The other 
two companies occupied a hollow road in the rear; and all spent a very wet night in the open. The importance of this bold advance in 
the dark was not realised at the moment ; but it soon became apparent from the German efforts to dislodge the Fusiliers from their 
position. The morning of the 14th dawned wet and foggy ; and it was at once seen that the depth of the battalion's advance had been 
too great for the extent of its hold on the plateau. One of Byng's posts was so close to the enemy main line that the Germans could be 
clearly heard talking. The two forward companies began to extend their line towards the left, W and Y being sent forward to support 
them. As W advanced to support X it was discovered that there was a trench about 300 yards from their right, and the company 
wheeled to face it. A patrol sent forward was immediately fired upon, and the position had hardly been disclosed before the battalion 
on the right was seen to be retiring. The Germans immediately profited by this mischance to take the Fusiliers' right flank in enfilade 
with machine guns, and many casualties were suffered. Cole and Hobbs fell at once. 

The whole of the plateau now came under rifle, machine gun and shell fire, with the support of which the Germans attacked. Byng 
moved too far to the left and Ashburner, who had now resumed command of Y Company, ceased to follow and moved to support W. 
Ashburner's company was ordered to move to the cover of the steep bank west of the road and remain in reserve. These positions were 
held till nightfall, when the losses of the day were seen to have been extremely heavy. Captains Byng, Cole and Attwood and 
Lieutenant Hobbs were killed, Lieutenant Orred wounded, and 200 other ranks were killed or wounded/ 

Hobbs was aged 19. He has no known grave and is commemorated on La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre Memorial, Aisne, France.

Frank Reginald Corrie was killed in action in the attack on Sari Bair, Gallipoli on 9 August 1915, when the advance was checked by 
the Turks in 'one of the fiercest fights of Gallipoli - every inch of ground was disputed with bayonet and bomb'. Of the reduced force of 
Wellington Mounted Rifles present in the battle, 43 were killed and 74 wounded. 

It would appear from accompanying original documentation that Corrie had been wounded in earlier operations on the peninsula, the 
Wellington Mounted Rifles having landed at ANZAC Cove in May 1915. Of events on 9 August, a letter written by his mother-in-law 
quotes assorted eye-witness statements: he was shot through the chest and lived but 30 minutes. 

He was mentioned in General Sir Ian Hamilton's despatch, dated 11 December 1915, 'for gallant and distinguished service in the 
Field' (London Gazette 28 January 1916, refers). 

Corrie, the son of Mrs. J. Fryer of Johannesburg, South Africa, has no known grave and is commemorated on the Chunuk Bair (New 
Zealand) Memorial, Gallipoli.

John Hope Jackson of Bourne End, Buckinghamshire, was born in London on 11 December 1887 and educated at University College 
School, London. He enlisted in the London Regiment at London on 31 August 1914, and served with the 7th (City of London) Battalion 
in France from 17 March 1915. Commissioned Second Lieutenant four days later, on 21 March 1915, he continued in the same 
battalion, and was severely wounded by a gun shot wound to the left thigh on 25 September 1915. In a letter home he wrote: 'I am 
only repeating the expressed opinion of the Corps, Brigade, and Divisional Commanders when I say that no finer battalion 'went up 
and over' on the morning of the 25th September 1915 than the 7th Battalion The London Regiment. Staggered as we are at the loss of 
so many dear friends, magnificent officers and men, a loss we have not fully realised yet, the knowledge that the battalion so well 
maintained the good name it had already earned on the field goes a long way to solacing us. And, after all, they died as all who have 
the honour to wear the King's uniform would wish to die- facing the enemy and in the moment of victory. 

The "Shiny Seventh" were detailed to assault and carry the enemy's lines at a point where they had, after many months' work, turned 
two parallel slag heaps into a formidable redoubt, on the extreme right of the British line. Everyone knew what the task meant, for the 
battalion had done duty in that particular sector of our front line from the time the "Double Crassier"- the name by which the slag heap 
was known- was 600 yards away until, by sapping, our trenches were pushed forward to within half that distance. Hence the night 
before the battalion went into its place for the attack one could feel, although very little was said, that no man expected to come out 
unscathed. Still, everyone was cheerful and optimistic as the result, whilst the spirit of the men was grand. Half an hour before the 
assault, and as soon as our gas was turned on and smoke shells were sent over to cover the front they woke up and their shells began to 
arrive. As soon as the word was given, over went the companies, as cool as if on ordinary parade. One man placed the company 
football on the parapet and kicked off right away. The Germans however were ready and opened an infernal machine gun and artillery 
fire. Several of our officers were down before the attack reached the German front line trench. Taking that trench was not a lengthy 
matter. The Bosches threw up their hands and cried "Kamerad", while those who would not come out of their dug-outs were 
systematically bombed. All this time a heavy fire was kept up by the enemy. Bombs were available to us in plenty, and the Huns were 
all cleared out. It was ding-dong work all the time. I was hit in the left thigh, just as I was putting in the final spurt between the wire and 
their trench. Of course I could not take any part in the scrap, but I saw a good deal of what was going on.' 

The following year Jackson was hospitalised and returned to England in September 1916, having been 'blown up by a shell and also 
buried', injuries that required him to stay in hospital for over a month. Returning to France and being advanced to Captain, he was 
again wounded by a gun shot wound to the chest, 8 September 1918.

He transferred to H.M.S. Agincourt on 6 August 1914, and served in her throughout 
the first three years of the Great War, including at the Battle of Jutland, 31 May 1916. Having been advanced Ordinary Seaman, 11

March 1928, he joined the Royal Fleet Reserve the following day. Commissioned Lieutenant, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, he served 
during the Second World War and died on 19 December 1943, and is buried in High Wycombe Cemetery under a CWGC headstone.

Sackville Wyndham Napier Gwynne was born on 25 July 1896, the son of Colonel Patrick Riners Mantell, D.S.O., Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers. 

On his Australian Imperial Force attestation papers, completed at Melbourne in August 1914, he used an alias first name - Dennis - and 
stated that he was 21 years of age; he was in fact 18. Having then correctly described his mother as being Mrs. S. I. Gywnne of The 
Ferns', Hythe, Kent, he appears to have listed an uncle - Mr. J. D. Gwynne of Co. Down - as his father. His real father had died in a 
riding accident in March 1910. For his trade and calling he described himself as an aviator, having qualified at Eastbourne Aerodrome, 
in addition to stating that he had three years military training in the O.T.C. 

Allocated to 'B' Company, 7th Battalion, A.I.F., Gwynne was embarked for Gallipoli, where he emerged unscathed from the heavily 
contested landings at 'Fisherman's Hut' on 25 April. Just two weeks later, on 8 May, he was killed in action at Krithia, a famous and 
costly action in respect of the 7th Battalion, who advanced into murderous fire with cry "Come on Australians!". Gwynne, who appears 
to have been advanced to Lance-Corporal, has no known grave and is commemorated on the Helles memorial; sold with copied 
research, including his service record, the latter confirming that his true identity was ascertained at a later date.

Edwards was one of the survivors, and subsequently transferred to H.M.S. Lancaster on 3 March 1916, in which ship he took part in the 
delivery of 6 guns to the Falklands Islands in 1916-17, whose purpose was to better protect the wireless station there, and arrived at 
Port Stanley on Christmas Eve, 1916. Transferring to H.M.S. Euryalus on 27 November 1918, he was shore demobilised for a second 
time on 18 June 1919.

John Edward Merrett was born on 2 April 1877 at Devonport and joined the Royal Navy as Boy 2nd Class on 7 June 1892, serving in 
H.M.S. Impregnable. Advanced Ordinary Seaman, H.M.S. Centurion , 2 April 1895, he was promoted Able Seaman in the same ship on 
1 May 1896, and Leading Seaman, H.M.S. Defiance , on 28 October 1898. Advance Petty Officer 1st Class, H.M.S. Defiance , 10 March 
1905, he transferred to H.M.S. Amphion , 2 April 1913, and was serving in her on the outbreak of the Great War. He was consequently 
present at the first naval engagement of the War when Amphion sank the German mine-layer Konigin Luise on the 5 August 1914: the 
very next day, however, Amphion became the first ship of the Royal Navy to be sunk in the War, when she struck one of her victim's 
mines. The following is an account of Amphion's all too brief wartime career: 

Great Britain declared war on Germany at 23:00 hours on 4 August 1914. In the early hours of the following morning Amphion sailed 
from the port of Harwich together with four destroyers of the 3rd Flotilla. By daylight on 5 August they were well out in the North Sea 
sweeping towards the Heligoland Bight. 

A few hours after leaving port one of the destroyers received a report from a fishing vessel who had seen an unknown vessel "throwing 
things over the side" about 20 miles north of Outer Gabbard. At 10:25 am Amphion sighted an unknown steamer and sent destroyers 
Lance and Landrail to investigate. The steamer was, in fact, the German Konigin Luise , a former Hamburg-Holland passenger ferry 
which had been converted into an auxiliary mine-layer. On the night of 4th August she had left her home port of Emden with cargo of 
180 mines and steamed south through the North Sea to lay mines off the Thames Estuary. She resembled the steamers of the Great 
Eastern Railway that plied between Harwich and the Hook of Holland, and had hurriedly been painted in their colours of black, buff 
and yellow to disguise herself. 

As the two British destroyers approached her, Konigin Luise made off at 20 knots altering her course, before disappearing into a rain 
squall where she lay further mines. The destroyers pursued and at 10:30 Lance opened fire, the first shots of the First World War (the 
forward gun, which fired the shot, is preserved in the Imperial War Museum). They were soon joined by Amphion, which had won the 
Fleet Gunnery Prize for 1914, and the German came under a very accurate fire. Konigin Luise was only lightly armed and offered little 
resistance. When her efforts to escape into neutral waters, and to draw the British ships onto her minefield were unavailing, 
Commander Biermann gave the order to scuttle her. At 12:22, on fire amidships and with smoke and steam pouring from her, Konigin 
Luise rolled over to port and sank. 

56 of a crew of 130 were rescued by Amphion. Half of these prisoners were incarcerated in a compartment in the cruiser's bow for the 
grim reason that "if we go up on a mine, they might as well go first." 

During the action, gun crews from the disengaged side of Amphion crossed over to watch the firing and showed their appreciation of 
good salvoes by cheering and applauding. After the action Captain Fox mustered all hands and reprimanded the men for leaving their 
posts. He reminded them that they were at war and each man had to stick to his own duty. The ship's company saw sense of this and 
rather enjoyed the lecture. 

Returning to Harwich, Amphion then sighted another ship of the same appearance and colours as Konigin Luise but this one was flying 
an enormous German flag. The destroyers opened fire. Captain Fox recognised her as a genuine Great Eastern Railway steamer and 
signalled to cease fire; at the same time, the vessel hauled down the German colours and raised the red ensign. She was the St. 
Petersburg, flying the German flag because she was carrying the German ambassador Prince Lichnowsky and his staff to neutral 
Holland. Her identity and mission established, she was allowed to proceed. 

At 06:45 hours on 6 August Amphion struck one of the mines laid by the Konigin Luise. It exploded just beside the forebridge and broke 
the ships back. The explosion practically destroyed the bridge; all the occupants, including Captain Fox, were badly burnt, and smoke 
and flame poured from the slits in the conning tower. All the focsle gun crews were killed, as were many men on the forward mess 
decks, where the hands were having breakfast. Of the 21 German prisoners in the forward compartment, all but one were killed. 
Despite his injuries Captain Fox took charge. The ship was well down by the bows and attempts to extinguish the raging fires failed. 
Abandon ship was ordered. As most of Amphion's boats had been destroyed, the destroyers sent their boats to rescue the crew. There 
was no confusion or panic; the survivors fell in on deck and, within twenty minutes of the first explosion, all survivors were aboard the 
destroyers. 

Unfortunately, although Amphion's engines had been stopped, she still had way on, and at 07:03 hours, just as the last boat-load of 
survivors had been taken off, she struck a second mine. Her magazine detonated in a huge cloud of pale yellow smoke and the fore¬ 
part of the ship was completely disintegrated, showering the attending destroyers with debris. One 4 inch shell fell on board the Lark, 
killing two of Amphion's men and a German prisoner. Amphion then suddenly slid astern and sank at 07.05. One officer and 150 men 
were lost.' 

Merrett was among those killed, the first British casualties of the Great War, and he is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval 
Memorial.

Archer Dean was born in Hughenden, Buckinghamshire, and enlisted in the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry at 
Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire. He served with the 1/1 st (Buckinghamshire) Battalion during the Great War and was killed in action on 
the Western Front on 21 July 1916, on which date the Battalion was in action south-west of Pozieres. Ordered to attack, the battalion 
could not push home owing to the large number of enemy machine guns, and although one party of a corporal and 6 men succeeded 
in entering the German line on the extreme right of the attack, casualties were heavy, with 4 officers and 7 other ranks killed, 3 officers 
and 97 other ranks wounded, and 1 officer and 42 other ranks missing. Dean was one of those killed, and he is commemorated on the 
Thiepval Memorial, Somme, France.

John William Foster was born on 9 June 1876 at Lincoln, and joined the Royal Navy as an Engine Room Artificer 4th Class on 10 July 
1899. Advanced Chief Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class on 15 January 1914, he served during the Great War in H.M.S. Chatham , 
before transferring to H.M.S. Vanguard on 13 June 1916. 

Just before midnight on 9 July 1917, Vanguard , at anchor at Scapa Flow, suffered an explosion, probably caused by an unnoticed 
stokehold fire heating cordite stored against an adjacent bulkhead in one of the two magazines which served the amidships gun turrets 
'P 1 and 'Q 1 . She sank almost instantly, killing an estimated 804 men; there were only two survivors. In terms of loss of life, the 
destruction of the Vanguard remains the most catastrophic accidental explosion in the history of the United Kingdom, and one of the 
worst accidental losses of the Royal Navy. Foster was amongst those men killed, and he is commemorated on the Chatham Naval 
Memorial.

Hugh Alexander "Dick" Jaffray was born in Warwickshire, in September 1896. He was the son of Sir William Jaffray, 2nd Bt., and was 
educated at Eton and Sandhurst. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 11th Hussars, 15 May 1915. He served during the Great 
War with the Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 13 February 1916. A gallant officer, he served with distinction leading both 
'B' and 'A' Squadrons in France, February 1916 - November 1918. In particular during the recapture of Sailly Laurette in 1918, when, 
'not only were the men tired, for this was the seventh day of the battle, but they were few in numbers - barely one hundred and twenty 
men were available for this attack; nevertheless they went forward to the attack with magnificent dash, in spite of considerable 
machine-gun-fire from the other side of the river. The first man into the village was Lieutenant H. A. Jaffray leading 'A' Squadron; he 
advanced ahead of his men and rounding the corner of a house ran straight into a party of Germans; he shot the first of them but was 
set upon by the remainder who bore him to the ground. Things might have gone badly with him, but at that moment Major Rome came 
round the comer, roaring, it is said, like a bull; he fired his revolver at point blank range at the nearest German and the others then 
surrendered. The Regiment then arrived and charged through the village. The Germans were taken completely by surprise/ (Regimental 
History refers) 

In March 1918 Jaffray was attached to the 9th Cavalry Brigade as a liaison officer. He served with the Brigade when they were ordered 
to hold the bridges at Pargny, Somme, on the 23rd March, and 'his horse was wounded and when he turned to come back he found 
that all the bridges were blown up; he tried to swim the river, but his horse stuck in the mud and had to be left, Mr. Jaffray rejoining the 
Regiment dismounted.' (Ibid) 

Jaffray returned for service with the Regiment and was wounded in action at Montauban, 25 March 1918. He served as Adjutant 11th 
Hussars, 1922-25, during which time the Regiment was stationed in India. A keen sportsman, he was appointed Master of the 
Ootacamund Hounds in 1924. The following year he was appointed an Instructor at the Equitation School at Weedon, 'and, as he was 
one of the finest horsemen we have had in the Regiment, it was not long before he made his reputation there as such.' {XI Hussar 
Journal refers) 

Jaffray transferred to the Reserve of Officers in 1929. He re-engaged for service during the Second War as a Major, 11th Hussars, Royal 
Armoured Corps, and additionally served as Military Secretary to the Governor General of New Zealand, 1943-46. He retired as 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and died 5 June 1958.

Leslie Hugh 'Gaffer' Moorhouse was born at Urmston, Manchester on 3 October 
1900. He was educated at Manchester Grammar School (1911-1915), followed 
by 18 months as a Cadet at the school ship H.M.S. Conway. He was appointed 
Temporary Midshipman in the Royal Naval Reserve in April 1917, and 
appointed to the cruiser H.M.S. Minotaur the following month. In Minotaur, and 
later the Armed Merchant Cruiser H.M.S. Kildonan Castle, he saw active service 
on the 'Northern Patrol'. He was demobilised in May 1919 and commenced a 
career as an officer of the Merchant Navy, qualifying as Second Mate in 1921, 
First Mate in 1923 and Master in 1927. Throughout the nineteen-twenties he was 
at sea in ships of the Manchester Liners company. He rejoined the R.N.R. in 
1927 and served until 1932, when he went onto the Retired List as a Lieutenant. 
In a change of career, he then became an actor. 

Recalled at the outbreak of war in 1939, Moorhouse served successively in H.M. 
Ships Pyramus, Caroline , St. Zeno and Snowdrop until appointed to H.M.S. 
President "for miscellaneous services" in January 1942. Later that year he is 
shown serving under Combined Operations "Intelligence Plans (Naval), 
Intelligence Section". 

Combined Operations Pilotage Parties were the brainchild of Lt. Cdr. H.N. Clogstoun-Willmott, R.N. As early as 1941, when appointed 
navigating officer of Force X for the proposed capture of Rhodes, Willmott had realised the importance of thorough reconnaissance 
ahead of amphibious landings and the limits of what could be learned from aerial photography, or even from submarine periscope 
observations. Such could not reveal the natural hazards of submerged shoals and rocks, and unknown tides and currents, nor 
comprehensively document the nature and location of man-made obstacles and defences. The presence of hidden sandbars close to the 
beaches, for example, could lead troops to prematurely disembark into deep water, and the composition of the beaches themselves 
may not be suitable for the discharge of heavy vehicles that would need to cross them. He also became aware of the inadequacy of 
existing charts for the requirements of successful assault pilotage. Willmott's solution was to personally undertake clandestine survey of 
the beaches and their approaches. Although the assault itself did not go ahead, a seed had been planted, and Willmott circulated his 
theories and findings in a number of reports, though with disappointing results. 

The disinterest of higher authority changed with the bitter lessons of the Dieppe raid of August 1942, when troops and tanks were 
landed on narrow, pebble beaches, commanded by lofty cliffs, and blocked by a seawall and concrete obstacles, reconnaissance being 
limited largely to examination of pre-war postcards. With landings in North Africa (Operation Torch) scheduled for November, and 
rapidly approaching, Willmott was remarkably suddenly ordered to collect, train, organise and equip a team of navigators and others 
for reconnaissance and pilotage work. The result was two groups collectively codenamed Party Koodoo-Inhuman : the Koodoo element 
being responsible for pre-invasion reconnaissance, and Inhuman undertaking approach marking and pilotage. Personnel were a 
mixture drawn from the Royal Navy and soldiers of the S.B.S. and seems to have amounted to around 20 officers and a similar number 
of other ranks and ratings. The naval element of Inhuman in particular included a number of experienced navigators, intended to 
counter-balance an identified deficiency in amphibious forces of the time, where landing craft crews were generally held to be capable 
of little more than simple coastal navigation. 

After a brief period of training at H.M.S. Dolphin and at Hayling Island Party Koodoo-Inhuman was rushed out to Gibraltar. In the event 
Koodoo's reconnaissances were limited to what could be accomplished by submarine periscope, due to security concerns, and the 
small Inhuman party was insufficient in size to perform pilotage for all units, some of which went ashore miles from their intended 
objectives. However, where Inhuman was employed it did achieve some notable successes, through its co-ordinating system of 
embedded navigators with the assault force, 'human buoys' in canoes, submarines and infra-red beacons. Willmott received a D.S.C. 
for his efforts, and Moorhouse was one of five officers of party Inhuman who were Mentioned in Despatches. 

On return to the U.K. at the end of November 1942 Willmott was asked to form a proper Combined Operations Beach and 
Reconnaissance Operation, in conditions of great secrecy. The title "Combined Operations Pilotage Parties" was finally arrived upon, 
and "Gaffer" Moorhouse played a leading role in setting it up at its new depot on Hayling Island, as Willmott's staff officer. In January 
1943, when the organisation's next operation - a clandestine reconnaissance in Sicily - went disastrously wrong, it was Moorhouse 
who flew out to Malta to investigate. He is also recorded as having been responsible for interviewing applicants for the expanded 
organisation, and took an actor's pleasure in delivering a sobering introductory speech: "You've volunteered for hazardous service - 
service that will take you an anchor's throw from the enemy's nose. You may find the weather takes the enemy's side. Submarine trips 
will become as common-place as bus rides. Casualties are high and the enemy shows no mercy to those he captures... hope none of 
you are married. But if you are, or if you've got any doubts, just take one pace back and the whole thing will be forgotten. No one will 
think the worse of you." As progress continued, Moorhouse went on to be COPP's representative at Combined Operations 
Headquarters, his role expanding to "Staff Officer Special Boats", with responsibility for the affairs of Blondie Hasler's 'Cockleshells' of 
the R.M.B.D.U. and Lt. Cdr. Bruce Wright's Sea Reconnaissance Unit ('Surfboard Commandos') besides those of the 'Coppists'. 

Leslie Moorhouse returned to his career as an actor after the war. He died in Warwickshire in 1984.

Arthur Edward Steel a native of High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, was born on 8 May 1899, and joined the Royal Flying Corps on 23 
May 1917. Commissioned temporary Second Lieutenant, 1 August 1917, he served with No. 103 Squadron, before transferring as a 
pilot to No. 206 Squadron, Royal Air Force, on 15 April 1918- his arrival with the Squadron was not without incident, as flying a D/H 9 
he crashed on landing at Drionville, owing to landing on ploughed ground, and although he escaped uninjured his aeroplane did not. 
He flew various bombing raids with his new squadron over the next two weeks over northern France, accompanied on each occasion 
by his observer Second Lieutenant A. E. Slinger, and on 3 May 1918, having taken off in their D/H 9 at 17:41 on a bombing raid over 
Armentieres, they were shot down in flames shortly over Vieux Berquin by the German ace Karl Pech. Neither pilot nor observer 
survived, and they are commemorated on the Arras Flying Service Memorial, Pas de Calais, France. 

Herbert James Hoing was born at West Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, on 20 August 1888, and enlisted in the Royal Naval Air Service 
on 21 May 1917. He served during the Great War afloat in 1917 on the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Campania , from 4 September until 31 
October 1917, and then on H.M.S. Icarus , 1 November 1917 until 31 March 1918, before transferring to the Royal Air Force Scapa 
Flow Seaplane Station on 1 April 1918. He transferred to the reserve on 15 June 1919, and was finally discharged on 30 April 1920. He 
died on 26 June 1975.

Albert John Netley was born on 30 October 1880 at Walworth, London, and joined the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 23

1910, and transferred to H.M.S. Sphinx , 25 June 1910, serving during operations in the Persian Gulf. Promoted Mechanician, H.M.S. 
Princess Royal, 1 January 1914, he transferred to H.M.S. Vanguard on 3 April 1914, and served in her throughout the Great War. 

Just before midnight on 9 July 1917, Vanguard , at anchor at Scapa Flow, suffered an explosion, probably caused by an unnoticed 
stokehold fire heating cordite stored against an adjacent bulkhead in one of the two magazines which served the amidships gun turrets 
'P 1 and 'Q 1 . She sank almost instantly, killing an estimated 804 men; there were only two survivors. 

In terms of loss of life, the destruction of the Vanguard remains the most catastrophic accidental explosion in the history of the United 
Kingdom, and one of the worst accidental losses of the Royal Navy. Netley was amongst those men killed, and he is commemorated on 
the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

Alfred William Durrant was born at Sheerness, Kent in February 1906 and entered the Royal Navy as an Engine Room Artificer 4th 
Class in February 1927. Advanced to Warrant Engineer in August 1938, he was serving in H.M.S. Sheffield about the time of the 
outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. He was subsequently present at the Bismarck action in May 1941 and employed on 
important convoy work on the Malta and Arctic run, prior to removing to the carrier Formidable in September 1942. 

The Formidable won no less than eight Battle Honours in the 1939-45 War, ranging from 'Matapan 1941' to 'Japan 1945', with five 
Mediterranean honours in between. In the Pacific campaign, in which Durrant was present, her armoured deck saved her from major 
damage after being hit by two kamikaze aircraft. 

On 9 August 1945, at Onagawa Bay, Lieutenant Robert Hampton 'Hammy' Gray, D.S.C., R.C.N.V.R., flying a Corsair from Formidable, 
led an attack on a Japanese destroyer. Gray's attack sank the destroyer, although his aircraft was shot down and he was killed. Gray 
was later posthumously awarded the Victoria Cross. He was one of only two Fleet Air Arm aircrew to win the V.C. in the Second World 
War. 

Post-war, Durrant was promoted to Senior Commissioned Electrical Officer in April 1947, and he was placed on the Retired List as a 
Lieutenant (Electrical) in October 1952. He died at Bournemouth in 1984; sold with copied service record.

Walter John Green was born at Hartlip, Kent on 19 April 1924, and first entered the Royal Navy in November 1942. After initial 
training, over the next four years he was borne on the books first of H.M.S. Dinosaur , a Tank Landing Craft training establishment in 
Ayrshire, and afterwards of H.M.S. Copra, the administrative authority for personnel of the Combined Operations organisation serving 
in landing craft. He ended the war as Temporary Acting Leading Stoker, and was released in November 1946. His Second World War 
campaign stars, noted on his service certificate, were issued in April 1950 and are mounted as he would have worn them in his final 
year of service. 

In September 1947 he rejoined the Royal Navy, and immediately volunteered for service in submarines, perhaps mindful of the extra 
pay it would bring. After training at H.M.S. Dolphin, in July 1948 he was drafted to H.M.S. Tabard, in which he was to serve a two year 
commission. He then returned to H.M.S. Dolphin until his appointment to Affray, on 14 April 1951. 
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The Loss of H.M. Submarine Affray; April 1951 

The last Royal Navy submarine to be lost at sea, Affray was laid down at the Cammel Laird Yard in Birkenhead in January 1944 and 
commissioned on 25 November 1945. In March 1949 she was fitted with a snorkel device which permitted the submarine to run its 
diesels for propulsion, whilst underwater. This and further modifications were not entirely successful and in exercises in the 
Mediterranean during December 1949, she was described as leaking like a sieve'. In January 1951 the submarine entered Portsmouth 
Dockyard for major engine repairs and in March Lieutenant John Blackburn D.S.C. was appointed her Captain. A nucleus of 23 crew 
members were retained from her previous complement, and this skeleton crew made one brief day-sortie 'check dive' off the Isle of 
Wight on 13 April of that year, after her release from the dockyard. This was despite the suspicion of oil contamination in one of her 
battery tanks discovered shortly beforehand. 

The next day the remainder of her crew joined (including Walter Green), ahead of the submarine setting out on a week-long simulated 
war patrol called 'Exercise Spring Train' on 16 April. This was to involve dummy attacks on shipping, mock hostile air attacks, and the 
landing of Royal Marines of the Special Boat Service for a simulated sabotage and enemy observation exercise near Falmouth. Besides 
the four commandos, Affray was also to host 20 officers and their two instructors from Executive and Engineer training classes, a new 
intake to the submarine service, who would undertake various seamen's duties as part of their acquaintance experience. To make room 
for all these additional personnel a dozen ratings were sent ashore. When Affray departed Portsmouth in the afternoon of 16 April 1951 
there were 75 men aboard. 

At 2100 hours Affray made normal contact when 30 miles south of the Isle of Wight to confirm position, course and speed and 
indicated she was preparing to dive. She was expected to make a submerged passage westwards down the Channel in order to surface 
in a predetermined area off the Cornish coast the next morning, to stand by for exercises with Coastal Command aircraft. But by late 
morning of the 17 April she had failed to make a scheduled surface report and by 2 p.m. a substantial submarine rescue operation was 
in full swing. A. S. Evans takes up the story in his definitive work, " Beneath the Waves , A History of H.M. Submarine Losses 1909 
-1971": 

'A number of submarines involved in the search reported picking up faint distorted signals on their A./S. listening apparatus. Hull 
tapping was also heard. Attempts to obtain a cross-bearing on the source of the signals and the sound, both of which were thought to 
have originated from Affray , were unsuccessful. On the afternoon of the 18 April the Ambush picked up the code letters representing 
WE ARE TRAPPED ON THE BOTTOM. On 19 April a submarine was dispatched to investigate the reported sighting of a large oil patch 
near the Casquets, a group of small rocky islands about seven miles west of Alderney which for centuries have been the graveyard of 
many unwary mariners. Nothing came of the investigation. By the evening of 19 April the intensive search for Affray was regretfully 
terminated. There was no longer any urgency to locate the submarine in order to save life.' 

Yet there remained a pressing need to locate the missing submarine in order to establish the cause of her demise, if only to establish it 
was some form of mechanical failure that might re-occur in another submarine. In the end an area of 1500 square miles was allocated 
to assorted search vessels, accompanying divers undertaking great risks to investigate all promising sonar contacts. With no sign of the 
Affray after a month, underwater cameras were brought in to speed up the search, and by the middle of June efforts were concentrated 
on an area north-west of Alderney. Evans continues: 

'On 14 June the T.V. camera was lowered 260 feet to a reported wreck. To the delight of all, a picture of a rail of the type round a 
submarine's gun platform came into view. Then the camera focused on the letter Y. Moving from right to left the camera picked out the 
letters A-R-F-F-A. After a search of almost nine weeks the Affray had been found. Her position was 67 miles 228 degrees St. Catherine's 
Lighthouse, 37 miles south-west of her last reported diving position. She was lying on an even keel near the edge of Hurd's Deep and 
close to the area where the large patch of oil had been reported off the Casquets ... Divers could find no evidence of collision damage. 
They noted that Affray's radar aerial and a periscope were raised, an indication that Affray had been submerged at the time of her 
foundering. A check of the hatches showed that all were closed. There was no outward sign that an attempt had been made to release 
the indicator buoy. Further investigation revealed that both pairs of hydroplanes were at hard to rise. This, and the fact that both 
pointers of the bridge telegraph were at STOP, might signify that Affray had been going down fast and that Lieutenant Blackburn [the 
captain] had been trying to correct this.' 

Further investigation revealed that Affray's snort-mast had broken off above deck level and the remnants were salvaged and returned to 
Portsmouth for proper examination, an investigation that revealed fundamental weaknesses in the metal and in the quality of welding 
used on the joints. While the cause of Affray's loss has never been completely explained, these factors led to speculation that the mast's 
associated valve had failed to engage when the Affray had submerged, so that the eventual break resulted in water pouring into the 
submarine through a 10-inch hole, thereby quickly upsetting her buoyancy and sending her to the bottom. 

The Affray remains to this day in her last resting place, the protected military grave of her officers and crew. Their names are recorded 
in the submariner's book of remembrance lodged in the chapel at H.M.S. Dolphin, Gosport, and at the National Memorial Arboretum, 
Staffordshire.

John George Todd was born on 3 August 1907 and served during the Second 
World War with the 1st Battalion Tyneside Scottish (Black Watch). The battalion 
consisted of 660 men and was sent to France as part of the British Expeditionary 
Force on 23 April 1940, primarily to be used as a Labour company as its men 
were not fully trained or equipped. On 17 May they were sent to defend a ten 
mile length of the Canal du Nord but plans changed constantly, and on 19 May 
they were withdrawn to Hendrecourt. The following morning, whilst marching 
from Neuville to Saultry, near Arras, they were soon overrun and found 
themselves surrounded by armoured cars and panzer tanks, with only rifles and 
bayonets to fight them off. Putting away all thoughts of surrender, they made a 
gallant final stand, keeping the panzers at bay for over five hours, giving vital 
time for troops on the beaches of Dunkirk to embark. Their resistance only came 
to an end when all ammunition available was spent. In his book The Black 
Watch and the King's Enemies ', Brian Fergusson elaborates: 'The companies of 
the Battalion, under-armed and ill-equipped, continued to fight individual 
company actions until they had exhausted what little ammunition had been 
given for their original role. The provost serjeant was killed as he clambered on 
to a tank and fired his rifle through its embrasure. A section of the youngest 
soldiers, with less than eight weeks' service, was seen to fix bayonets as an 
enemy tank approached them.' In their gallant stand the battalion won 4 Military 
Crosses, 1 Distinguished Conduct Medal, and 4 Military Medals, with fewer than 
80 men of the battalion surviving and avoiding capture. Todd was one of those 
men taken Prisoner of War, and was initially sent to a working camp at Chulitz, 
where he worked in carrying rail sleepers, from 31 July 1940 until May 1941, 
before being held at camp XXA at Thorn, Poland, from July 1941 until 
September 1942, and then at Stalag 383 in Bavaria, from September 1942 until 
May 1945.

The recipient's own account of his M.I.D. winning exploits states: 'In late 1988 I was a junior N.C.O. in charge of a 4 man team within 
a 16 man multiple in the reconnaissance platoon, 1st Battalion Coldstream Guards. We were located at the New Barnsley Police 
Station in the Bally Murphy District, nicknamed Fort Apache by the infantry, as it was one of the most attacked stations in the area. One 
evening one of our tasks was to provide support and protection for the R.U.C. changeover. This was an easy task and we usually 
rotated one team on stand down using just 3 teams for this task. This particular night was my team's turn to stand down. As the multiple 
had been getting bricked constantly that week with one of my team receiving several stitches due to injuries received from the bricking, 
I asked if my team could be added to the tasking to try and catch some of the individuals responsible. Whilst the remainder of the 
multiple deployed on task, my team left via the rear gate and proceeded separately. Suddenly, a continuous burst of high velocity semi¬ 
automatic fire erupted at close range. Not knowing who or what was the contact point, training at this time dictated the immediate 
action was to cock weapons and head straight towards and beyond the believed firing point. I gave an initial contact report over the 
radio together with a steer of where I believed the contact point to be so that any teams on the ground could head towards that point as 
well. 

We cocked weapons and headed down the road in hot pursuit to try and get ahead of the Terrorist in order to cut off any escape routes 
if possible. Once we had proceeded approximately 100 metres, two Terrorists emerged from waste ground carrying two long barrelled 
weapons. Once I had identified that they were carrying weapons, I gave the challenge, "Army. Stop or I will fire." The two Terrorists 
turned to fire. At this point I opened fire and my second in command opened fire as well. One of the Terrorists was hit and he dropped 
to the ground. At this point a large number of people came out of a nearby church covering the two Terrorists so that they could escape 
to a main road where a vehicle was waiting for their getaway. With the Terrorists gone, we cordoned off the area for forensic evidence 
and secured one of the two weapons that one of the Terrorists had dropped as he was hit. The weapon was double magged with 
7.62mm armour piercing rounds.'

Andrew Robert Gray was born on 18 August 1965 and joined the Army on his 18th Birthday. After training at Purbright, Gray joined 
the Corps of Drums of the 1st Battalion Coldstream Guards in March 1984, and in October of that year was posted to the Falkland 
Islands for a 4 month tour. Returning to the U.K. in February 1985, he continued in Public (Ceremony) Duties, and took part in his first 
Queen's Birthday Parade in June 1985. In January 1986 he embarked upon a two-year tour of Hong Kong, during which time he 
travelled extensively with the Corps of Drums, to Japan, Australia, and South Korea. Returning to London in February 1988, he carried 
out his first tour of Northern Ireland, based in West Belfast. 

Following that successful first tour, in which he was Mentioned in Despatches, Gray was promoted Corporal and Lance-Sergeant in 
1989, and went to Kenya for a six weeks Battalion exercise, before serving in the first Gulf War. Following a five year posting in 
Germany, a spell as Platoon Sergeant with the Infantry Training Battalion (Guards and Parachute Regiments) in Catterick, and a 
Ceremonial Duties posting in Windsor, in 1999 he proceeded to Northern Ireland for a six month operational tour of South Armagh as 
Drum Major with the Corps of Drums (Machine Gun Platoon), attached to No. 2 Company, Coldstream Guards. The Company was 
tasked to take control of two SF Bases. Gray was offered the command of one of the bases, Newtown Hamilton, a significant honour as 
that base had never before been commanded by anyone lower in rank than a Captain. Promoted to Company Sergeant Major he 
completed the operational tour in what he considered to be an exemplary manner. Upon handing over to the Company commander of 
the incoming battalion, a Captain from the Duke of Wellington's Regiment, and having delivered the Operational brief, Gray was told 
by his successor that if he were a senior N.C.O. from Duke of Wellington's Regiment he would likely receive an M.B.E. for his period 
in command. Gray's response to that was, 'It was a nice comment to make but we don't do things like that it the Household Division!' 

Awarded instead a Queen's Commendation for Valuable Service, Gray continued to carry out normal Company Sergeant Major duties 
for the Battalion in Northern Ireland, before he was posted to London district at the end of 2001 as the Senior Drum Major, Household 
Division. He continued to work as the Senior Drum Major until he was promoted to Warrant Officer First Class and posted to Catterick 
as Regimental Sergeant Major of 3rd Infantry Training Battalion. Offered a two year extension, in order for him to gain a Commission, 
Gray decided not to accept the offer, and was released on 1 7 August 2005 after 22 year's service. 

Whilst serving as Platoon Sergeant at the Infantry Training Battalion in Catterick in 1994, Gray had cause to send his uniform and 
medals away for repair, there being no formal tailors as the base. The originals were lost, and a replacement set issued.

John Atherton was born in Liverpool, circa 1790, and is first traced in the ship's musters for H.M.S. Saturn , which he entered on 2 
November 1813, as a volunteer from Salvador and rated as a Landsman. He was lent to H.M.S. Endymion as a Landsman on 31 
October 1814, being listed in the 'Supernumerary List for Victuals only' - meaning he was borne for wages in Saturn whilst serving in 
Endymion , from which ship he was discharged on 4 February 1 815, to rejoin Saturn. During his period in Endymion he took part in the 
action with the American frigate President on 15 January 1815, which surrendered to other ships of the British squadron, off Sandy 
Hook, New Jersey. 

Atherton was rated as an Ordinary Seaman on 5 March 1815 and continued to serve aboard Saturn until 22 April 1815, when the ship 
was paid off. He immediately joined York on 23 April, in the same rate, and served until paid off on 25 August 1815.

The Message roll confirms Robert Allen for all four actions, as Quarter Gunner aboard Pegasus at the 1st June 1794, as Midshipman 
[the old rating mid-ship-man) aboard Aquilon at Bridport's action on 23rd June 1795, as Yeoman of the Sheets in Phoebe's action with 
the Nereide in 1797, and in the same rate in Bellerophon's boats in the attack on a Russian flotilla in July 1809. Previous published 
rolls show three entries for Robert Allen, one for the first two clasps, and separate entries for the last two clasps; however, the reference 
numbers allocated against Allen's claims show beyond doubt that they all refer to the same man, viz 'S/582' against the first clasp and 
'S/582 & Q/24' against the three subsequent clasps. He is therefore the only man of this name on the medal roll. Allen's medal first 
came to the market in 1924 as a two-clasp medal, '1 June 1794' and 23rd June 1795', and has since been professionally reconstructed 
with the additional two clasps that he is properly entitled to. 

H.M.S. Pegasus was commanded by Captain Robert Barlow, R.N., at the 'Glorious First of June' and acted as a repeating ship for 
Admiral Howe's signals. After the action Barlow was upgraded to the frigate Aquilon as a reward for his services, taking with him, no 
doubt amongst others, his Quarter Gunner Robert Allen, and subsequently took part in Admiral Bridport's action on 1 7 June 1 795. 

When, in October 1795, Barlow was given command of the newly commissioned frigate Phoebe , Robert Allen followed his captain 
and was now rated Yeoman of the Sheets. In 1797 Phoebe was off Brest as part of an inshore squadron of frigates under Sir Edward 
Pellew in Indefatigable. On 21 December 1 797 Phoebe captured the French 36-gun Nereide , Captain Antoine Canon. Phoebe sighted 
the Nereide at 10am; the pursuit started at 11:30am and ended at 10:45pm with Nereide's surrender. During the chase Nereide fired 
her stern guns at Phoebe and the two vessels exchanged broadsides shortly before the Nereide surrendered. Phoebe lost three men 
killed and 10 wounded; Nereide lost 20 men killed and 55 wounded. 

From August 1800 to December 1802, Robert Allen served aboard the 36-gun frigate Glenmore (Captain George Duff - later killed at 
Trafalgar in the Mars) and from January 1803 to April 1806 as Boatswain in the Boadicea. He joined the mighty Bellerophon on 28 May 
1806, which ship, in 1809, formed part of a squadron commanded by Captain Thomas Byam Martin of H.M.S. Implacable. On 7 July 
they were off Percola Point on the south coast of Finland when a flotilla of eight Russian gunboats was sighted. Captain T. B. Martin 
acted with decision as described in his own words in the following extract from the despatch published in the London Gazette of 1st 
-5th August 1809: 

'The position taken by the Russian Flotilla under Percola Point , seemed so much like a defiance; that I considered something was 
necessary to be done , in order to impress these strangers with the sense of respect and fear, which His Majesty's other enemies are 
accustomed to show the British Flag; I therefore determined to gratify the anxious wish of Lieutenant Hawkey to lead the boats of the 
ships named in the margin [Implacable , Bellerophon , Melpomene , and Prometheus - 17 boats in all with 270 officers and men] which 
were assembled by nine o'clock last night; and proceeded with an irresistible zeal and intrepidity towards the enemy; who had the 
advantage of local knowledge , to take a position of extraordinary strength within two rocks , serving as a cover to their wings , and from 
whence they could pour a destructive fire upon our boats , which , notwithstanding; advanced with perfect coolness , and never fired a 
gun until actually touching the enemy, when they boarded sword in hand , and carried all before them. 

7 believe a more brilliant achievement does not grace the record of our Naval History; each officer was impatient to be the leader in 
the attack , and each man zealous to emulate their noble example , and the most complete success has been the consequence of such 
determined bravery...' 

Lieutenant Hawkey, after taking one gunboat, was killed by grapeshot whilst boarding another and his command was assumed by 
Lieutenant Charles Allen of the Bellerophon. Of eight gunboats, six were captured, one was sunk and one escaped. All 12 
merchantmen with provisions for the Russian army were captured together with a large armed ship that was burnt; the other vessels 
were safely brought out. 

Robert Allen was discharged from Bellerophon in February 1813, and thereafter served aboard the Scarborough until July 1820, when 
he joined the Trafalgar on the 13th of that month. This ship was renamed Camperdown in February 1825 and Allen continued in her as 
Boatswain until 30 June 1830 when he was finally discharged from the service.

James Sedeway appears on the official clasp lists for the first three 'Gold Medal' actions which were authorised in June 1847. In each 
case he is shown as mid ship man [the old rate, not a junior officer] aboard H.M.S. Culloden. Not until June 1848 was it known that the 
clasp for 'Algiers' could be claimed, and six months later, in January 1849, that another list was issued allowing claims for such clasps 
as 'The Potomac 1 7 Aug 1814'. Having successfully claimed his medal for the first three engagements, James Sedeway would have had 
to make one, if not two, further applications to the authorities for his last two clasps. It is a matter of record that many additional claims 
for subsequent clasps for men already issued with the medal were not transferred to the 'Clasp Roll Volumes', from which today's 
published rolls were compiled. Extensive research has been carried out on the Naval career of James Sedeway by the late Captain K. J. 
Douglas-Morris and, independently, by Diana Birch. Both authorities reach the same conclusions and find Sedeway present as 
Gunner's Mate aboard Euryalus at Potomac, and as Quarter Master aboard Queen Charlotte at Algiers. Furthermore, both authorities 
are in agreement that James Sedeway served on the correct ships to enable him to justifiably claim for the five clasps that appear on his 
medal. Given that Sedeway, or his family, must have sold his medal within eight years of its being issued, it must be safe to conclude 
that this medal was genuinely issued with five clasps and that its number should be added to the 25 other examples known to have 
been issued. 

James Sedeway was born at Newington, Surrey, in about 1770, and is first found aboard Cockatrice prior to the commencement of 
hostilities with France in February 1793. Although he served in several ships, it was aboard Culloden that he witnessed the three great 
victories of the 'Glorious First of June', St. Vincent and the Nile. Sedeway was discharged from the Navy after the Peace of Amiens in 
1802 and nothing more is known of him until he met with a very unpleasant surprise on 11 February 1810. On that day a 'Press Gang' 
seized him and one other man somewhere in the Portsmouth area. Both men were delivered to Euryalus and, now aged 40 years, 
Sedeway remained in this ship taking part in the action up the Potomac river in August 1814. 

With the war against Napoleon apparently at an end, Sedeway was discharged from the Navy on 16 May 1815, with a notation as 
'unservicable'. This meant in practical terms that he could claim for some sort of pension at this time. There is a strong possibility that 
he did indeed seek a pension and, finding that he was less than one year from serving the required 21 years for a full pension, he 
sought a sea billet to complete his time. Thus, on 24 January 1816 he joined H.M.S. Vengeur as a volunteer, being lent shortly 
afterwards to the Queen Charlotte for the impending expedition to Algiers under Lord Exmouth. With the responsible rate of Quarter 
Master he witnessed that devastating bombardment of the mole, inner harbour and fish market on 27 August 1816. Finally discharged 
from the service on 22 January 1817, Sedeway then spent the next 26 years in the Merchant Service, becoming an 'In Pensioner' at 
Greenwich Hospital in December 1843. For some reason he discharged himself to shore as an 'Out Pensioner' in June 1845 (aged 75 
years), only to ask again for re-admittance in June 1846, and yet again to discharge himself as an 'Out Pensioner' on 3 August 1849, 
which is the last sight gained of this ancient mariner.

Samuel Hyde was born at Leigh, Lancashire, on 18 September 1788. He attested twice for the First Foot Guards, firstly at Manchester 
on 30 July, and shortly afterwards in London on 5 August 1806, aged sixteen, a weaver by trade. At Corunna in 1809 he was in 
Lieutenant-Colonel H. F. Campbell's Company, 3rd Battalion. When he re-attested for unlimited service on 26 May 1813, he was at 
Oporto and serving in Major-General Clinton's Company. His discharge certificate, dated 15 February 1816, confirms that, at the time 
of his discharge, he was serving in Lieutenant-Colonel Lambert's Company of the 1st Foot Guards, and that his discharge was in 
consequence of 'being wounded thro' the shoulder at Waterloo.' At Waterloo he was in Lieutenant-Colonel Saltoun's Light Company of 
the 3rd Battalion, which saw heroic service at the defence of Hougoumont Farm. 

He died on 14 May 1876 and was buried in Manchester General Cemetery. His obituary in the Manchester Times read: 'Hyde was 
reared as a hand-loom weaver, and enlisted in the Grenadier Guards at the age of 18, and subsequently served through the Peninsular 
Campaign, being actively engaged at Nive, Nivello, Corunna, Badajos, Roderigo, Toulouse, St Sebastian, Vittoria and Salamanca. He 
was wounded at the battle of Waterloo, after which he was pensioned off with a shilling a day, which was increased to Is. 6d. about 
two years ago. The deceased veteran's relations reside at Newton Heath.'

George Johnstone (sometimes Johnston) was born in January 1784 at Chirnside, Berwickshire. He was appointed Ensign in the 43rd 
Foot, 23 October 1804; Lieutenant, 29 May 1805; Captain, 16 August 1810. He served with the 1st 43rd in the expedition to 
Copenhagen in 1807, and in Sir John Moore's campaign in the Peninsula, October 1808 to January 1809. Returning to the Peninsula in 
July 1809, he was present at Vigo and the passage of the Coa, 24 July 1810, on which occasion he was wounded in the left arm. He 
was present at the battle of Busaco, 27 September 1810, and in the various skirmishes in Massena's retreat from the lines of Torres 
Vedras, including Pombal, Redinha, Casal Nova, Foz d'Aronce, and Sabugal; at the battle of Fuentes d'Onor, 5 May 1811, Ciudad 
Rodrigo, January 1812, Badajoz, 6 April 1812, and Salamanca, 22 July 1812. Whilst serving in the trenches during the siege of Badajoz 
he was wounded in the groin on 21 March 1812. He went home at the end of the year 1812 but returned to serve in the Peninsula 
again from 14 March to 8 July 1814. He then proceeded with his regiment to North America where he served from October 1814 to 
April 1815, and was present in the attack on New Orleans. Arriving in France on the very day of the battle of Waterloo, he served with 
the Army of Occupation until November 1818; and afterwards at Gibraltar, September 1822 to January 1826, in Portugal, February to 
March 1828, and then at Gibraltar again until 31 December 1829. Captain Johnstone retired on 23 December 1831, and died at 
Edinburgh on 2 January 1863, aged 84, where he was buried in a tomb in Warriston Cemetery.

He volunteered to the 95th Foot on 27 August 1806, and served 
with the regiment until his discharge on 28 October 1814. He enlisted for a third time, into the Grenadier Guards, at Stroud on 3 May 
1815, and was finally discharged in consequence of rheumatism on 1 March 1823. He was granted an Out-Pension of 7 pence per 
diem on 5 March 1823, and, when examined by the Board as a candidate for the In-Pension on 25 June 1842, it is noted under 
'Remarks', 'States he was at Barossa, Rodrigo, Badajos, Salamanca, Vittoria, St Sebastian and Toulouse.' He was granted an In-Pension 
on 1 July 1842, and died on 14 February 1852.

Tristram Charnley Squire was born at Stoke Dameval, Devon, on 4 December 
1786 and was commissioned Ensign in the 56th (West Essex) Regiment of Foot 
on 24 April 1909, having previously served as a Lieutenant with the 2nd Royal 
Regiment of Tower Hamlets Militia. He was promoted Lieutenant in the 34th 
(Cumberland) Regiment of Foot on 31 January 1910, before transferring to the 7th 
Royal Fusiliers on 1 March 1810. 

He served with the Regiment in the Peninsula from 1810 to 1813, under the 
command of Colonel Sir William Myers until his death, and then under Colonel 
Sir Edward Blakeny. In 1814 as a Lieutenant he had charge of a detachment of 
men at Belem, and was with the Army of Occupation in France from 1815 to 
1818. He was promoted Captain on 18 October 1821, before going on half-pay 
on 25 October of that year. 

He exchanged to the 13th (Somerset) Regiment of Foot on 20 December 1821, 
and served with his new regiment in the first Anglo-Burmese War in 1824, where 
he was present at the taking of Cheduba, commanded the landing party and took 
the Chokey, and succeeded to the command of three companies in storming the 
stockade at Ava. Promoted Brevet Major on 10 January 1837, he was present as 
Major of Brigade at the storming of Ghuznee, 23 July 1839, after the Kabul Gate 
had been blown by explosives under a covering party from the 13th Foot 
(entitled to Medal). 


Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 2 August 1842, the following year he succeeded Sir Robert Sale as Commanding Officer of the 
Regiment on the latter's appointment as Quartermaster-General to the Queen's forces in India. He commanded the Regiment in India 
for just over a year before 13th departed India at Bombay on 20 March 1845, arriving at Gravesend on 28 July. Squire retired from the 
Service on 3 November 1846, and died at Felpham, Sussex, on 16 June 1 855. 
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Cabul 1842 (Capt. John Edwd. Dyer 3rd. K.O.L. Drags.) engraved

John Edward Dyer was commissioned Cornet in the 3rd King's Own Light 
Dragoons on 26 May 1825, and was promoted Lieutenant on 21 December 
1826. He sailed with the Regiment to India in April 1837, and was appointed 
Riding Master to the Regiment in 1841. He must have been proficient in these 
duties, as when the regiment was reviewed on 5 January 1842 by General Sir 
Jasper Nicholls, Commander-in-Chief in India, he 'expressed himself most 
gratified with the fine appearance of the men and the horses, and with the 
precision and celerity with which the manoeuvres in the field were performed.' 
Soon after the Regiment was ordered to Peshawar, following the disaster during 
the retreat from Kabul, as part of the force being assembled to relieve General 
Sale and his brigade from the fortress of Jalalabad, rescue the prisoners from 
Kabul, and punish the Afghans. Dyer reached Peshawar on 29 March 1842, 
joining the troops under Major-General George Pollock. Passing through the 
Khyber Pass on 5 April, the 3rd Light Dragoons reached Jalalabad on 16 April, 
and then, on 20 August, left Jalalabad for Kabul. Travelling along a road 'literally 
strewn with skeletons of the thousands who had been massacred nine months 
before, they drove Akbar Khan's army back to Kabul, routing his horsemen at 
Tezeen on 13 September- the Regimental records stating that, 'the Dragoons 
were actively engaged in cutting up and dispersing several parties of the enemy.' 
The Force entered Kabul on 15 September 1842, and after releasing the prisoners 
and blowing up the Grand Bazaar they began the long march home, finally 
emerging from the Khyber Pass on 6 November 1842. Promoted Captain on 24 
November 1843, Dyer went on leave to England in 1845, and did not rejoin his 
Regiment, transferring to the half-pay list as unattached on 31 July 1 846.

July 1862 after 21 years and 25 days' service, his discharge papers noting that 'his conduct has been bad.'

John Augustus Scott was bom in Calcutta on 1 July 1803. Commissioned Cornet 
on 3 April 1820, he was posted to the 1 st Light Cavalry on 22 August of that year, 
and served throughout his career with that Regiment. Promoted Lieutenant on 1 
May 1824 and Captain on 24 October 1828, he served during the First Afghan 
War in 1842 and was Mentioned in Despatches for his services at the Tezeen 
Pass (London Gazette 24 November 1842) on the road to Kabul as part of Major- 
General George Pollock's Force, where on 13 September 1842 he lead a 
squadron of the 1st Bengal Light Cavalry in the famous charge which routed 
2,000 of Akbar Khan's horsemen and captured an Afghan standard. He 
subsequently served as part of General Sir Hugh Gough's Force in the Gwalior 
Campaign, and was present at the Battle of Maharajpoor, 29 December 1843. 
The Commanding Officer of the Regiment, Major G. R. Crommelin, was killed in 
the battle and Scott succeeded to the command of the Regiment and was 
promoted to Major three days later on 1 January 1844.

April 1844, and died at Meerut on 2 December 1845.

Posted to the 1 st Battalion, he went with them to India in November 1890, and took part in the Miranzai and Hazara Expeditions 
of 1891, before returning to England in March 1893 and transferring to the Army reserve the following month. His army record of 
service comes to an abrupt end on 1 October 1895, when he is recorded as 'Illegally absent'.

He served with the Regiment during the first Anglo-China War in 1842 (entitled to medal), 
before transferring to the 61 st (South Gloucestershire) Regiment of Foot on 1 July 1844. He saw further service with them in the Second 
Sikh War 1848-49, and was present at the passage of the Chenab and the Battles of Sadullapur, 14 December 1848.

January 1849, and Goojerat, 21 February 1849 (entitled to medal with two clasps for the latter two battles). Accompanying Major-

June 1855, he served with the Kotah contingent against the Mutineers in the Agra and Muttra districts in May and June 1857, was 
present as Aide-de-Camp to Major-General Polwhele at the first Battle of Agra, 5 July 1857, and served as Assistant Field Engineer in 
the Agra and Muttra Force until 25 August 1857, when he rejoined his Regiment in Rajpootana. 

He subsequently took part in the siege and capture of Awah, and the campaign in Rajputarci, including the pursuit of Tantia Topee, the 
battle of Bunnass, and other minor affairs. Promoted Captain on attachment to the 3rd Bombay Cavalry, 30 July 1862, he was 
appointed Second in Command of the 3rd Light Cavalry, with the rank of Major, on 20 February 1873. Advanced Lieutenant-Colonel, 
31 October 1878, and Colonel four years later, he was appointed Colonel Commandant of the 3rd Light Cavalry in 1 885. 

Returning to the U.K., he transferred to the Unemployed Supernumerary List in 1893, and died at Richmond, Yorkshire, on 2 June

William Woodgate was born in Lavenham, Suffolk, in 1827 and attested for the 
44th (East Essex) Regiment of Foot at Chelmsford, Essex, on 4 January 1847. He 
served with the Regiment in the Crimean War (received the Crimea Medal with 
clasps Alma, Inkermann, and Sebastopol; the Turkish Crimea Medal), and was 
one of only two other ranks from the Regiment to be awarded the Sardinian Al 
Valore Militari, the citation stating: 'Private William Woodgate served throughout 
the whole War in the Trenches. He was found active and vigilant, and always 
ready for anything. He was present at the attack on the Cemetery, where his 
gallantry was particularly noticed. He always set a good example to his comrades 
by his readiness and cheerfulness under the most trying circumstances during the 
bad winter of 1854.' 

Promoted Corporal on 26 May 1858, and Sergeant on 12 February 1859, he was 
reduced to the rank of Private following a Court Martial for drunkenness, and 
then served with the Regiment during the Second China War, where he was 
present at the bombardment and assault on the Taku Forts, 21 August 1860- the 
44th Foot were in the vanguard, with two companies detailed to lead the assault 
on the Northern Fort. There was no cover against the enemy's heavy fire, with 
bullets, spears, and arrows flying about in every direction, and soon the ditches 
in front of the Fort were strewn with casualties. As a watching British rifleman 
noted: 'The guns were crashing, and the enemy were hurling vases of lime, 
stinkpots, cold shot, stones, and anything else on which they could lay their 
Celestial hands, while the air, thick with battle-smoke, resounded with the 
heathens 1 yells and noises.' Lieutenant Robert Rogers, 44th Foot, who led the 
assault and was the first Englishman in the captured Fort, was awarded the 
Victoria Cross. Woodgate was restored to the rank of Sergeant, 18 May 1866, and 
was discharged at his own request on 9 February 1869, after 22 years and 35 
days' service.

Emanuel Bradbury, who was born in April 1808, served in the ranks of the 1st Dragoon Guards for about 20 years, latterly as a 
Trumpeter Sergeant-Major and Regimental Sergeant-Major. In December 1846, he obtained a Cornetcy in the regiment, following 
which he was appointed Adjutant in January 1847 and advanced to Lieutenant in May 1848. 

Having then been promoted to Captain in June 1855, and served in Canada, India and China, where he was severely wounded, he 
retired by the sale of his commission in March 1863; so states his own hand written account of his career. 

In December 1871, Bradbury wrote to the Military Secretary at Horse Guards, requesting his re-instatement in his old regiment in the 
rank of Captain, a request accompanied by several references. He died in February 1872 and is buried at St. Peter's Church, Bedford.

Rodney as a Boy 1st Class in March 1854, receiving rapid promotion to Ordinary Seamen and then to Able Seaman, and seeing service 
with the Naval Brigade at Sebastopol (His officially impressed Crimea medal with Sebastopol clasp was sold by D.N.W. in March 
2005, ex Stirling-Lee Collection). 

He joined H.M.S. Cruizer in August 1856 and saw extensive service in her throughout the China campaign of 1857-60, gaining further 
advancement to Leading Seaman and the China medal with three clasps. He left Cruizer in January 1861 and, after brief appearances in 
three other vessels, joined H.M.S. Firm , gunboat on the China station, until July 1862. After a period in Excellent, gunnery school, 
November 1862 to November 1863, he qualified as Seaman Gunner and was appointed to H.M.S. Conqueror as Leading Seaman, 
advancing to Captain of the Fore Top and then Gunner's Mate. During 1864 he was present at the bombardment and capture of 
Simono Seki, Japan, for which service no medals were awarded. His remaining service was as Gunner's Mate, in Excellent again from 
February 1866, in H.M.S. Dasher from January 1867, and finally back to Excellent in January 1870.

He 
served during the Indian Mutiny (entitled to a no clasp medal), and was 
promoted Captain on 12 December 1859. He exchanged as Captain to the 25th 
Foot (King's Own Borderers) in June 1860, and served with them in Ceylon and 
India before retiring by sale of his commission in May 1869. Emigrating to South 
Africa, he was commissioned into the Colonial Forces as Captain Commanding 
the Griqualand West Light Infantry on 1 June 1878, and served throughout the 
Griqualand West Rebellion, being present at the actions at Wittsand Heights on 
24 June 1858, at Fakoon on 24 July 1858, and at Makalaquas Kloof on 12 
October 1878. Promoted Major, Griqualand West Border Police, on 1 October 
1880, he also served as Commandant of the Right Wing of the Kimberley Horse 
in the Basuto War from 29 September 1880 until 18 April 1881, when the Corps 
was disbanded. Major Lowe subsequently served as the Civil Commissioner and 
Resident Magistrate at Taungs, British Bechuanaland, and died there of 
pneumonia on 11 August 1893, the claims against his estate far in excess of its 
assets. An auction of his effects was held, which raised a net amount of £58 8s 
11 d, the items sold ranging from 'one plant' at 4d to a 'horse' at £11. 

The Griqualand West Rifle Volunteer Corps was established in October 1876, and changed its name to the Griqualand West Light 
Infantry in June 1877. Initially no medal roll was submitted on behalf of the Griqualand West Light Infantry, and it was not until Lowe 
wrote to the Military Secretary, Cape of Good Hope enquiring about his medal that the omission was realised. A roll was subsequently 
submitted, and Lowe received his medal in October 1884, possibly named up from one of the Mint's mountain of returns. 130 medals, 
all with clasp 1878, were issued to the unit, of which 85 were returned to the Royal Mint.

1896, and took part in the operations on the Punjab Frontier as part of the Malakand Field Force under Major-General Sir Bindon 
Blood, and with the Tirah Field Force, June 1897 to April 1898. He sailed with his Regiment to South Africa, where he arrived on 3 
March 1902, and took part in the final actions of the South African War (entitled to Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps Orange 
Free State, Transvaal, and South Africa 1902), before returning home in November of that year, being discharged medically unfit on 9 
January 1903, after 8 years and 79 days' service.

James McAdams was born in Paisley, Renfrewshire, in 1872 and attested for the King's Own Scottish Borderers at Paisley on 5 August 
1 891. He served with the 2nd Battalion in India from January 1893, and took part in the Relief of Chitral as part of Lieutenant-General 
Sir Robert Low's Force, March to August 1895, as well as operations on the Punjab Frontier with the Mohmand Field Force under 
Major-General E. R. Elies, and with the Tirah Field Force, under Lieutenant-General Sir W. S. A. Lockhart, June 1897 until April 1898. 
After returning home in February 1899, he transferred to the Army Reserve, 17 February 1899, but was recalled to the Colours on 7 
October 1899, on the outbreak of the Boer War, and was posted to the 1st Battalion. He served with them in South Africa from 4 
January 1900 (entitled to Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps Cape Colony, Paardeberg, Johannesburg, and South Africa 1901), 
before returning home in November 1901, and once again transferring to the Reserve. He was finally discharged on 4 August 1907, 
after 16 years' service. On the outbreak of the Great War McAdams re-attested for the King's Own Scottish Borderers at Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, 6 September 1914, and was posted to the 1st Garrison Battalion. Transferring to the Royal Scots Fusiliers 12 October 1915, he 
served with them during the Great War in India (entitled to British War Medal only) before returning home and being posted to the 
Highland Light Infantry. At the end of the Great War he joined the Royal Defence Corps, and went with them to France on 31 July 
1919, finally being discharged on 27 February 1920.

He subsequently served with the 
Regiment in South Africa from 4 November 1899 until 15 September 1902 (entitled to Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps for 
Cape Colony, Orange Free State, and Transvaal, and King's South Africa Medal with two clasps), and served 84 days' imprisonment for 
drunkenness. He transferred to the Army Reserve on 31 May 1903, and was discharged on 6 October 1904, after 12 years' service.

Posted to 
the 1st Battalion, he served in Egypt and the Sudan from 4 October 1897 until 2 March 1900, and was present at the Battles of The 
Atbara, 8 April 1898, and Omdurman, 2 September 1898, and in South Africa from 3 March 1900 until 9 August 1902 (entitled to 
Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps, Cape Colony, Diamond Hill, and Wittebergen). Returning home, he transferred to the Army 
Reserve on 29 March 1903, and was discharged on 18 April 1908, after 16 years' service.

Brandon was a member of Sir George White's Bodyguard at Ladysmith, in which capacity he was chosen as one of five men sent out to 
scout the Newcastle Road on 23 October 1899. One of those men, Trooper G. J. Lewis Golding, later had good reason to describe their 
task as a 'dangerous duty' for, but for the intervention of his comrade, Trooper A. W. Evans, he would surely have been picked-off by 
the Boers. 

Having met up with a party of concealed British officers on the Newcastle Road, who gave the scouting party updated intelligence in 
respect of known Boer positions, Brandon and his four comrades rode slowly up a donga leading towards a suspected enemy post. 
Troopers Lewis Golding and Landsberg then dismounted to carry on the recce, alone, Brandon and the others remaining in the donga 
with the horses. Lewis Golding takes up the story: 

'We then cautiously advanced, taking advantage of all available cover, some five or six hundred yards and took up a commanding 
position behind some boulders facing the enemy's lines. From our vantage point, we soon descried a Boer sentinel, distant about five 
hundred yards. We, for some little time, watched the movements of this man without seeing anything more. But, presently, our vigil 
was rewarded by observing five or six others join the original sentry and soon their numbers were further augmented until quite a large 
number of individuals could be seen moving about the face of the hill. At last we perceived a movement among the Boers as if to cut us 
off from our Comrades. Thereupon we decided to break cover and join the others with the horses in the donga. But no sooner had we 
arisen from the sheltering stones than zip zip came two mauser bullets about our ears - then three or four more, and soon a continuous 
hail of the murderous little missiles whistled among our flying figures, but thanks to the serviceable colour of our uniforms, combined 
with our zig-zag movements, neither of us was touched. 

After a very exhausting scamper over rocks and long grass, we eventually reached our Comrades. As we approached we called out to 
our fellows to mount as the Boers were pursuing us, shooting as they ran. But for this warning there was of course no necessity, as our 
comrades, hearing the crack of rifles, at once guessed that we were discovered by the enemy, and had accordingly stood ready to 
gallop off as soon as we had joined them. Seizing the reins of our respective horses, Landsberg and I prepared to mount, the Boers 
blazing volleys into us the while. Just as I was about to place my foot in the stirrup, my horse - a nervous, excitable, half broken-in 
South American brute - tore the reins from my grasp and galloped away after the retreating forms of the others, leaving me by myself on 
foot. Then I gave up all hope of getting away with a whole skin; as being already thoroughly done up with my previous hard run, I 
could only stumble and stagger along the river bed, bullets throwing up little spurts of sand under my very feet. But almost as I was 
about to lie down from utter inability to proceed any further, I was astonished to hear my name called by some one. Making a fresh and 
final effort, I rounded the next bend, and to my great joy saw my plucky young tent mate Evans - the youngest trooper of us all-nay, in 
the corps - calmly sitting down holding his own horse and my runaway steed. "Here you are, old chap," he said, "here's your horse, 
jump up smartly - it's too beastly hot in this quarter-let's get out of it". Murmuring my heart-felt thanks, I scrambled into the saddle, and 
together we rode off after the remainder. 

We all, thank God, eventually reached a place of safety, and found that none of us had even been grazed by a bullet; and the only 
result of the expenditure of hundreds of rounds was a bullet in the near flank of my horse. From Landsberg I subsequently learned that 
Evans, observing my horse galloping by without a rider, at once determined to ascertain what had become of me. He, thereupon, 
(bullets were flying by thickly the whole time, be it remembered) chased, caught and rode back some distance until finding, as he 
himself said, the fire too hot, dismounted, and as I have previously stated, waited for me, whom he could occasionally see as I 
scampered along the bends of the donga. That he saved my life I have no doubt; for, had I not heard him call, I should, most certainly, 
have been compelled to lie down where I was from utter exhaustion.' 

Evans's bravery was greatly applauded in Ladysmith and his name was put forward for the award of the V.C. In the event, he received 
the D.C.M., but not before a company of cigarette manufacturers had actually prepared a card depicting him as a 'V.C. hero'.

The Naval Brigade at the Defence of Ladysmith 

Seventeen officers served with Lambton's Naval Brigade for the Defence of Ladysmith. Predominantly picked from the crew of H.M.S. 
Powerful there were also two young midshipmen from the Terrible , Edward George Chichester and Charles Reynolds Sharp, both aged 
sixteen. Sharp was mentioned in despatches and specially promoted to Lieutenant for services in South Africa, 15 October 1903. 

'From 1 November to 5 December, 1899, 3,264 Boer shells were recorded as falling in Ladysmith, killing thirty-one civilians and 
wounding 145. Ladysmith Town Hall, which was being used as a hospital, was badly damaged, despite the Red Cross flag flying over 
it... Young Midshipman Sharp managed to purloin one of the stone balls that fell from the Town Hall clock tower following its rude 
assault from "Long Tom". It is indicative of the lad's youthful determination that he even managed to carry the unwieldy object home, 
where it sits to this day on a special plinth in a lovely Cornish garden, with a plaque beneath it proclaiming its historical significance. It 
is believed, on the basis of information received from a reliable South African informant, that the civic authorities in Ladysmith would 
appreciate its return.' 

Upon their return to England, the officers and men of Powerful's Ladysmith Brigade were invited to an inspection by Queen Victoria at 
Windsor Castle in May 1900. 'Midshipman Sharp had been the youngest and most junior officer present. He was therefore the last to 
be presented and stood quite close to the Queen while waiting his turn. Recalling the experience, in the mid-1960s at over eighty years 
of age, he said that for the rest of his life he had always remembered her voice very clearly. Indeed, in those days of pre-radio, he was 
one of the few commoners to have heard it.' 

The above extracts have been taken from Field Gun Jack versus the Boers , The Royal Navy in South Africa 1899-1900 , by Tony 
Bridgland (Leo Cooper, 1998) who, in his Postscript, states: 'Midshipman Sharp went on to command one of the Royal Navy's earliest 
submarines - the historic Holland 22 

Commander Charles Reynolds Sharp, R.N., (1883-1966) was a chorister at Magdalen College School, before entering Britannia in 
1898. He passed out in August 1899 and on appointment to H.M.S. Orlando on the China station was directed to take passage in the 
heavy cruiser Terrible sailing from Portsmouth. With the outbreak of hostilities imminent in South Africa, Terrible was ordered to 
rendezvous with her homeward bound sister ship Powerful at Simonstown where an urgent request for naval guns was received from 
Sir George White in Ladysmith. On 26 September 1899 Sharp was transferred to Powerful and sailed to Durban for the onward rail 
journey by the last train to Ladysmith before the Boers cut the line and invested the town. At sixteen Sharp was the junior midshipman 
and youngest member of Powerful's 266-strong Ladysmith naval brigade. For services at Ladysmith he was mentioned in despatches 
and was recommended for early promotion on qualification for the rank of Lieutenant (1903). Upon Powerful's return home in May 
1900 Midshipman Sharp was presented to Queen Victoria on the occasion of a special parade of the officers at Windsor Castle. In July 
1900 he was appointed to the battleship Resolution in the Channel Squadron, but in 1904 transferred to the newly formed submarine 
branch, and saw his early service in Holland boats. At Plymouth he was given command of A 10 - 'a devil of a boat - you had to have 
your hair parted in the middle to keep her afloat'; and in 1907 received command of C2, conversely, 'a magnificent boat'. During the 
First World War he was stationed at Berehaven, Ireland, where he combined the duties of Chief Examination Officer, King's Harbour 
Master and Coaling Officer, and was involved in the salvaging of ships torpedoed by U-boats. He retired from the Service in 1922, and 
on the outbreak of the second World War was re-employed in Naval Control work in the U.K. and in Stockholm. For fifty years 
Commander Sharp was a stalwart of the annual Ladysmith reunion dinner held on the anniversary of the relief (28 February). From 
1935 Sharp acted as secretary to the gathering until the final dinner at Claridges in 1951 by which time it was concurred 'we were 
getting too old to assemble in London in mid-winter.'

He served with 139th Field Battery in South Africa from 22 October 1899 until 22 July 1900, 
and was present at the Relief of Ladysmith and the operations at Tugela Heights, 15 December 1899 until 28 February 1900. Returning 
home, he was discharged medically unfit on 22 May 1902, after 11 years and 200 days' service, dying on 1 August 1905, aged 32.

Charles Cecil Rowe Murphy was born in 1872, the son of Colonel Thomas Murphy, a Crimean veteran. He was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant, Suffolk Regiment, 1893, and served with the Regiment during the Boer War (entitled Q.S.A. and three clasps, and K.S.A. 
and three clasps). He transferred to the Indian Army in 1909, and was present at the Delhi Durbar in 1911. He was 1 of 13 Army 
Officers attached to the Naval Intelligence Staff for services against gun-runners and pirates in the Persian Gulf, Straits of Ormuz and 
the Sea of Oman, 19 October 1909 - 1 August 1914 (entitled N.G.S. with 'Persian Gulf 1909-1914 clasp). 

At the outbreak of the Great War Murphy was appointed Chief of Intelligence in Mesopotamia under General Sir Arthur Barrett, for 
which he was mentioned in despatches and given the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. Early in 1917 he went to German East Africa, 
where he commanded a Battalion. In 1918 he was appointed Intelligence Officer to the Admiral, Aegean Sea, and when Turkey sued 
for peace he was sent to Constantinople in charge of a Naval and Military Mission. There he had an audience with the Sultan of Turkey 
and was afterwards employed as G.S.O. 1 st Grade at the Turkish War Office. 

In 1919 Murphy took part in the Afghan War and in the Mahsud Campaign of 1919-20. He then went to the Arab rebellion in Iraq and 
on to the campaign in N.W. Persia (entitled G.S.M. with two clasps). He served as Military Attache at the British Legation in Teheran 
and, on his return to India, served during the Molpah Rebellion in 1921. 

Murphy retired in 1924, and resided in Littlehampton. He subsequently undertook the compilation of the History of the Suffolk 
Regiment, 1914-1927, and was Gold Staff Officer at the Coronation of George VI at Westminster Abbey. He died in November 1955.

William John Urie was born on 22 October 1896 at Cardiff, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 22 April 1912, serving in 
H.M.S. Impregnable. Advanced Boy 1st Class, 3 October 1912, he transferred to H.M.S. Monmouth on 1 August 1914, and served in 
her during the Great War, being advanced Ordinary Seaman on 22 October 1914. 

Early in August 1914 a force, consisting of the old armoured cruisers H.M.S. Good Hope and Monmouth, the light cruiser H.M.S. 
Glasgow and the armed merchant cruiser Otranto, all under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, was sent to protect 
the southern trade routes and to intercept German cruisers operating on the high seas. 

In October 1914 the squadron was reinforced by the addition of the old battleship Canopus but reports of the ship's lack of speed led 
the admiral to leave her behind as he searched for the German East Asiatic Squadron. The German squadron, commanded by Admiral 
Graf von Spee consisted of the armoured cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the light cruisers Leipzig, Nurnberg and Dresden. 
Both admirals became aware of the proximity of the other on 31 October. At 6.40 p.m. on 1 November the squadrons made contact off 
Coronel, Chile and at 7.04 p.m. the battle opened at a range of 11,500 yards. As the German ships had a greater number of heavier 
guns, Cradock's tactics were to close the range to allow his ships' more numerous smaller calibre guns to come into play; this however 
was partly negated by the rough seas and high speeds which prevented many of British armoured cruisers' casemate guns being 
brought into action. The British armoured cruisers were repeatedly hit as the range was reduced. As the range reduced to 5,500 yards, 
the Good Hope was on fire in several places and in a bad way. Endeavouring to reduce the range even further, so as to be able to fire 
torpedoes in a last ditch attempt to do damage to his adversary, the ship was repeatedly hit by heavy calibre shells and at 7.53 Good 
Hope blew up, taking the Admiral and all hands with her. At about 9.30 the Monmouth too was hunted down and sunk with all hands; 
the Glasgow and Otranto were able to make their escape under the cover of darkness. 

Urie was amongst those killed, and he is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial. 

Hugh William Charles Sargent of Southall, Middlesex, served during the Great War in H.M.S. Inflexible, and died on 25 August 1917. 
He is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial. 

Frederick George Ward was born on 3 October 1892 at Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, and joined the Royal Navy as Boy 2nd Class 
serving in H.M.S. Ganges on 1 April 1909. Advanced Ordinary Seaman, H.M.S. Venus, 3 October 1910, he was promoted Able 
Seaman in the same ship on 7 September 1911. He served during the Great War in H.M.S. Attentive II, before transferring to H.M.S. 
Vampire on 14 August 1919. He died of pneumonia at R.N. Hospital, Portland, and is buried in Dinton Churchyard, Buckinghamshire.

Queen 
Mary's forward magazine exploded, the ship listed to port and began to sink amid more explosions. 1,266 of the crew went down with 
her, with only 18 men surviving.

He 
served with the 2/1 st (Buckinghamshire) Battalion during the Great War, and was killed in action on the Western Front 19 July 1916, 
and is commemorated on the Loos Memorial, Pas de Calais, France.

Light Infantry at London. He served with the 1st Battalion during the Great War and died of wounds whilst serving with the Indian

Edward Leslie Orme was born in Oldham, Lancashire, on 28 August 1896, and educated at Shrewsbury School from January 1911 to 
28 July 1914, where he was a private in the O.T.C. He initially enlisted into the King's Shropshire Light Infantry, before being 
commissioned on 24 April 1915, and posted to 3rd Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, just a few weeks before Siegfried Sassoon joined 
the same battalion. He was attached to the 1st Battalion and joined that unit in France on 8 October 1915, being promoted to 
Lieutenant on 22 November. He was wounded by a high explosive shell in the right thigh at Fricourt on 4 June 1916, and was returned 
to England. This was recorded by Sassoon who said Orme was with a working party at the time. Passed fit for general service in January 
191 7, he was posted to 2nd Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 1 7 February. He was due to leave any day for the comparative safety of 
an instructor's appointment when he was posted as wounding and missing. His "D" Company commander, Percy Moody, wrote a letter 
to the next of kin regretting that during an attack on the Hindenburg Line [27 May 1917] Orme was leading his platoon with great 
gallantry and was hit in three places. The enemy had counter-attacked and he was left dying. Moody added that Orme had been 
extremely popular with his brother officers and men. 

The circumstances of Orme's death provoked a great deal of correspondence, of which there is a substantial file in the National 
Archives (ref WO 339/29482). His Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Garnett, is on record that Orme would not permit himself 
to be moved; Chaplain E. R. Jones wrote that Orme, a 'genial, cheerful, splendid leader of men,' was hit in the abdomen and begged 
stretcher bearers to leave him alone as the pain was so intense; Private Beedles, "C" Company, said Orme was first hit in the left arm 
but carried on, later hit in the stomach which was cut open and the bowels protruding. Beedles added that our men had retired and the 
Germans were on them, and Orme said 'I'm done, leave me!' and that Orme, formerly platoon officer, was Bombing Officer on the day 
of his death. Other accounts gave a similar story but the most remarkable testimony turned out to be a lie, recanted in writing. A 
fictional Major Henderson of Corps H.Q. and a real Captain Elliott, Royal Field Artillery, testified that Orme had received a dose of 
morphia to relieve his pain. This turned out to be a lie dreamed up by Captain Elliott to comfort Mrs Elliott, herself related to Orme. 

After a protracted correspondence and the inevitable delays, Lieutenant E. L. Orme was concluded to be dead on 4 December 1917, 
and officially killed in action on 27 May 191 7. Orme is said to be the subject of Siegfried Sassoon's poem 'To any dead officer'.

He embarked at Sydney in the S.S. Kyarra on 3 September 1917, and transferred to the 
3rd Light Horse Regiment in February 1918. He was accidentally injured by a kick from a horse in November 1918 and, with a 
fractured tibia, embarked at Suez for Australia in January 1919.

This officer has shown splendid initiative and courage in carrying out long distance reconnaissances and reconnaissances at low 
heights often in very bad weather conditions and under heavy enemy A.A. fire and has frequently brought back valuable information. 
He has also distinguished himself in photography. He has on several occasions descended to a low height and attacked with his 
machine gun the enemy in his trenches and his transport on roads. 

His work has always been excellent and the courage and initiative which he has displayed has been of the highest order.' 

Duncan Campbell Dunlop was born in Salisbury, Rhodesia, in May 1899. He was commissioned Temporary Second Lieutenant (On 
Probation), Royal Flying Corps, 13 December 1917. After carrying out his training he was posted as a Pilot for operational flying to 53 
Squadron (R.E.8's), France, June 1918. He transferred to "M" Flight in October of the same year. 

Dunlop was 1 of 7 Rhodesian born pilots to serve in the Royal Air Force during the Great War, of which he was the only one to be 
awarded the D.F.C. His commanding officer recommended him on four occasions for an award over the space of a few weeks in 1918 
(a copy of each recommendation is included with the lot). 

He was discharged 13 June 1919, but re-engaged for service at the outbreak of the Second War. He was commissioned Squadron 
Leader, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, 21 March 1940. Dunlop was killed in a flying accident over South Africa, 28 August 1940, 
and is buried in Harare (Pioneer) Cemetery, Zimbabwe.

Memorial Plaque (Percy Garnet Browning) extremely fine £60-80 

Percy Garnet Browning was born in 1878 at Faversham, Kent, and served with the Royal Navy in South Africa during the Boer War. 
Advanced Chief Petty Officer, he was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service and Good Conduct Medal and served in H.M.S. Vanguard 
during the Great War. Just before midnight on 9 July 191 7, Vanguard , at anchor at Scapa Flow, suffered an explosion, probably caused 
by an unnoticed stokehold fire heating cordite stored against an adjacent bulkhead in one of the two magazines which served the 
amidships gun turrets 1 P 1 and 'Q 1 . She sank almost instantly, killing an estimated 804 men; there were only two survivors. In terms of 
loss of life, the destruction of the Vanguard remains the most catastrophic accidental explosion in the history of the United Kingdom, 
and one of the worst accidental losses of the Royal Navy. Browning was amongst those men killed, and he is commemorated on the 
Chatham Naval Memorial.

John Henry Revell, a native of East Croydon, Surrey, served during the Great War in H.M.S. Queen Mary. He was killed in action at the 
Battle of Jutland on 31 May 1916. During the battle H.M.S. Queen Mary , under the command of Captain C. I. Prowse, engaged the 
Derfflinger, putting one of her turrets out of action, and then scored four hits on SMS Seydlitz. The German battlecruiser hit back 
striking 'Q' turret before sending more 12 inch shells to hit near 'A' and 'B' turrets before scoring another hit on 'Q' turret. Queen 
Mary's forward magazine exploded, the ship listed to port and began to sink amid more explosions. 1,266 of the crew went down with 
her, with only 18 men surviving. Revell is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

October 1886, and was promoted Corporal on 1 December 1889, and Sergeant on 25 June 1 891. Appointed a probationary Staff Clerk 
at the Army Pay Department on the same date, he formally transferred to the Army Pay Corps on 1 April 1893, and was advanced to 
Staff Quartermaster Sergeant on 1 July 1901. Awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 68 of April

He served during the Great War in command 
of the destroyer H.M.S. Termagant , was Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazette 6 July 1916), and took part in the Battle of Jutland, 
31 May 1916: Vice-Admiral Sir Daid Beatty reported that, 'having defeated the enemy destroyers, he gallantly pressed home the attack 
with torpedoes on the enemy battle-cruisers' ( London Gazette 15 September 1916), and Blake was consequently awarded the D.S.O. 
and the Russian Order of St. Anne, 3rd Class, with Swords, 'for distinguished service rendered in the Battle of Jutland' ( London Gazette 
5 June 1917). Several times recommended for promotion during the Great War, he was finally promoted Commander on 3 January 
1928. He succeeded his father as 6th Baronet of the Baronetcy Blake of Langham on 15 January 1930, and died, heirless, at Bury St.

He served at 
the capture of Hattrass in 181 7, and during the Mahratta campaigns of 181 7 and 1818, and also at the siege and capture of Bhurtpoor 
in 1825-26. Receiving the Brevet of Major on 10 January 1839, and promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 13 December 1839, he 
commanded a Brigade throughout the campaign in Afghanistan in 1842, and was present at the forcing of the Khyber Pass, the 
storming of the heights at Jugdulluck, the action of Tezeen and Huft Kotal, and the occupation of Kabul, for which he was appointed a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath. He served throughout the First Sikh War, and commanded the whole of the Cavalry at the battle 
of Moodkee (charge wounded); a Brigade at the battle of Ferozeshuhur (wounded, and charger killed by a round shot), and the 3rd 
Light Dragoons at the Battle of Sobraon (charger wounded). Appointed an Aide-de-Camp to H.M. the Queen, he was promoted Colonel 
on 3 April 1846, and commanded the 1st Brigade of Cavalry throughout the Second Sikh War, where he was present at the affair of 
Ramnuggur, the action of Sadoolapore, and the battles of Chillianwalla and Goojerat. He was promoted Major-General on 20 June 
1854

Captain George Dartmouth Fitzroy entered the Royal Navy as a Mate in July 1851 and served in the Baltic operations in H.M. Ships 
Caesar and Majestic , being promoted to Lieutenant in November 1854. Appointed to H.M.S. Termagant in February 1859, he was 
commended in February 1861 by Rear-Admiral Sir Thomas Maitland for his gallant conduct in jumping overboard in order to save the 
life of a seaman 'under circumstances of great peril', which led to him being awarded the Royal Humane Society's silver medal under 
case no. 16,632: 'At Latitude 6.26.S., Longitude 90.58.W., shortly after the retreat was beaten from evening quarters, Frederick Pringle, 
Ordinary Seaman, fell overboard from the starboard quarter, and being unable to swim could not reach the life-buoy which had been 
let down close to him. As the people were nearly all below at the moment of shifting clothing, there was some delay before a lifeboat 
could be lowered, when Lieutenant G. D. Fitzroy, R.N., jumped overboard, swam to him, and grasped him by the hair as he was 
sinking. Pringle then seized Lieutenant Fitzroy round the neck and both were sinking, when William Metters, who had jumped 
overboard immediately after Lieutenant Fitzroy, reached the spot, disengaged Lieutenant Fitzroy, and both kept Pringle afloat until the 
boat reached them.' 

Promoted to Commander in March 1863, Fitzroy was next employed on Coast Guard duties, but in July 1869 he was reported for 
'irregular proceedings' by Admiral Keppel and tried by Court Martial the following September. His conduct was 'highly disapproved of' 
by the latter and he was ordered to be superceded in consequence. Nonetheless, Fitzroy went on to win the thanks of the Dutch 
Government in January 1870 for settling a dispute between a Pilot and one of their Captains, and was subsequently placed on the 
retired list with the rank of Captain. He died in December 1899. 

Note: The obverse die used for the Baltic Medal is that which should correctly be used for the Crimea Medal, with the date 1854 below 
the bust of Queen Victoria; the Baltic Medal used to represent the Royal Humane Society Medal does not carry a date on the obverse. 
An unusual pair.

Edmund Merceron Burton was commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers on 30 July 1879 and served in the Egyptian War of 
1882, where he accompanied Sir Charles Warren in the expedition into Arabia Petraea despatched for the purpose of bringing to 
justice the murderers of Professor Palmer and his party (Mentioned in Despatches and awarded the 5th Class of the Order of the 
Medjidieh). He served in the expedition to the Sudan in 1884 with the 26th Field Company of the Royal Engineers, and was present in 
the engagements of El Teb and Tamaai, and then served in the Nile Expedition of 1884-85 with the 26th Field Company of the Royal 
Engineers, and afterwards with the Camel Corps, and took part in the operations of the Desert Column including the advance to 
Gakdul, Gubat, and Metammeh. Promoted Captain on 7 May 1889, and Major on 4 April 1898, he served in the South African War 
as Commanding Royal Engineers, Cape Town District and Base (Mentioned in Despatches). Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 28 May

Cecil du Pre Penton Powney was born on 21 August 1862, and received a commission as a Lieutenant into the Northamptonshire 
Regiment on 14 May 1884, having previously served in the Militia. He transferred to the Grenadier Guards a week later, and served 
with them in the Sudan Expedition (entitled to Egypt Medal with clasp for Suakin 1885 and Khedive's Star). Appointed Aide-de-Camp to 
Lord Frankfort de Montmorency on 6 July 1891, he transferred with the rank of Captain to the 3rd Battalion Hampshire Regiment 
(Militia) on 23 October 1895. Promoted Major on 30 April 1904, he served during the Great War as Lieutenant-Colonel of the 3rd 
(Reserve) Battalion, Hampshire Regiment at Gosport for the duration of the War at Portsmouth Garrison (entitled to British War Medal 
only).

Sir Donald Matheson was born in 1832 and educated at Glasgow Academy, before becoming a partner in a firm of East Indian 
merchants in Glasgow. Commissioned Lieutenant, Lanarkshire Artillery Volunteers, in 1859, he was presented to Queen Victoria at the 
levee at St. James's Palace in March 1860. Promoted Captain in 1860, Major in 1863, and Lieutenant-Colonel in 1865, he was 
appointed C.B. in May 1881, whilst serving with the Lanarkshire Engineer Volunteer Corps. Promoted Honorary Colonel in 1882, and 
was advanced to K.C.B. on the occasion of Her Majesty's Golden Jubilee in 1887, and was subsequently promoted Colonel in 1890 
and appointed to the command of the Clyde Infantry Volunteer Brigade. A Deputy Lieutenant and Justice of the Peace for Lanarkshire, 
he died, unmarried, in Glasgow on 5 March 1901.

George Davies was born in Wells, Somerset, in December 1800, and entered the Royal Navy as a 1st Class Volunteer in June 1813, 
serving in H.M.S. Ajax (74 guns). In that ship he assisted, while at the siege of St. Sebastian, in taking the island of Santa Clara, and was 
present, as a Midshipman, at the blockade of Rochefort and of Toulon, the surrender of Marseilles, and the capture of a vast number of 
the enemy's armed and other vessels. Joining next the Queen Charlotte (100 guns), he took part in the bombardment of Algiers, 27 
August 1816, and on that occasion he particularly attracted the notice of his Commander-in-Chief, whose orders he was throughout the 
action employed in conveying to the different ships of the fleet. The boat he commanded was frequently under the necessity of being 
partially re-manned, in consequence of the great loss of her crew killed and wounded. In 1817 he proceeded to St. Helena in H.M.S. 
Sappho (18 guns) to guard the exiled Emperor Napoleon, before transferring to the Seringapatam , in the boats of which he assisted in 
the capture and destruction of various pirate vessels in the West Indies. Subsequently serving in H.M.S. Naiad (46 guns) in the 
Mediterranean, he contributed to the defeat of the Algerine corvette Tripoli (18 guns), 31 January 1824, and also to the destruction of a 
16-gun brig moored alongside the walls of the fortress of Bona, in which there was a garrison of about 400 soldiers, who kept a 
tremendous fire onto the deck, 23 May 1824; afterwards, in charge of the ship's barge, he brought out a piratical mistico from the 
island of Hydra. Re-joining the Seringapatam , he frequently landed, at the head of a division of Seamen, in order to co-operate with the 
marines of both the Seringapatam and Revenge in hostilities against the pirates of other Greek settlements in the Archipelago. Promoted 
for his gallantry at Bona to Lieutenant in June 1826, he returned to England, and was appointed to the Coastguard in July 1832. Later 
that year he was awarded his first R.N.I.P.L.S. Silver Medal for the rescue of the sole survivor of the sloop Dartmouth, wrecked at Rye, 
Sussex, the citation reading: '11th November 1832: The sloop Dartmouth was wrecked at Camber, near Rye, Sussex, and her Master 
and five others were drowned. Lieutenant Davies and six other men put off in a fishing vessel, but were driven back by the 
extraordinary violent weather. They carried the boat along the shore to a more convenient position and launched again to rescue the 
solitary survivor clinging to the rigging.' 

In 1835 he was involved in the rescue of the crew of a French vessel, for which he was awarded the French Ministry of the Merchant 
Marine and Colonies Life Saving Medal. Between November 1836 and March 1840 he was in command of H.M. Revenue cutter 
Tartar, in which he was successful in capturing 15 notorious smuggling vessels, besides making numerous other seizures and many 
valuable salvages, often at great risk to his life, for which he twice received the Thanks of Lloyd's of London, and received his second 
R.N.I.P.L.S. Silver Medal and a second French Ministry of the Merchant Marine and Colonies Life Saving Medal for the rescue of the 
French brig Le Jean Marie, the citation reading: '11th March 1839: The French brig Le Jean Marie from Bordeaux was in danger of being 
wrecked near Swanage, Dorset, with her Master and seven men on board. Lieutenant Davies and two men put off in a boat and 
brought the brig to port.' 

Returning to the Coastguard at Littlehampton in March 1840, he was awarded his third R.N.I.P.L.S. Silver Medal for saving the crew of 
the brig Victoria, the citation reading: '13th November 1840: In an extremely violent storm, the brig Victoria was driven ashore near 
Littlehampton, Sussex, with a crew of nine who drifted a line ashore. Lieutenants MacNamara and Davies, with their men, hauled a 
small boat out to the wreck three times and saved all the brig's crew.' 

Promoted Commander in January 1842, Davies was appointed Inspecting Commander, H.M. Coastguard, of the Banff district in 
Scotland in July 1843, where his conduct during the riots following the famine of 1846-57 gained him the highest praise. Other official 
commendations followed, as well as several wounds sustained in the course of duty. After his term in Scotland finished he went to 
Penzance as Inspecting Commander, and was promoted Captain in January 1851. That month he was awarded the R.N.L.I. Gold Medal 
for his gallantry at the wreck of the New Commercial, the citation reading: ' 12th-13th January 1851: On the morning of the 11th 
January, the 250 ton Whitby brig New Commercial struck the Brisons rocks off Cape Cornwall, four miles north of Land's End, and 
broke up immediately in thick fog and high seas. The nine men aboard and the Mater's wife managed to scramble onto a rock shelf, 
but a massive wave swept seven of the men to their deaths. Captain Sanderson and his wife managed to get back on the rocks. The 
other man, a mulatto, grasped a piece of wreckage and was later saved by fishermen from Sennen Cove. Captain Davies, meanwhile, 
had ordered the Sylvia out from Penzance in atrocious conditions and, on arrival at the scene, an unsuccessful attempt was made to 
take off the two survivors by a small boat; she only just made it back to the cutter which then lay off all night to give the victims hope. 
Next morning, with the wind having veered a little and the seas slightly calmer, five other boats arrived, one manned by the 
coastguard, three by fishermen, and the fifth a preventative boat containing Captain Davies and a rocket apparatus. Using this, he 
managed to fire a line which the two on the rock secured and the Master's wife was hauled aboard but, sadly, she died very quickly 
from exposure and buffeting. The other survivor, Captain Sanderson, was brought aboard safely and landed at Sennen Cove together 
with the bodies which had been removed.' For his gallantry on this occasion Davies also received the Lloyd's of London large Silver 
Medal for Life-Saving. 

Captain Davies retired from the Royal Navy in April 1851, and was appointed Chief Constable of the Cambridgeshire, on the 
establishment of the County Police Force. He died at home in Cambridge, whilst still serving in the Police, in November 1876. For his 
gallantry and service over a 38 year career in the Navy, Davies was awarded the Naval General Service Medal with clasps for St. 
Sebastian and Algiers, an early Royal Humane Society Medal, four R.N.L.I. Medals, and the Great Medal of Lloyd's, as well as receiving 
the latter's Thanks on numerous occasions. In acknowledgement of having saved the crews of three French vessels, he was also 
awarded two gold 'Medals of Merit' and the Legion of Honour (although the regulations at the time did not permit him to accept the 
last award). Few other individuals can have received such a wealth of medals for the saving of human life over such a prolonged 
period.

Kenneth McLeod was born in Stornaway on the Isle of Lewis in 1868, and 
attested for the Seaforth Highlanders at Stornaway on 5 January 1888. When his 
first period of limited service was over, he transferred to the Army Reserve at 
Tipperary on 4 January 1895, and intended to join the Glasgow Police, but 
instead re-joined the Colours with the Gordon Highlanders at Maryhill on 4 May 
1896. He served as a Corporal Piper with the 2nd Battalion during the South 
African War from 24 September 1899 until 1 January 1902, and was wounded 
and awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry at Elandslaagte, 
21 October 1899 (London Gazette 20 July 1900). The Natal Advertiser gave the 
following account of the action, This gallant Scot was twice struck, once in the 
arm and once in the side he however, continued to pipe and advance with the 
Gordons to their final rush. Presently came more bullets, smashing his drones, 
chanter, and windbag, whereupon the splendid fellow had to give in.' Captain 
Streatfield, the Adjutant of the Regiment, gave the following praise, 'Corporal 
McLeod, shot through the arm, stood up in the hottest of fire and blew like mad 
and the men advanced.' As a testament to his gallantry and standing within the 
Regiment his instrument was repaired with silver mounted pipes from his 
Colonel. He continued to serve and was present at Ladysmith and the action at 
Belfast, and was appointed Pipe-Major of the Battalion in 1901 (entitled to 
Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps for Elandslaagte, Defence of Ladysmith, 
Laing's Nek, and Belfast, and the King's South Africa Medal with 2 clasps). 
Serving in India from 2 January 1902, he was awarded the Army Long Service 
and Good Conduct Medal, together with a gratuity of £5, on 1 January 1908, and 
later that year, during the disturbances, he served on the North West Frontier of 
India (entitled to India General Service Medal with clasp North West Frontier 
1908). 


He took part in the Delhi Durbar of 1911 and the associated celebrations, and at the Allahabad Exhibition of 1911 the Crown Prince of 
Germany was so impressed with his playing that he presented him with the Order of the Red Eagle (McLeod 'gravely removed this 
Prussian Order from his breast o'medals' in August 1914). He retired on 6 March 1913, after 25 years and 61 days' service, but on the 
outbreak of the Great War he rejoined his old unit at Aldershot on 5 November 1914 and served as Pipe-Major of the 9th (Service) 
Battalion, until his discharge on 26 February 1915, and was later posted to recruiting duties at Stornoway. For his service during the 
Great War he was awarded the Meritorious Service Medal. He died at Stornoway on Christmas Eve, 1935.

William Warrender Mackenzie, 1st Baron Amulree was born on 19 August 1860 and educated at Perth Academy, Edinburgh 
University, and University College London. Called to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1886, he became a King's Counsel in 1914. Appointed 
C.B.E. in 191 7, whilst Chairman of the Committee of Production, he was advanced to K.B.E. the following year and subsequently held 
numerous Chairmanships on a wide range of Government Committees and Tribunals. Advanced to G.B.E. in 1926, he subsequently led 
Britain's Industrial Delegation to Canada and the United States of America, 1926-27. 

Raised to the peerage as Baron Amulree, of Strathbraan in the County of Perth, on 22 July 1929, he was appointed Secretary of State for 
Air in Ramsay MacDonald's second Labour government in October 1930, with a seat in the cabinet, and was sworn into the Privy 
Council at the same time. He was one of the few Labour politicians to follow MacDonald into the National Government, where he 
retained his post until the reconstruction of the government after the November 1931 general election. 

Lord Amulree died on 5 May 1942, and was succeeded by his only son, the Hon. Basil Mackenzie, the noted physicist, as 2nd Lord 
Amulree; the barony became extinct upon the latter's death in 1983.

Thomas "Buck" Buchanan was bom in 1908 and commissioned in the Supplementary Reserve of the East Surrey Regiment in 1931. A 
graduate of London University, he worked as a schoolmaster until called up in 1939. He went to France with the B.E.F. and 
commanded B Company 1st Battalion East Surrey Regiment in the retreat to Dunkirk. He went to North Africa with the East Surreys in 
1942, and won an immediate Military Cross for gallantry at Tebourba, where he was wounded. On recovery he was posted to 2nd 
Battalion Northamptonshire Regiment as second-in-command, and from April 1943 as Commanding Officer. He led the battalion in the 
Sicily campaign, but was again very severely wounded. He was next appointed to command 1st Battalion Royal Fusiliers and was 
awarded the D.S.O. for his leadership at the crossing of the River Garigliano, below Monte Cassino, He was wounded twice more 
during the period of his command. In 1945 he was appointed to the 2nd East Surreys and took the battalion to Palestine, where it was 
employed on counter-terrorism duties. 

Following demobilisation he returned to civilian life as a Senior Education Officer with Surrey County Council, and was appointed O.B. 

E. as principal of Ewell County Technical College. He died in 1997.

Ignazio Spinali was bom in Cantania, Sicily in February 1916, the son of Guiseppe and Di Fazio Maria Spinali. 

Commissioned in the Regia Marina Italiana, he served as a Sub. Lieutenant and submariner in the Ambra in the Mediterranean from 
about June 1940. He was awarded the Al Valore Militare in bronze for his courage in an attack on a British convoy south-east of Crete 
on 31 March 1941, as a consequence of which the light cruiser H.M.S. Bonaventure was torpedoed and sunk. Italian records state that 
he actively contributed to the success of the torpedo attack and in cleverly avoiding the Royal Navy's response. 

In February 1943, Spinali won a second Al Valore Militare in bronze, for his gallantry in the Italian submarine Ascianghi. The citation 
states that the action in question took place in the Bay of Bougie during the Allied Operation 'Torch' landings on 15 November, when 
the Ascianghi's captain sighted three ships and launched three torpedoes, the last of which sunk the fast minesweeper Algerine. Spinali 
'attended his duties with composure, ability and courage, and actively contributed to the success of the mission.' 

Of Spinali's remaining wartime career, in the period leading up to the Italian capitulation in September 1943, nothing certain is known. 
However, it is worth noting that the Ascianghi fought her final action in July 1943. Forced to surface by the Royal Navy, she was sunk 
by gunfire from the destroyers Laforey and Eclipse: out of the submarine's complement of 50 officers and ratings, 27 survived.

Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 
warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a 'deliberate forgery' may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 


which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
'deliberate forgery' and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a 'deliberate forgery' was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 
process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer's claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 
expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which has a minimum value of £100, being the minimum 
'hammer price' at which that lot may be treated as sold. A reserve once 
placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent of Dix Noonan 
Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 'hammer price' below 
the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to which the seller is 
entitled shall be the same as they would have been had the sale been at the 
reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on 
behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

1 6 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union.
